Odisha Khajuri Guda (Odisha Date Palm Jaggery / gur) is a natural sweetener with delicious taste 
as it is produced from sweet juice of palm called Neera. The Khajuri Guda is prepared by the tribal 
communities (Soura/ Lanjia Soura) of Gajapati, Boudh, Angul & Dhenkanal districts in Odisha. 
Khajuri Guda is produced in huge quantities in the Gajapati, Boudh, Angul & Dhenkanal districts of 
Odisha in the production season i.e. October to March. The artisan members are engaged in 
manufacturing the Khajuri Guda in the area by using traditional methods. This is a sweetener 
prepared by boiling the unfermented juice of Date Palm (Phoenix Sylvestre). 


Odisha Khajuri Guda is natural and organic by default prepared traditionally. The main resource for 
preparation of this jaggery is Date palm tree, which grows in natural climate without any fertilizer, 
pesticides and chemicals. No synthetic colour added.

Odisha Khajuri Guda is prepared by boiling of the sweet juice of Palm (Neera). The method of 
preparing an improved variety of Palmgur is quite interesting. 


Neera (Sweet juice) is collected from palm trees early morning with a lime coated earthen pot. The 
lime is preserved Neera from formation of bacteria’s. Limed juice is collected, slightly heated with a 
G.I. Boiling Pan, clarified by adding superphosphate of phosphoric acid, strained to eliminate the 
added lime and other impurities. The clear juice is then further boiled and concentrated to syrup 
stage by evaporation of juice up to nearly 116 to 118 degree Celsius. The juice is mixed by a long 
wooden spoon stirring the sediments still the striking temperature is reached. On reaching the 
striking point, the syrup is placed in a low temperature furnace to maintain temperature and mix the 
syrup time and again till a semi solid stage. In this stage the semi-solid Jaggery will be transferred 
to different moulds and sizes and kept for about 30 minutes in open air to reduce moisture content 
and the Jaggery becomes solid and the sweet Date Palm Jaggery is ready for consumption. 


Recovery of Date Palm Jaggery is 10-12% of Neera (sweet Date palm juice). The average Neera 
yield from a Date Palm tree will be 3-4 liters per day. A tapper artisan family can tap 20 Date palm 
trees per day and can collect 60-70 Itrs of neera which produces about 7.00 kgs. of Date Palm 
Jaggery. 


Geographical area of Production and Map as shown in page no: 


The producers Khajuri Guda basically belongs to Tribal Communities (Soura/ Lanjia Soura) of 
Gajapati, Boudh, Angul & Dhenkanal districts in Odisha. The soil and climate is suitable for 
plantation of crops and there is a great potential of horticulture development in the District. 


Khajuri guda is mainly produced in the Gajapati, Boudh, Angul & Dhenkanal Districts of the State of 
Odisha in huge quantity in the production season i.e. October to March. Due to the hilly terrain of 
eastern ghat, the Neera collected has its own district taste & flavor which ultimately converts to 


Jaggery. 


Khajuri Gur is a seasonal product that gives an extra income to the tribal families along with their 
routine works during the season. The season of Khajuri Guda is for 6 months i. e. from October to 
March in winter season only. The artisan members are engaged in manufacturing the Date palm 
Jaggery in the area by using traditional methods. Another specialty of this jaggery is that it is not 
made by using modern equipment and chemicals. 


Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


Gajapati, Boudh, Angul, & Dhenkanal are the districts of the State in which a huge quantity of 
Khajuri Guda is produced. The Soura Community constitutes the largest group among them and 
lanjia Soura is considered most primitive in this district. The Souras are one of the oldest known 
tribes of India. They are found in great compactness on the edges of the Estern Ghat in Ganjam, 
Gajapti and Korapur districts of Odisha. The epics and purans refer to their devotion to the Hindu 
religious heroes like Rama and Jagannath culture. The legend of Viswabasu, a Saopura king who 
worshipped the image of Vishnu in form of Lord Jagannath indicates the impact of Vaishnavism on 
the Saouras. 
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Odisha Rajya Talgur Samabaya Sangha is organising them and producing Khajuri Guda which 
helps to enhance their additional source of income by using the natural wealth, the Date palm 
trees. 


In India Palmgur and Palm Products Industry dates back to about 4000 years and is an essential 
traditional Village Industry. The first industrialization of our Country is also associated with the Palm 
Sugar manufacture with the installation of first Palm Sugar factory in the year 1837 by Mr. Blake at 
Dhoba near Bardwan in Bengal. 


Impressed with the economic Potentialities of the Four varieties of Sugar yielding Palms in India, 
Mahatma Gandhi instituted work relating to the development of Khajuri Guda and Palm Products at 
Wardha. With his active support and guidance, the All India Khadi & Village Industries Association, 
Wardha opened a Palmgur Department, through which Provincial Ministries were approached for 
starting work in different States. Subsequently, the Ministry of Agriculture opened Khajuri Guda 
section on 23rd December'1947 for development of Palmgur industry. Later on, the Programme 
was enlarged by the erstwhile all India Khadi and Village Industries Board in the year 1954-55 and 
continued under the aegis of Khadi & Village Industries Commission since 1957-58 


In Odisha, the Palmgur Industry was totally in the un-organized sector till 1959, even though the 
share of Odisha in this sector is around 3%. The Odisha Rajya Talgur Samabaya Sangha Ltd. was 
established in the year 1959 as an Apex Cooperative Society bearing Registration No, 119/CU/59, 
dt.3.7.1959 under OCS Act 1951, under the President ship of late Smt. Malati Choudhury (former 
founder, freedom fighter, Social worker and wife of Sri Nabakrushna Choudhry Ex-Chief Minister of 
Odisha). Dr. Harekrushna Mahatab, Anil Kumar Ghose, Anasuya Pathak, Acharya Harihar and 
many other social workers & freedom fighters were associated with this Organisation for 
development of Palmgur industry in the State. The sole objective of this Sangha is coordinating the 
activities carried on by the affiliated Primary Palmgur Cooperative Societies, Imparting technical 
training, undertake manufacturing activities by establishing production Centres (Complexes), 
providing loans/ grants to the member beneficiaries, providing implements, tools, chemicals as 
required by the primary Palmgur cooperatives, above all popularizing the programme by organizing 
seminars/workshops, attending District/State level exhibitions/fairs. The activities of Palmgur 
Industry caters to the needs of weaker sections of society i.e. SC/ST/OBC and women 
beneficiaries as well as BPL categories of the State. At present, this Federation is working under 
the administrative control of MSME Department, Govt. of Odisha. 


Considering the prospects of Khajuri Guda industry and the potentiality for different palm products, 
a Cluster-based approach was taken up under the SFURTI Scheme for the development and 
regeneration of the traditional Khajuri Guda industry in the State and also to accelerate self- 
employment to the rural youths and diversification of different value-added products basing to the 
demand in the international market 


Method of Production: 


The Palmyrah palm, Date palm and Sago palm trees are the gift of nature and abundantly available 
in the rural and forest hilly areas. It can also be planted in River banks and Canal embankments as 
well as barren lands. These trees do not need any labour, water serving and fertilizer etc for its 
growth. Naturally these trees can grow in all soils and climatic conditions. However, in the state of 
odisha Date Palm trees grow naturally in the hills & forest. 


Harvesting: 

The production season of Palmgur and Date Palmgur is generally six months from October to 
March, but practically it is 3 months in a year from January to march considering the climatic 
condition of the area. Basic operation of the industry begins with tapping which is known in India for 
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ages. The methods and instruments used for tapping differ according to the place and variety of 
Palm. In Date palm three methods are prevalent. They are Surti, Karnatiki and Bengali. 


Tapping is an art as well as a science. The tapper has to climb twice a day and with the traditional 
method of climbing. One is able to tap as many as 20-30 Date palm trees per day depending upon 
the method and individual experience. 


Improve methods such as aerial ropeways (for Palmyrah and coconut) and Bamboo ways (for Date 
palm), are devised to increase the efficiency of a tapper from 30 to 50. 


Generally, the distance between each palm tree is 15 to 20 feet and this could be easily connected 
either by ropes or bamboo according to convenience. 


In tapping also, considerable improvements have been made, especially in Date palms. The 
method known as “dainik chhedan” is followed where two intermittent rest days to each tree were 
given. In the new method, the tapping portion of Date palm- the crown base- is sliced in to three 
parts and the tender portion is exposed. Every day one portion is tapped giving rest to the other 
two. 


Tapping the inflorescence in case of Palmyrah, coconut and Sago palms and the crown base in 
case of Date palm, a sweet juice trickles down in to the pots attached for collection. This is the 
popular drink Neera from which the Date Palm jaggery is manufactured. 


Production of Palm/Date Palm Jaggery: 
Besides Neera it can also be used for preparing Jaggery, syrup and various by-products like Palm 
sugar, Palm candy, confectionary items etc. 


Khajuri Guda, is prepared by boiling of the sweet juice of Palm (Neera). The method of preparing 
improved variety of Palmgur is quite interesting. 


Neera (Sweet juice) is collected from palm trees early morning with a lime coated earthen pot. The 
lime is preserved Neera from formation of bacteria’s. Limed juice is collected, slightly heated with a 
G.I. Boiling Pan, clarified by adding superphosphate of phosphoric acid, strained to eliminate the 
added lime and other impurities. The clear juice is then further boiled and concentrated to syrup 
stage by evaporation of juice up to nearly 116 to 118 degree Celsius.

E) Specification: 


Tangail Saree of Bengal in its present form may be defined as the saree which is traditionally 
woven in fly shuttle pit looms using 100s cotton yarn, silk yarn of different counts (14/16-20/22 
Denier), tassar yarn and also synthetic filament yarn in warp and weft with plain border and/or 
border with extra warp jacquard designs of different characteristics. These designs include floral, 
traditional flora and fauna, abstract, geometrical, instrumental, special motifs, motifs of different 
historical memorials, temples and other natural motifs with typical traditional colour pattern in pallu 
(anchal) or colourful cross border made by extra-weft/extra-warp designs. Body of the fabric may 
be plain or decorated with ‘buti/buta’ using extra warp/weft with or without the help of jacquard. 
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Initially, the production of the Tangail Saree of Bengal started on throw shuttle pit looms using 
cotton yarn and was famous for its weaving structure, colour and its pattern. The Tangail saree of 
Bengal was further developed with the introduction of woven designs in the border. These designs 
were made with the help of multiple healds operated by a number of treadles (2-12) made of 
bamboo sticks. Introduction of jacquard machine for production of extra warp design in border.

designs.

The traditionally produced Tangail Saree of Bengal are characterized by a special physical finish 
which makes it free from “reed mark” (jorebhanga) giving it a special look and feel. 


It is also characterized by a typical stiff finish. This stiff finish is due to the application of specially 
prepared starch (made of “khai” or ‘puffed paddy’ and lime) which is applied during the weaving 
operation itself by a special traditional method. 


Another distinct feature of the saree is that it is marketed in a typical traditional folded form known 
as “Guti Bhanj or Bai Bhan’. 


Description: 


Tangail Saree of Bengal in its present form may be defined as the saree which is traditionally 
woven in fly shuttle pit looms using 100scotton yarn, silk yarn of different counts (14/16-20/22 
Denier), tassar yarn and also synthetic filament yarn in warp and weft with plain border and/or 
border with extra warp jacquard designs of different characteristics viz. floral, traditional flora and 
fauna, abstract, geometrical, instrumental, special motifs of different historical memorials, temples 
and other natural motifs with typical traditional colour pattern in pallu or colourful cross border with 
extra weft designs. Body of the fabric may be plain or decorated with ‘buti/buta’ using extra 
warp/weft with or without the help of jacquard. In Tangail Saree of Bengal (Jamdani variety), extra- 
weft thread is inserted for producing extra-weft designs maintaining the ratio of 1:2 between the 
extra-weft and ground weft.The speciality in designs lies in the fact that the edges of the designs 
are step like, similar to graphical designs. 


The saree is woven by using two or more shuttles. Body warp is controlled by treadles whereas 
extra warp threads for extra warp designs and body warp threads for extra weft designs are 
controlled by jacquard and pattern of the designs are controlled by the punched cards mounted on 
the jacquard in lace form. Usually double jacquards are used, one is for border designs and the 
other is for Body /Pallu designs. 


The standard benchmark set by the producers of the GI with respect to practice, process 
&packaging are:

finish which makes it free from “reed mark” (jorebhanga) giving it a special look and feel. 

This stiff finish is due to the application of 
specially prepared starch (made of “khai” or ‘puffed paddy’ and lime) which is applied during 
the weaving operation itself by a special traditional method. 

e Another distinct feature of the saree is that it is marketed in a typical traditional folded form 
known as “Guti Bhanj or Bai Bhan)’. 


Geographical area of Production and Map as shown in page no: 
Dhatrigram and Samudragarh villages of Bardhaman now known as Purba Bardhaman district and 


Fulia Township of Nadia district of West Bengal are mainly famous for Tangail saree of Bengal. 
Along with these some new areas namely Nabadwip, , Krishnanagar | & II blocks, etc. in Nadia 
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district, Purbasthali, Tamaghata, Katwa etc. in Purba Bardhaman district and in some parts 
Dakshin Dinajpur, districts like Tapan Block and Gangarampur municipality also produce Tangail 
saree of Bengal. 


Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


The Tangail saree of Bengal, exemplifies the travails of the weaving community namely ‘Basak’. It 
may be surprising to note that Tangail saree of Bengal did not come from Tangail in East Bengal 
(now Bangladesh), rather it is a hybrid of Shantipur design and Dhaka-Tangail. 


At one level, it is a gross simplification of the famed Jamdani technique of Dhaka of East Bengal 
(now Bangladesh) which has given it the extra-weft ornamentation on the second, third and even 
fourth pick in the body and end piece. At other level this is combined with extra-warp patterns, part 
of which probably came from the original medium-count TangailSaree of Bengal in the form of lata- 
pata or vine pattern. 


Basak Community 

Weaving of Tangail saree of Bengal was basically confined within a particular Hindu weaver’s 
community in East Bengal, having the surname “Basak”.The Surname ‘Basak’ was the surname of 
Tangail weavers. Mangal Basak, the renowned weaver of Tangail saree of Bengal were their 
forefather. In 1931, Baru Basak invented two designs named ‘Jag’ & ‘Gajamati’. His son-in-law, 
Maharaja Basak, was skilled person of herald frame designing. He attached two jacquard in loom 
in his house, with the help of Akali Basakat Baranagar, Kolkata. He invented new design of 
Patabahar (ornamental leaf), Sonar harine( golden dear) , Fuler top ( flower pot) and lots of design 
with the help of jacquard. Henceforth, the use of Jacquard begins in weaving of Tangail saree of 
Bengal. The jacquards brought from Baranagar were being distributed to weavers by the East India 
Company. 


The weaving of Tangail saree of Bengal involved every member of the weaver family. No labourer 
was hired and the artist didn’t allow the weaving technique to go outside their family. Basak family 
was one of those key weaver family of Tangail saree of Bengal .lmmediately after partition of 
Bengal in 1947, most of the Basak weaver’s community started migrating to West Bengal from East 
Pakisthan (now Bangladesh). 


They came to Fulia (Nadia), Dainhat (Burdwan Purba Bardhaman), Samudragarh (Burdwan now 
Purba Bardhaman), Dhatrigram (Burdwan Purba Bardhaman) & Gangarampur Municipality & 
Tapan Block in Dakhsin Dinajpur District. 


But partition meant much more than territorial divide. It meant finding another home amongst the 
people and elements probably more hostile than which they had left behind. The journey from East 
to West Bengal was a long one. They had to carry their looms on shoulders, stay in stalls of the 
empty market in Dhatrigram, as there was no roof over their heads. Some found shelter in the 
resettlement camp at Dahtrigram. Some squatted on road side or on empty tracts of land. 
However, most continued to weave even in the camps with the help of some of the looms they 
have brought with them & others on looms given by the government. Many found employment as 
wage earners on the looms owned by the local weavers of those areas. 


The refugees had to struggle against all odds. In the early years they did not have much to sustain 
them. The fine/medium count sarees with narrow border that they had earlier woven in 
Tangailsaree of Bengal did not have market in West Bengal. They took recourse to coarse counts 
at first, having to borrow money from money-lenders to buy yarn, walking miles to the nearest 
wholesale market called ‘Haats’ or from door to door selling their sarees, lungies and gamchas. 
The odds were certainly against Basaks. The Basaks had to undergo through humiliating 
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experiences as the people West Bengal would not even tolerate their shadows. The process of 
migration was further intensified in the year 1965 and reached the highest magnitude in the year 
1971 during Indo-Pak War. 


At some point of time a trader Sri Radhey Shyam Keshablal Basak, came from Calcutta to 
Samudragarh and Dahtrigram a year after the partition, with a sample of a Jamdani like Saree from 
Dhaka with extra-weft motifs all woven on the alternate pick. Many weavers tried to copy it, though 
some refused and few failed. Finally, it was Sudhanya Basak who was the first to succeed. 


The Basak still remain a distinctly identity despite having lived in West Bengal for so many years. 
Why ‘Basaks’ are called ‘Basaks’. The answer is “we sit and sit all lives on weaving, so we are 
Basak’. The term ’Bas’ in Bengali literally means ‘to sit’. 


Historical meaning of ‘Basak’, however, comes from the fact that this community had been the 
traders of Egyptian cotton and since the Egyptian word for cotton was Basak, they got stuck with 
the title ‘Basak Babu’. 


Migrated “Basak” weavers who took settlement at Fulia (adjoining to Santipur) in the district of 
Nadia, finally started weaving Tangail Saree of Bengal using extra warp designs in border with the 
help of jacquard with the ‘Basak’ weavers of Dhatrigram and Samudragarh of Burdwan district. 


Wide changes have also taken place in the weaving pattern of Tangail saree of Bengal with the 
introduction of body designs (buti/buta), cross border designs, well decorated box pollu (anchal) of 
rectangular shape with the aid of double jacquard. 


Todays, Tangail saree of Bengal are the most successful hybrid both in its economy of scale and 
the fact that it has somehow caught the imagination of the present-day market in and outside 
Bengal. Tangail saree of Bengal are now woven in Nadia district with concentration around Fulia 
mostly by weavers both from Fulia as well as those migrated from Tangail district of Bangladesh. 
These sarees are also woven around Kalna in Bardhaman. These sarees are much more colourful 
with various geometrical designs. Tangail saree of Bengal weavers are the only weavers in 
Bengalwho have now the capability of weaving almost all the fibres starting from cotton, silk, linen, 
wool, synthetic fibres including polyester and nylon. Over the years they have even gained sound 
experience and required skill for weaving of export oriented fabrics also. 


Design -The Tangail saree of Bengal is said to be woven in throw shuttle pit looms with an iron 
shuttle known as ‘Loharmaku’ made by the local blacksmith according to the specifications of the 
weaver. Patterns were lifted in the extra-warp initially by figures, then with bamboo sticks known as 
‘Suhash’ and subsequently by a four, then six, ten and twelve ‘Jhaap’ heald sets. Apart from the 
‘Lata Paar’ or vine patterned borders that were woven in East Bengal typical designs were ‘Aash 
Paar’ or fish scale, ‘Padda’ or Lotus, ‘Nimkee’ or biscuit, Vomra, ‘Pradip’ or lamp pattern. 


From the use of a single colour in the border such as black, red, green, or yellow which were the 
only dyes available on those days, they learn the use of two to three colours. This was referred to 
as ‘Meener Kaaj’ derived from enameling of gold and silver ornaments. For instance, in the 
‘phoolpaar border’ with floral design, the flowers would have a yellow center, surrounded by tiny 
black petals. 


Towards the beginning of the twentieth century with advent of the fly-shuttle loom and jacquard, the 
transformation of Tangail saree of Bengal was only a matter of time. The scale and nature of 
patterning were soon to outgrow their previous limitations. Tangail saree of Bengal began to 
incorporate motifs in natural colour body in red, black, yellow and orange. The end plain border 
broadened, ranging from six and even ten inches while the end piece, which was earlier 
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unadorned, began to carry large extra-weft motifs, for a length of two to three feet. The increasing 
availability of dyes has made the Tangail of today varied and vivid. There are now bright pink, blue, 
greens & yellow grounds over which patterns are worked in equally bright and contrasting colours. 
The number and the range of ‘buti’ have also increased along with all manner of stripes and use 
materials other than cotton. 


The saree today when completed on loom, is cut away from the remaining warp and folded in the 
characteristic ‘Guti Bhanj’. It is first folded in eight parts, then end rolled into a tight scroll and tied 
with the ‘cheela’ or portion after the end parting which is torn off. The saree is folded in this manner 
to preserve its paper like finish. 


I) Method of Production: 


Production process 


The steps involved are: 


I Bleaching/Dyeing of yarn 

li. Sizing of yarn 

iii. Winding of yarn in pirn/bobbin 

iv. Preparation of warp beam in sectional warping drum/street warping. 

v. Setting of loom & dobby/jacquard 

vi. Design preparation 

vii. Pegging of dobby/card punching and lacing of cards (for jacquard) in accordance with the 
design & pattern. 

viii. Healding, denting & setting of warp beam and extra warp in the loom. 

ix. Weaving &intermittent sizing of fabrics. 


(i) | Bleaching/Dye the yarn: Bleaching and dyeing of yarns is carried out in Hank form using 
conventional method of Bleaching and dyeing. 
Bleaching agent: Bleaching powder 
Dyes used: Napthol, Vat and Reactive colors for cotton and Acid/metal complex colour for 
Silk 

(ii) | Sizing of yarn —A paste mixer of boiled rice and puffed rice is applied by rubbing on the pre 
water soaked Hank yarn. 
Sized Hank yarns are then wound on the Roller made of Wood and bamboo stripes, using 
Winding M/C (Charkha).Sized hank yarns, wound on the Roller, are dried in Sunlight. 

(iii) Winding of yarn in pirn/bobbin 
When sizing is complete they wind the yarn on the latai (a Bengali term meaning spool) 
&transform the yarn on bobbin. 

(iv) Preparation of warp beam in sectional warping drum/street warping 
Warping is a process by which the required no. of warp ends is placed side by side to have 
the required width. Generally 13 to 15 pairs of saree length are drawn at a time. The warp 
yarn, in short hank form, is mounted on the swift and the required number of swifts is set on 
creel. The ends are collected & passed through heck. Here lease is formed in the heck. Next 
according to the length of the warp the yarn is drawn & tied in the peg. At last, after drawing 
the calculated warp length the ends are cut. 

(v) Design preparation 
Making the designs for ‘Pallus‘& other parts of Tangail Saree of Bengalis in itself an intricate 
process. It consists of: 
e Drawing of the specimen of unique pattern on plain paper. These designs are collected 

from nature. 

e Placement of the Anchal (Pallu), Border & Body accordingly.

e Calculation related to jacquard & frame of the loom. 

e Enlargement or refinement of the patterns & drawing it on graph papers. 

e Transformation of graph designs in numerical codes to facilitate Card punching 

Card punching and lacing of cards (for jacquard) in accordance with the design & 
pattern- 

Punching of cards is carried out in accordance with the design and the punched Cards are 
then laced to form a chain of cards for mounting in the Jacquard Machine. 

Healding, Denting & setting of warp beam and extra warp in the loom 

Healding& denting is a most important work of before weaving.Healding means warp thread 
passing in the heald eye & denting means warp thread passing in reed. 

Weaving & intermittent sizing of fabrics 

The saree is woven by using two or more shuttles. Body warp is controlled by treadles 
whereas extra warp threads for extra warp designs and body warp threads for extra weft 
designs are controlled by jacquard and pattern of the designs are controlled by the punched 
cards mounted on the jacquard in lace form. Usually double jacquards are used, one is for 
border designs and the other is for Body /Pallu designs. 


The traditionally produced Tangail Saree of Bengal are characterized by a special physical 
finish which makes it free from “reed mark” (jorebhanga) giving it a special look and feel. 


It is also characterized by a typical stiff finish. This stiff finish is due to the application of 
specially prepared starch (made of “khai” or ‘puffed paddy’ and lime) which is applied during 
the weaving operation itself by a special traditional method.

J) Uniqueness: 


Uniqueness of the ‘Tangail Saree of Bengal’ is as under: 


Rich Border, body and anchal or pallu with extra-warp and or extra-weft designs, 
traditional & modern Designs. 

In Tangail Saree design are woven by jacquard. Usually double jacquards are used , one is 
for border designs and the other is for Body /Pallu designs 

The ‘Butis’ are often hand lifted in the sarees. 

On loom manual process for getting ‘Reed Mark’ free, smooth and delicate appearance of 
sarees. 

On loom application of specially prepared ‘Starch’ for getting smooth and paper like finish. 
This specially prepared starch is a paste mixer of boiled rice and puffed rice and lime. 
Woven in almost all natural fibresviz; Cotton, Silk & Linen. Special feature of ‘Tangail saree 
of Bengal (Jamdani variety)’ designs lies in the fact that the edges of the designs are step 
like, similar to graphical designs. 

In Tangail Saree design are woven by jacquard. Usually double jacquards are used, one is 
for border designs and the other is for Body /Pallu designs. 


Human skills involved: 

Tangail Saree of Bengal has acquired an important place for its special characteristic in dyeing, 
designing and weaving with particular reference to human skill involved in the process of weaving 
of extra warp/ extra weft designs, designing, dyeing and imparting special finish. 


Expertise in Dyeing: 
Dyers of this trade are apt in dyeing Cotton, Silk, Wool and all other natural fibres in variety of 


modern colors. 
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Expertise in Designing: 
Creation of modern and market oriented designs of Borders, rich Pallu and body decorated with 


intricate extra warp/extra weft threads, is really a challenge and in this aspect the designers of this 
trade are exceptionally skillful. 


Expertise in Weaving: 
Weavers are the main architect of producing Tangailsaree of West Bengal. Each and every part of 


the weaving requires special attention and traditional skill of very high standard. Tangail saree of 
West Bengal weavers are highly skilled in weaving of all the natural fibres which includes cotton, 
silk, wool, linen etc. if required by the market, they can even weave the synthetic fibers like 
polyester, acrylic etc. The ‘Butis’ are often hand lifted in the sarees which is a labour intensive skill 
known to the weavers of this saree only. 


They are to not only expert in weaving, but also equally expert in production of extra warp/extra 
weft designs with the help of jacquard and finishing of fabrics with intermittent application of sizing 
materials prepared from puffed rice and breaking of reed mark, which gives the fabrics a very 
special look, appearance. 


Impact of Environment: The source of water used during manufacturing of the saree is vital to its 
quality. The quality of the saree varies with the use of deep tubewell to bore well water. Also the 
stiff finish which is characteristics of the Tangail saree of Bengal can only be attained by a special 
‘khai starch’ made from the combination puffed paddy, lime and water. The type of paddy grown 
and the mineral content of water used are vital to the consistency and quality of the Khai starch. 
The paddy grown and the water used in it is the attributes of the local environment, soil and water 
of those region. Moisture regains of fibre plays a vital role. Natural fibre likes cotton, jute, hemp and 
protein fibre wool and filament silk etc as moisture increase, breaking strength is increase for an 
optimum range. Basically average humidity of West Bengal is high. So this strength of fibre does 
not fall during process.

E) Specification: 


Garad Saree may be defined as the saree being traditionally woven in fly shuttle pit looms using 
twisted Mulberry silk yarn in warp and plied Malda Mulberry silk in weft. The saree is with plain 
border and ground, or border and ground with extra warp J/C or ‘jala’ designs of different 
characteristic viz. floral, geometrical motifs & special motifs, with red & natural colour of silk pattern. 


Initially, the Garad saree was produced in fly shuttle pit-looms by the weavers themselves. 


Mulberry silk was used as the raw material. At that time there was no design in the border, ground 
and ‘aanchal’. The saree was the symbol of holiness, purity and good shine. 
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The specialty of the Garad saree is that it is given a typical traditional ‘khai’ finish and finally folded 
in a particular form called ‘Pat’. Depending on the complexity of design & colour patterns of the 
fabric different types of products was woven.

Designed 
border increase the value of the saree also. Traditional Garad has a great demand in others state 
of India. Finishing is done by ‘Khai Finish’. The particular khai made from particular rice, which 
grown in above respective places. That's why whiteness of ‘khai’ finish is enhancing the quality of 
saree.

Description: 


In its present form the Garad saree may be defined as the silk saree which is traditionally woven in 
fly shuttle pit loom using 14 Denier to 16 Denier twisted Mulberry silk as a warp yarn & 18 Denier to 
20 Denier filament 2 or 3 ply Mulberry silk as a weft. The saree is with plain border or border with 
extra warp or ‘jala’ designs of different characteristics viz. floral, geometrical & natural motifs in 
‘aanchal’. Ground of the fabric may be plain or decorated with ‘buti’, woven with help of ‘ala’ or 
jacquard shedding arrangement i.e. extra weft design. Extra warp design is made by jacquard or 
‘jala’ for the border design 


The specialty of the Garad Saree is the beauty of the natural colour of the silk fibre. The wide red 
border and the off white ground with or without design in the border, ground and ‘aanchal’ is very 
enchanting to the consumers. The border of the Garad Saree is woven by 5 ends sateen weave. 
This results in an attractive compact border of the saree. The smoothness & paper like appearance 
and feeling of the Garad Saree is one of the important characteristics of the saree. This 
characteristic appearance of the saree brought about by the application of starch on loom. 


Geographical area of Production and Map as shown in page no: 


The saree is dyed with acid or naphtha dye. The saree is produced in Raghunathganj-l& II Block 
under Murshidabad district and Panchgechhia and Gaganpur in Murarai-l & || Block respectively 
under Birbhum district, West Bengal. 


Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


The silk industry in Murshidabad district is a quite old. Though majority of the people were engaged 
in agriculture industry, the district earned a reputation for its silk in the pre-British period. The silk 
industry was the principal industry for the last three centuries. This industry attracted the East India 
Company to the district where the Dutch, the French & the Armebjas had already been carrying on 
business in silk. At that time, the principal center of silk industry was Cossimbazar of Murshidabad, 
where the Company started a factory in about 1658. In the beginning, the operation was on a 
limited scale. “Cossimbazar is the general market of Bengal silk, & a great quantity of silk &cotton 
stuffs are manufactured here, which are circulated throughout a large part of Asia”. Murshidabad 
was beginning to acquire a reputation for its silk-rearing industry and manufacture of silk fabrics. 


Garad saree finds a significant place in the traditional Bengal handloom product of Murshidabad 
district. The Garad saree is popular among the ladies for its natural colored ground, red borders 
and end piece with the significant introduction of the extra-weft buti or paisley motif in the body & its 
enlarged version in the end piece. The name ‘Garad’ of the saree is associated with good shine & 
holiness of mind. The name of the saree ‘Garad’ originates from the process by which the raw silk 
is degummed. In weavers word it is ‘Gad’. 


Garad saree is produced in the Raghunathganj | & II block of the district Murshidabad and Murarai 
-| & Il block of the district of Birbhum. The famous Garad saree is the main handloom crop of the 
area. The weavers say that the name of the saree has come from the word ‘Gad’ in Bengali. The 
Mulberry silk has its natural gum called sericin, about 25% of its own weight. This gum is not part of 
the saree. So it is required to remove it from the fibre. For removal of gum portion of the fibre they 
boil the silk yarn with the soda& water. After boiling the remaining liquor contains gums. In Bengali 
it is called ‘Gad’, Since this degumming process was followed, it was called as Garad saree before 
using modern technique of degumming. Thus, the saree got its name ‘Garad’. 
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By 19th century Murshidabad Silk textile were well known product not only in West Bengal but 
whole of India. Silk reeling was carried on at Baharampur and Jiaganj. Mirzapur was famous for 
Garad and still the centre for manufacturing Garad 


According to Districts Gazetteers of West Bengal, in Murshidabad two main type of silk weaving 
are done in different centres, Kora and Garad. In case of Garad thaans, generally twisted and 
bleached silk yarn are used. Twisting is done either before or after bleaching. The usual fabrics 
manufactured in this process are shirting, suiting, border sarees, both plain and jacquard duties, 
angabastram etc. At Jiaganj and Mirzapur the weaver are specialist in shirting, suiting, jacquard 
sarees with bleached yarn both twisted and untwisted. Evidence supporting the production ‘Garad’ 
in West Bengal is found in the book of T. N. Mukherjee where he describes that a piece of 
bleached and washed silk is called Garad. 


Garad weaving started at the end of Nineteenth century. It was weaved first at Mirzapur. Weaver 
Mritunjay Sarkar of Mirjapur was the inventor of this renowned textile. The was symbol of 
aristocracy. Saswankosekhar Gambhira, Monoranjan Posti, Shyam Sahana and Manindra Birol of 
Mirzapur were awarded winner for their skill of Garad weaving in various contest and exhibition. 
Late. Padmja Naidu who was the Governor of West Bengal between 1956-67 use to only wear 
Garad sarees woven by Shyam Sahana. Henceforth, these sarees also became popular as 
‘Padmaja’ after the Late governor of Bengal. Also, Mrs. Indira Gandhi regularly procured Garad 
sarees from Mirjapur. 


Method of Production: 


Procurement of yarn

First Step: Silk yarn collection: 

Two types of Mulberry silk, the Malda Mulberry silk & any other Mulberry silk are used for the 
production of Garad Saree. The weavers do not produce yarn by rearing silk worm. Thus they 
procure their raw silk yarn from the local merchants who deal in both indigenous & imported silk. 
The indigenous silk is produced in the reeling establishment of Malda. The artificial zari, when 
needed is taken from Barabazar, Kolkata. 


Second Step: Preparation of warp yarn & warp sheet: 

In the Garad Saree two ply twisted filament mulberry silk yarn is used. The twisting of the filament 
silk yarn was done by weavers. To prepare warp sheet first they wind the yarn bobbin from hank. 
Some of the weavers use bobbing winding machine while others use the traditional charkha. These 
bobbins are used in vertical sectional warping machine & the warp is prepared in rope form. 
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In this form the warp sheet goes through degumming & dyeing (if required) process. After this the 
entanglement is opened & the broken end is mended by spreading it length wise on the street. And 
then it is dented as per denting order on the reed. After denting, the warp sheet is again spreader 
on the street & lease rod (juakathas) is introduced in the warp sheet in each cloth length of the 
warp sheet &the warp is set on the loom & drafting is done as per drafting order. After drafting is 
completed the warp sheet is tied on the cloth beam. 


Third Step: Weft yarn preparation: 

Mulberry silk yarn, produced in Bengal (that is in the Malda regions) is used as the weft yarn in 
Garad Saree. Mostly degummed silk yarn (which produces the natural colour of the silk) is used as 
the weft. To produce extra weft buti, designed aanchal or colored Garad Saree the weft yarn is 
dyed. First of all the silk yarn is transferred into latai from hank and then it is two or three plied as 
per the requirement. This is followed by degumming of the silk yarn and dyeing as per requirement. 
After this the yarn is winded into pirn for weaving. 


Fourth Step: Degumming: 

Silk is a protein fibre. It is composed of two parts-fibroin, the filament & sericin, the gum. In the 
degumming process the gum of the raw silk is removed by treating it in batch containing a soap 
solution for 30 minutes near to boiling. Before this the raw silk is hydrated with water. As a result of 
this the real beauty of the “queen of the fibre” comes out. It becomes bright, lustrous, attractiveé fit 
for dyeing. In the degumming process they use 600 gms of soap & 400 gms of caustic soda in 30 
It. water for 4kg material. 


Fifth Step: Dyeing: 

The process of dyeing refers to the coloring of the material with some permanence. At the 
beginning only par threads of the Garad saree were dyed. Now dyeing is done for par threads as 
well as for colored Garad saree, buti threads, designed aanchal & decorative par. Generally 
Naphthol dye & acid dye is used for dyeing the Garad silk yarn. 


Sixth Step: Drying: 
After dyeing the yarns put in sun rays and cover up with very fine fabric. To protect the colour of 
yarn fabric is covered. 


Seventh Step: Warp beam preparation: 
Dried warp yarn then ready for warp beam preparation. Warp yearns wrapped in a beam that is 
called warp beam. After that the weavers beam attach to the hand loom. 


Eighth Step: Design preparation for Garad Saree: 


There are two type of process by which design is made. 

a. Jacquard. 

b. Jala weaving method. 

a. Jacquard: 

The jacquard is a machine by which design or pattern is made in body of saree or in par of 
saree. The jacquard is running fully manual and controlled by leg. The desired design in first 
drawn in paper. Then it transfers to the graph paper with proper calculation. After enlarge in 
graph paper paper card is cut according to the design. After that the cutting paper card are 
mount to the jacquard. 

b. Jala system: The jala system in hand loom is very primitive process. In this process weaves 
can incorporate design according to the desired area of saree. Jala is looked like a horn like 
structure. Mainly “buti’ design incorporated in the saree. When design is incorporated, jala 
insert in to particular position. Then weaving is done. As a result particular “buti” is formed.

Ninth Step: Weaving: 

Weaving is the most important step of Garad saree because the main quality of Garad saree 
depends upon on this step. Weaving is most time taking process. To weave a normal grad saree it 
will take minimum 3 days. When design of motive incorporated it will take minimum 5 to 6 day. 


1st step if weaving is to attach warp beam to the hand loom. After that warp yarn pull through mail 
eye and reed. Then weft yarn which wind in pirn, attached to shuttle. After that the weaving starts. 
Mainly Garad Sarees weave in the fly shuttle pit loom. Whole mechanism is manual. As per design 
requirement Extra weft or extra warp is incorporated inn to saree. The yarn used in warp, weft, 
extra warp, and extra weft are 100% silk. For par or any other design zori yarn used. For high 
quality and higher range saree double jacquard used. 


Tenth Step: Finishing: 

Finishing is very much important for Garad Saree. After weaving a special finish is applied to every 
saree. Mainly “khai” is boiled in water and then cooled it. After cooling it look like pest. Then it 
applied to saree very carefully. This process is time depended process. For a particular time it 
applied to saree and when saree dried then saree fold into beam. 


Final Step: Final folding and packing: 
When Saree dried up properly then unwraps from beam and then final folding done. All the work 
done very slowly and carefully to maintain the quality of saree.

Impact of Environment: 

The source of water used during manufacturing of the saree is vital to its quality. The quality of the 
saree varies with the use of deep tube well to bore well water. Also the stiff finish which is 
characteristics of the Garad Saree can only be attained by special ‘khai starch’ made from the 
combination puffed paddy, lime and water. The type of paddy grown and the mineral content of 
water used are vital to the consistency and quality of the Khai starch. The paddy grown and the 
water used in it are the attributes of the local environment, soil and water of that region. Moisture 
regains of fibre plays a vital role. Natural fibre likes cotton, jute, hemp and protein fibre wool and 
filament silk etc as moisture increase, breaking strength is increase for an optimum range. 
Basically average humidity of Mirzapur is high. So this strength of fibre does not fall during process.

Korial, the purely silk saree is very popular for its own special character and quality. Since ancient 
times, the Red border white ground saree is considered as a symbol of devotion, respect, sacrifice, 
especially in spiritual festivals the ladies of West Bengal decorate themselves wearing the Korial 
saree as a worshipper. In its present form the Korial saree may be defined as the silk saree which 
is traditionally woven in fly shuttle pit loom using 14 Denier to 16 Denier twisted Mulberry silk as a 
warp yarn & 28 Denier—30 Denier filamental 2 or 3 ply Mulberry silk as a weft. The saree is with 
plain border or border with extra warp or ‘jala’ designs of different characteristics viz. floral, 
geometrical & natural motifs in ‘aachal’”. Ground of the fabric may be plain or decorated with ‘but’, 
woven with help of ‘jala’ or jacquard shedding arrangement i.e. extra weft design. Shuttle is runs 
one side to another side by hand. In Border face side and back side are same. Because in here 
border of saree and body of saree both are woven separately and simultaneously attach. Here 
warp of border used red as well as for Border weaving weft yarn is red and for body both warp 
&weft yarn are white. Hence giving the solid appearance to the Border.

Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


The Murshidabad is a district of the state of West Bengal. Murshidabad was the capital of 
undivided Bengal during the Mughal rule. The foundation of Murshidabad was laid in 16th century 
by Maqsus Khan or Makhsus Khan, the brother Said Khan. Said Khan was the Mughal viceroy of 
Bengal during Akbar’s reign in the latter half of 16th century A.D. Murshidabad was then called 
Maqsudabad or Makhsusabad after its founder. Makhsus Khan finds mention in ‘Ain-i-Akbari’ of 
Abul Fazl, as a noble man who served in Bengal and Bihar during the last decades of the sixteenth 
century. It appears from the narrative of ‘Riyazu-s-Salatin’ that by the end of the sixteenth century, 
the area occupied by the town of Murshidabad was placed on the regular trade route and the 
number of traders using the route has become quantitatively so significant as to merit the 
establishment of a rest house: 


Murshidabad, district of British India in the Presidency division of Bengal. The administrative 
headquarter of the district is at Berhampur. It retains such industries as ivory carving, gold and 
silver embroidery, and silk-weaving. 


History of Korial saree: 


The silk industry in Murshidabad district is a quite old. Though majority of the people were engaged 
in agriculture industry, the district earned a reputation for its silk in the pre-British period. The silk 
industry was the principal industry for the last three centuries. This industry attracted the East India 
Company to the district where the Dutch, the French & the Armebjas had already been carrying on 
business in silk. At that time, the principal center of silk industry was Cossimbazar of Murshidabad,

where the Company started a factory in about 1658. In the beginning, the operation was on a 
limited scale. “Cossimbazar is the general market of Bengal silk, & a great quantity of silk &cotton 
stuffs are manufactured here, which are circulated throughout a large part of Asia”. Murshidabad 
was beginning to acquire a reputation for its silk-rearing industry and manufacture of silk fabrics. 
The weavers of Kora thans use unbleached and untwisted re-reeled silk yarn both for warp and 
weft. In some cases warp is doubled or trebled according to the deniers of raw silk shile, in other 
cases single warp in woven with doubled or trebled weft. The colour of a piece of silk, unbleached 
and unwashed is called Kora. Nagar and Chak -Islampur of Murshidabad are famous for Kora 
weaving. According to the weavers of Mirzapur village, Murshidabad who are weaving this sarees 
through generations, the Korial saree probably got its name from the colour Kora which forms the 
body colour of the saree. 


Mr. Sunil Das, who was the Deputy Director of the Weavers’ Service Centre, Calcutta during 1980s 
while discussing the Traditional textile of India mentions the aesthetic value and ceremonial 
importance of the Korial sarees weaved at Murshidabad. The specialty of this saree is solid border 
effect on red and other colours produced by using three shuttles for the border. 


Korial sarees are exclusive textile of West Bengal. It is woven on thick Garad silk with various floral 
or geometrical designs or both. But for the design only one deep coloured yarn is used with 
contrast base mostly Kora colour. Most common colour for design being red but now a day’s many 
other colours are also used. Its ‘aachal’ also have less design.

Method of production in detail: 


(A) Silk yarn collection: 
Two types of Mulberry silk, Malda silk are used for the production of Korial saree. The 
weavers do not produce yarn by rearing silk worm. Thus they procure their raw silk yarn 
from the local merchants who deal in both indigenous & imported silk. The indigenous 
Malda silk is produced in the reeling establishment of Malda district. The artificial zari, 
when needed is taken from Barabazar, Kolkata. 


(B) Preparation of warp yarn & warp sheet: 
In the Korial saree two ply twisted filament mulberry silk yarn is used. The twisting of the 
filament silk yarn was done by weavers. To preparation warp sheet first they wind the yarn 
bobbin from hank. Some of the weavers use bobbing winding machine while others use the

traditional charkha. These bobbins are used in vertical sectional warping machine & the 
warp Is preparation in rope form. 

In this form the warp sheet goes through degumming & dyeing (if required) process. After 
this the entanglement is opened & the broken end is mended by spreading it length wise 
on the street. And then it is dented as per denting order on the reed. After denting, the 
warp sheet is again spreader on the street & lease rod (jua kathas) is introduced in the 
warp sheet in each cloth length of the warp sheet & the warp is set on the loom & drafting 
is done as per drafting order. After drafting is completed the warp sheet is tied on the cloth 
beam. 


Weft yarn preparation: 

Mulberry silk yarn, produced in Bengal (that is in Malda regions) is used as the weft yarn in 
Korial saree. Mostly degummed silk yarn (which produces the natural colour of the silk) is 
used as the weft. To produce extra weft buti, First of all the silk yarn is transferred into latai 
from hank and then it are two or three plied as per the requirement. This is followed by 
degumming of the silk yarn and dyeing as per requirement. After this the yarn is winded 
into pirn for weaving. 


Degumming: 

Silk is a protein fibre. It is composed of two protein sericin-fibroin, the filament & sericin, the 
gum. In the degumming process the gum of the raw silk is removed by treating it in batch 
containing a soap solution for 30 minutes near to boiling. Before this the raw silk is 
hydrated with water. As a result of this the real beauty of the “queen of the fibre” comes 
out. It becomes bright, lustrous, attractive & fit for dyeing. In the degumming process they 
use 600 gm of soap & 400 gm of caustic soda in 30 It. water for 4kg material. 


Dyeing: 

The process of dyeing refers to the colouring of the material with some permanence. At the 
beginning only Border threads of the Korial saree were dyed. Now dyeing is done for 
Border threads as well as for buti threads. Generally Napthol dye & acid dye is used for 
dyeing the Korial saree 


Drying: 
After dyeing the yarns put in sun rays and cover up with very fine fabric. To protect the 
colour of yarn fabric is covered. 


Warp beam preparation: 
Dried warp yarn then ready for warp beam preparation. Warp yearns wrapped in a beam 
that is called warp beam. After that the weavers beam attach to the hand loom. 


Design preparation for Korial saree: 

Jala system: 

The jala system in hand loom is very primitive process. In this process weaves can 
incorporate design according to the desired area of Korial saree. Jala is looked horn like 
structure. Mainly “buti’ design incorporated in the saree. When design is incorporated, jala 
insert in to particular position. Then weaving done as a result “buti” is formed. 


Weaving: 

Weaving is the most important step of Korial saree. Because the main quality of Korial 
saree depends upon on this step. Weaving is most time taking process. To weave a 
normal grad saree it will take minimum 7to8 days. When design of motive incorporated it 
will take minimum 10 to 12 day.

1st step if weaving is to attach warp beam to the hand loom. After that warp yarn pull 
through mail eye and reed. Then weft yarn which wind in pirn, attached to shuttle. After that 
the weaving starts. Mainly Korial sarees weave in the pit hand loom. Whole mechanism is 
manual. Weft insertion in saree is done by hand. As per design requirement Extra weft or 
extra warp is incorporated in to saree. The yarn used in warp, weft, extra warp, and extra 
weft are 100% silk.5 ply yarn used in Border only. 


(J) Finishing: 
Finishing is very much important for Korial saree. After weaving a special finish is applied 
to every saree. Mainly “khai” is boiled in water and then cooled it. After cooling it look like 
pest. Then it applied to saree very carefully. This process is time depended process. For a 
particular time it applied to saree and when saree dried then saree fold into beam. 


(K) Final folding and packing: 
When saree dried up properly then unwraps from beam and then final folding done. All the 
work done very slowly and carefully to maintain the quality of saree.

Human Skill: 

The weavers are the artist capturing the colours in the environment around him and transferring 
them to the fabric he weaves. The weaver carries in his eyes and hands an incredible creative 
force which is expressed through unsurpassed technical skill and knowledge of design and colour 
inherited from their forefathers. Korial saree is an ideal, beautiful, fascinating, attractive solid wide 
red Border saree made of mulberry silk, the queen of the fibre dyed with Acid or Napthol dye. The 
human creativity lies in skilled weaving of the skill and processing the fibres pre weaving. 


Impact of Environment: 

The source of water used during manufacturing of the saree is vital to its quality. The quality of the 
saree varies with the use of deep tube well to bore well water. Also the stiff finish which is 
characteristics of the Korial saree can only be attained by special ‘khai starch ‘made from the 
combination puffed paddy, lime and water. The type of paddy grown and the mineral content of 
water used are vital to the consistency and quality of the Khai starch. The paddy grown and the 
water used in it are the attributes of the local environment, soil and water of that region. Moisture 
regains of fibre plays a vital role. Natural fibre likes cotton, jute, hemp and protein fibre wool and 
filament silk etc as moisture increase, breaking strength is increase for an optimum range. 
Basically average humidity of the area is high. So this strength of fibre does not fall during process.

E) Specification: 


Dhenkanal Magji is a milk product prepared from cheese of buffalo milk, sugar @ 400-500 g & 
small cardamom @ 10-12 nos. per kg of cheese. 

The shape of the sweet is spherical (like small balls) and its colour is white. 

Characteristic aroma / smell of buffalo milk and cardamom comes from the sweet. 

The sweet dissolves / disperses in the mouth immediately after getting inside mouth. 

The buffalo milk used for the purpose is derived from the buffaloes of the area which are 
natural grazers and also has more nutritional value in terms of fat content and other 
parameters than buffalo milk from other areas 

The cheese preparation process is also unique ina sense that it is prepared over traditional 
mud chulla which uses firewood. 

Whey of one day old is used for curdling. 

Weight is given on the cheese wrapped with cotton cloth which gives hardness to the cheese.

F) Description: 


The river Brahmani flows from west to east dividing Dhenkanal district laterally into two halves and 
the river banks of Gondia, Bhuban, Kamakhyanagar and Sadar are full of grass vegetation. 
Besides this, both hilly terrains of the Eastern Ghat, forests, range lands and valleys have huge 
grass and fodder tree vegetation. It is reported that thousands of people were earning their 
livelihood through animal husbandry, especially buffalo rearing during British—Royal era, i.e. long 
before independence. This region was the hinterland of buffalo milk production. Cheese was the 
third largest produce after milk and curd. People had a number of value added products produced 
from cheese and Magji is one of them. Mandar-Sadangi area of Gondia block is believed to be the 
centre of origin of the sweet stuff “Magyi’. 


At the outset fresh cheese is placed in a cotton cloth and pressed / squeezed to the extent so that 
maximum water is drained out from the stuff. Pan is placed on furnace with mild flame. Sugar @ 
400 g / kg of cheese and cardamom (10-12 nos. / kg of cheese) powder is mixed into it. Then the 
optimally dewatered cheese is added to it i.e. poured into the pan. The entire stuff is mixed 
thoroughly and fried to the desired level. Then the fried stuff is placed on a flat surface, kept for 30- 
40 minutes and allowed to cool down to warm condition. At the optimum temperature the stuff is 
prepared in the form of small balls of desired diameter with palms. The sugar acts as the binding 
material and the balls become hard on being cooled down. Now these balls are called “Magji’ and 
become ready for consumption / sale. 


The topography of the Eastern Ghats (partly present in the district Dnenkanal) i.e. slope and 
exposure, range land, pasture land, etc. are full of hundreds of fodder flora. Also river bank 
(Brahmani, Ramial, Sapua) and agricultural plains are full of grass vegetation. All these vegetation 
supports a huge population of herbivores i.e. both grazers and browsers. In past animal husbandry 
was the second largest profession next to the agriculture in this tract. In those days buffalo was 
preferred more than the cow so far the commercial milk production is concerned. On this pretext, 
we conclude that the huge quantity of milk was being converted into curd and cheese. Milk and 
curd were consumed by people, where as the cheese was used to prepare different food stuffs, 
where Magji is one of the item. During earlier days, when refrigerators were not available in the 
sweet shops to store sweets, Magji was being kept under ambient condition for many days due to 
its high self life.

Having plenty of such good quality buffalo milk, local confectioners are preparing Magji. At the 
outset fresh cheese is placed in a cotton cloth and pressed / squeezed to the extent so that 
maximum water is drained out from the stuff. Pan is placed on furnace with mild flame. Sugar @ 
300-400 g / kg of cheese and cardamom (10-12 nos. / kg of cheese) powder is mixed into it. Then 
the optimally dewatered cheese is added to it i.e. poured into the pan. The entire stuff is mixed 
thoroughly and fried to the desired level. Then the fried stuff is placed on a flat surface, kept for 30- 
40 minutes and allowed to cool down to warm condition. At the optimum temperature the stuff is 
prepared in the form of small balls of desired diameter with palms.

Now these balls are called “Magji’ and 
find a place in the sweet case for sale. 


This sweet, Magji is white in colour with spherical shape and light hard texture. The sweet quickly 
diffuses after getting into mouth.

Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


As per local information, this sweet has originated since time immemorial, may be more than 100 
years. While searching for historical evidence from archive records, it was found in page no. 230 of 
“Adhunika Dhenkanal Itihas” and page no. 291 of “Abibhakta Dhenkanal Itihas’ written by Dr (Pt.) 
Pramod Kumar Mishra .Magji was one of the famous food items of Dhenkanal in ancient times. It 
has also reference of about saint namely Sridhar Swami was staying in Kapilas and 
ChaitanyaMahaprabhu had visited Sridhar Swami and learnt about the Bhagabat from Sridhar 
Swami. During his stay, Sridhar Swami had offered a new type of sweet prepared from buffalo milk 
cheese to ChaitanyaMahaprabhu which was called Magji later on and local confectioners continued 
to prepare it. InAbibhakta Dhenkanal ItihasDr (Pt.) Pramod Kumar Mishra has mentioned thatwhen 
Fakir Mohan Senapati known as the father of Odianationalism, a prolific writer, an ardent loverof 
the language, a reformer, when worked a Assistant Manager at Dhenkanal from 1877-1883 AD 
had offered Chhatri of Mahima dharma &Magjito John Beams (the then Collector of Baleswar) 
during his visit to Dnenkanal. 
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Method of Production: 


The topographical characteristics of the Eastern Ghats, which are partly situated in the district, 
encompass various factors such as slope, exposure, range and pasture lands, among others. 
These natural features host myriads of fodder flora. Furthermore, grass vegetation thrives on the 
banks of rivers such as Brahmani, Ramial, and Sapua, as well as agricultural plains. The 
abundance of flourishing vegetation has facilitated the support of a vast population of herbivores, 
comprising both grazers and browsers. Historical records indicate that animal husbandry ranked as 
the second-largest profession, following agriculture, in this area. It was observed that buffalo was a 
popular choice for commercial milk production, rather than cows. Consequently, a significant 
amount of milk was processed into cheese and curd. Milk and curd were consumed by the 
populace, while cheese was employed in various food items among which Magji is one. 


Magji preparation is a two-phase process that involves first synthesizing cheese from milk, and 
then making of Magji. 


Step-I : Preparation of cheese from Buffalo milk 


e Full fat milk is taken in a properly clean container and is placed over the furnace (traditional 
mud chulla in which firewood is burnt) with high flame for 10-15 minutes for proper boiling of 
milk. 

e Then the flame is reduced by taking some firewood out of the chulla and the whey of one day 
old which has been kept for the purpose, is poured at one side of the pot over milk. The point 
when the milk of that area gets curdled / condensed, additional pouring of cultured whey is 
stopped. The water or whey coming from the area is just circulated in the entire milk (other 
areas) with the help of a clean spatula (khadika) which triggers condensation in the entire area 
of milk in the pot. 

e As per empirical observations, a requisite quantity of whey, commonly referred to as Chhena 
pani in local parlance, spans a range of 50-100 milliliters for the purpose of bringing about 
condensation in a volume of one liter of milk. 

e Now the cheese has been prepared which is seen inside a pool of slight greenish coloured 
whey (chhena pani) 

e Then the pot is taken out of the furnace and is allowed to cool down for approximately 30 
minutes under an electric fan. 

e Then the cheese is filtered with the help of a cotton cloth (or muslin cloth) and the cheese 
wrapped with the cloth is kept on the wooden plank (patta) and one clean grinding stone pair 
(sila pua) is kept over it to exert pressure for 30 minutes approximately. 

e Now, the hard cheese has been prepared. 


Step-ll : Preparation of Magji 


e Cheese kneading is typically performed manually in order to achieve a smooth and fine- 
textured product. 

e Apan is heated on a low flame. The optimally dewatered kneaded cheese is added to it, i.e. 
poured into the pan. 

e Sugar (at a ratio of 400-500 g/kg of cheese) and cardamom powder (10-12 nos./kg of cheese) 
are added. The drained cheese is then mixed with the sugar-cardamom mixture and fried to 
the desired level. 

e Then the hot mixture is placed on a flat surface and left to cool for 30-40 minutes. 

e Small balls of the desired size are formed by hand at the optimum temperature. 


The sugar acts as a binding agent, making the balls hard once they cool. These balls are known as 
"Magji" and are ready for consumption or sale.

Its method of preparation as well as the skill of the local confectioners for identifying the set points 
which have been developed and refined over hundreds of years has made Dhenkanal Magi 
unique. Such skills of achieving desired moisture content of cheese, optimum kneading of 
cheese,optimum frying temperature & period of frying, optimum cooling temperature before making 
balls and rolling the mixture to form balls are observed during preparation of Dhenkanal Magji by 
the local confectioners. 


Uniqueness: 


“Dhenkanal Magji” is a famous and unique sweet of Dhenkanal district, which is not found in other 
parts of the State or Country. The milk is collected entirely from buffaloes, which are cent percent 
natural grazers and are also fed up with both grasses of river catchment and forest tree fodders. Its 
method of preparation as well as the skill of the local confectioners for identifying the set points and 
technique in hand rolling are unique (Proportion of sugar and cheese, optimum period of frying, 
method of preparation of cheese to make it more tough, draining water from cheese to get optimum 
moisture content are some important control parameters, which have been developed and refined 
over hundreds of years). The taste, soft and smooth texture, aroma and flavour due to the natural 
flavour of buffalo milk cheese, added cardamom powder and roasting conditions, are unique and 
not found in other sweets. Shelf life of the product is also more than other similar sweets due to its 
low moisture content under ambient conditions. 


The Dhenkanal district of Odisha is home to numerous hills and mountains that provide natural 
fodder for cattle and buffaloes. The district is traversed by the Brahmani, Ramial, and Sapua rivers, 
with plenty of pasture land on the riverbanks and catchments. The district's forest area spans 
across 165496 hectares, providing ample fodder and pasture for cattle and buffalo. Livestock 
rearing is a significant source of livelihood for the rural population, with a robust production of cow 
and buffalo milk. The buffalo milk from the area is noted for its superior nutritional richness in terms 
of fat content and other parameters. 


Local confectioners in the area have been producing Magji for many generations. The production 
process involves techniques that have been passed down over time, such as draining moisture 
from the cheese to achieve a particular level of moisture, frying the cheese at an optimum time and 
temperature, and forming balls from the mixture. These methods have been refined over hundreds 
of years. 


The sweet magi has a spherical shape with a slightly hard texture and is white in color. 

The sweet has a distinctive taste and emits an aroma associated with buffalo milk. 

Upon entering the mouth, the substance disperses rapidly. 

This sweet is only being prepared in Dhenkanal, with no reports of it being produced 

elsewhere in India. 

e Magaja Ladoo is a type of sweet that is made from a mixture of wheat powder and sugar. It 
shares a similar name to other sweets, but it is specifically made from these two 
ingredients. 

e The sweet is prepared from cheese and has a distinct nutritional value compared to other 
sweets 

e The moisture content of the cheese is different in the case of Magji. 

e Magji is made from cheese sourced from buffalo milk, which is a deviation in itself. 

° The milk used in the product is collected from buffaloes in the nearby area, who typically 
graze naturally. As a result, the quality of the milk used differ. 

e The preparation of fried cheese differs from other sweets 

e The proficiency of the confectioners in the local area constitutes a significant aspect of its 

distinctiveness.

Specification: 


The “Kai” is indigenous to Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar which are found in abundance in the jungles 
of every block areas of the districts. The Kai Chutney prepared from these Kai is the main source of 
protection to the health and safety measures of the local tribes. The tribes in the Mayurbhanj and 
Keonjhar District commonly use the chutney as a delicious food and traditional medicine to treat 
different aliments in their daily life. 


The Kai (Red weaver ant) chutney of Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar is vey pungent which is enriched 
with ginger, Dahnua chilly which are grown organically in local backwards of the tribals of the 
district. The ingredients are also very cheaper and easily available by the common and poor 
people. The product is free from any synthetic or chemicals or preservatives. The product is 
packed in the sal leaves which abundantly found all over the district in the vicinity of the living area. 


The nutrients of the product is unique in its composition and taste as compared to the chutney 
prepared from the red ants in other areas which might be due to their natural habitats, food habits, 
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climatic effects (temp, relative humidity, rainfall), soil type in the forest areas that is attributable to 
the geographical positioning of the Similipal Bio sphere. 


Oecophyllasmaragdina (Hymenoptera: Formicidae) and Odontotermes sp. (Isoptera: Termitidae) 
the weaver ant, is locally known as ‘Kai’ in Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar district and are available 
throughout the year mainly in Similipal Biosphere region and its periphery. Leafy nests are 
constructed by the ants; those are plucked from their host trees and collected in a bucket of water. 
Then those are sorted and separated from leaves and debris. Larval and adult stages of the ants 
are preferred and eaten through turning into “chutney” by grinding in hard stone which is locally 
called as Shila. 


Generally the Chutney is prepared by mixing with spicy ingredients like salt, ginger, garlic and 
Chillies (a locally available Dhanua Variety). This chutney is sold by the tribals in every rural 
hats/markets and the road side vendors wrapping in locally available sal leaves. The Chutney tests 
its characteristics as pungent, hotness and sour. This Chutney is found appetizing. Like this the 
chutney can be consumed measuring a quantity of teaspoon during the daily meal or after the 
meal. The taste can be enhanced by adding the chutney with hot water and mixing some quantity 
of black pepper (gulmaric) dust into it 


The tribes use this species as medicine in different diseases like common cold, fever, jaundice 
enteric problems, cough, whooping cough, to increase hungriness, to enhanced vision and 
eyesight naturally without corrective eyewear, joints pain, breathing difficulties, stomach disease, 
essentials for the development of a healthy brain and the nervous system, helps one to battle 
depression, fatigue and develops strong memory. 


The termites and chutney generally contain high-quality nutrients including easily digestible 
proteins as well as minerals, which are more bio-available than those available from plant foods. 
However, insects can contain appreciable amounts of phytic acids and tannins, regarded as 
important anti-nutrients - a fact that must not be ignored, even if these toxic components may get 
detoxified during processing like frying, boiling and roasting. 


F) Description: 


Oecophyllasmaragdina and Odontotermes sp., the weaver ants are plucked from their host trees 
and dropped into a bucket of water before sorting and separation from leaves and debris. Larval 
and adult stages are preferred and are either eaten raw or turned into “chutney” by mixing them 
with spicy ingredients. 


The tribes in the Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar District commonly use the Kai chutney as a delicious 
food and traditional medicine to treat different aliments in their daily life. The Kai Chutney prepared 
from these Kai is the main source of protection to the health and safety measures of the local 
tribes.

Geographical area of Production and Map as shown in page no: 


As the “Kai” or Red Weaver Ant, belongings to arboreal species is found in periphery of Similipal 
along with forest areas of whole of tribal dominated Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar District of the state. 
Therefore, the area of production is considered to be the whole of Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar district 
of Odisha, India, (in the Latitude of 2191’ to 2291’ N and 21°16’ to 22934’ N) and longitude of 85°11’ 
to 86°22’ E and 85°40’ to 87°11’E). 


Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


The tribes of Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar are consuming the “Kai” Chutney or Soup to get rid of flu, 
common cold, whooping cough, to increase hungriness, to enhanced vision and eyesight naturally 
without corrective eyewear, enhance the sex power, joints pain, stomach diseases, essentials for 
the development of a healthy brain and the nervous system, helps one to battle depression, 
fatigue, breathing difficulties and develops strong memory since age old. It is believed that this 
practice is prevailing since before 600A.D. when the Bathudi Community ruler “Rajabiswabasu” 
was worshiped the Lord Jagannath as BODAM. No exact historical date is available in this regard. 


The Bathudi Community is the first indigenous peoples of Mayurbhanj to use this medicinal food in 
their daily life, reference can be seen in the book “Bathudi And Sounti Tribes, A Bio- 
Anthropological Profile” published by GYAN Publishing House, New Delhi and Author by Swaran 
Singh in the year 1994. 


Also it is found in the compilation named Bathudi published by the SC and ST Research and 
Training Institute (SCSTRTI) of Government of Odisha which is edited by A.B. Ota, S.C. Mohanty 
and SitaramPingua under the food habit chapter. 


There is also mention about the Bathudi communities on their earliest settling around Similipal bio- 
reserve in the book of “Adibasi” Vol X published in the year 1968-69 by Tribal Research Bureau, 
Orissa Government under immigration chapter edited by R.N. Das and N. Das. 


Census of Mayurbhanj State, 1931, Volume-1—Report compiled by the Census Officer Mohammad 
Laeequddin published during 1937 at the page no. 202, mentions about the food habit of Bathudi 
community consuming Kurkuti or Kai chutney. 


There is mention about the Kai chutney in the website of Similipal Tiger Reserve, Forest, 
Environment and Climate Change Department, Govt. of Odisha in its people and culture webpage 
(similipal.org/people and culture) 


Method of Production: 


The "Kai" or The Red Weaver Ant (Oecophylla smaragdina and Odontotermes sp.), a species of 
arboreal is found in all the forest areas of Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar Districts of Odisha. The "Kai" 
(The Red Weaver Ant) form colonies with multiple nests in trees; each nest being made of leaves 
stitched together using the silk produced by their larvae. They build their nests in the various trees 
like Mango, Sal, Jammun, and Jackfruit etc. The nests are strong enough against wind and 
impermeable to water. Kai's nests are usually elliptical in shape and range in size from single small 
leaf folded and bound onto itself to large nest consisting of many leaves and measure over half a 
meter in length. 


The "Kai" (Red Weaver Ant) family consist of three category members i.e. workers, major workers 
and queens. Workers and major workers are mostly orange colored. Workers are 5 to 6 millimeters 
(0.20 to 0.24 inch.) long. Major workers are 8 to 10 millimeters (0.30 to 0.40 Inch) long with strong 
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J) 


legs and large mandibles. Queens are typically 20 to 25 millimeters (0.80 to 1.00 Inch.) long and 
normally greenish brown coloured. Kais feed on small insects and other invertebrates, their prey 
being mainly beetles, flies and hymenopterans. They do not sting but have a painful bite into which 
they can secrete irritant chemicals from their abdomens 


Kai is collected when it is abundant and that is during the swarming phase in the rainy season 
(May/June to October) when huge numbers of winged adults leave the colony. As termites are 
usually attracted to lights at night and in the early morning, lights serve as aggregation points for 
the dispersing insects. The winged individuals are eagerly and effortlessly collected by placing a 
bowl of water under a light source into which the insects fall. Their wings come off easily and some 
tribes use only the head part of the insects either raw or roasted, while others utilize the whole 
organisms. 


Production Process 
Actually the whole production of this element (Red weaver Ant) is purely Natural and arboreal. 


Process of Chutney preparation 
The “Kais and eggs” are collected from the nests which are found on various trees. 


The kais are collected in a bucket of water. 

Mainly larvae and adults are preferred for Kai chutney. 

Then the leaves and derbies are sorted and separated. 

These are later grinded on a hard pan of stone locally called as Shila. 

After that those are mixed with Dhanua Chillies, salt, garlic, and ginger. 

Ginger and Dahnua chilly which are grown organically in local backwards of the tribals of the 

district. 

e Like this the chutney is ready and one can consume this measuring a quantity of teaspoon 
during the daily meal or after the meal. 

e The taste is enhanced by adding the chutney with hot water and mixing some quantity of black 
pepper (gulmaric) dust into it. 

e The Chutney is the powerhouse of vitamins and mineral. 

e The chutney is sold in the local hats or road side of markets wrapping on a locally available sal 
leaves. 

e The preparation is made organically which is totally free from any use of chemical preservative 

or synthetics. 


Uniqueness: 


The nutrients of the product “Similipal Kai Chutney of Odisha” is unique in its composition and taste 
as compared to the chutney prepared from the red ants in other areas of the state which might be 
due to their natural habitats, food habits, climatic effects (temp, relative humidity, rainfall), soil type 
in the forest areas that is attributable to the geographical positioning of the district. 


It has been postulated that termites generally contain high-quality nutrients including easily 
digestible proteins as well as minerals, which are more bio-available than those available from 
plant foods. It was also pointed out that ant species, feeding on plant exudates as well as a variety 
of arthropods including many economically important as insect-pests of crops and thereby 
efficiently converting otherwise unavailable plant and animal resources into edible form, could 
serve as human food or food additives. However, insects can contain appreciable amounts of 
phytic acids and tannins, regarded as important anti-nutrients - a fact that must not be ignored, 
even if these toxic components may get detoxified during processing like frying, boiling and 
roasting. 


The reason behind why the “Kai” is indigenous to Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar is because Kais are

found in abundance in the jungles of every block areas of the districts, mainly periphery of the 
Similipal Biosphere. 


The tribal people have learnt to utilize them to make Chutney or its soup. The tribes use this 
species as medicine in different diseases like common cold, fever, jaundice enteric problems, 
cough, whooping cough, to increase hungriness, to enhanced vision and eyesight naturally without 
corrective eyewear, joints pain, breathing difficulties, stomach disease, essentials for the 
development of a healthy brain and the nervous system, helps one to battle depression, fatigue 
and develops strong memory. The tribal healers also prepared medicinal oil in which they dipped 
the collected Kais with the pure mustard oil. After 30 days oils are used as baby oil and externally 
use to cure rheumatism, gout, ringworm, and other skin diseases. So it is the only panacea for the 
tribes. Consuming this diseases keep at bay and the tribes fit themselves healthy and physically 
strong. 


The Kais is a bio-control agent. They are aggressive and will prey on most arthropods entering 
their territory. Due to their predatory habit Kais are recognized as biological control agents in 
tropical crops as they are able to protect a variety of crops against many different insect pests. In 
this way, they are utilized indirectly as an alternative to the chemical insecticides. 


The preparation of the Chutney is rather interesting. The Kais (Red Weaver Ant) are collected from 
the nests along with the eggs laid by them and are cleaned. After that the Chutney is prepared by 
mixing and grinding salt, ginger, garlic and Chillies (Dhanua Variety). This chutney is sold by the 
tribals in every rural hats/markets and the road side vendors. The Chutney tests its characteristics 
pungent hotness and sour. This Chutney is found appetizing despite sour test. The “Kai” Chutney 
contain valuable proteins, Calcium, Zinc, Vitamin B-12, Iron, Magnesium, Potassium, Sodium, 
Copper, Fiber and 18 nos of Amino Acids etc. For which it boost the immune system and keeps 
diseases away. So the tribal keep themselves healthy and ardent.

It is also surveyed that the name of the brinjal 
is Kanteimundi was given by those local growers as per that locality (Kantilo) and the small prickly 
thorns on the stem and calyxas well as on the fruit. Due to getting more demand and acceptability 
in the market for its unique taste the area of production is gradually increasing.

Method of Production: 


Soil Type 
e Mostly such type of brinjal cultivars are grown in the side of Mahanadi river bank which is 
suitable soil condition. 


Seedling for Planting: 

e Asageneral practice the farmers used their owned seed preserved from the previous crop. 

e However, the germination percentage is 100% in case of Kanteimundi brinjal. 

e The farmers are doing transplanting on raised beds during July- Aug which is the most 
favorable planting time and after 30 days of planting. 


Main Land Preparation 

e Thorough pulverization of soil by 4-5 ploughings with a sufficient interval in between for soil 
solarization. 

e Incorporation of well-decomposed FYM during land preparation 

e Transplanting of seedlings in ridges with 75 x 60 cm spacing following treatment of seedlings 

e At the time of transplanting, the roots of the seedlings are dipped in a solution of Bavistin 
(2g/litre of water). 
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e Farmers lift the soil to the root zone of the crop to provide adequate nutrients to the crop as 
when required. 

e Pre-soaking irrigation 3-4 days prior to transplanting 

e Providing irrigation in 15 days interval in one month 

e Normally farmers do not spray any insecticides/pesticides as the incidence of insects/pests are 
either nil or minimal due to thorny nature plants and fruits. 


Nutrient Management 
e First split dose after one and half month of transplanting, second dose one month after the first 
application and the final at three months after transplanting. 


Water Management: 

e The planting of seedling is done during the month of July and August by utilizing the monsoon 
rain falls receives during this period. 

e The main vegetative growth phase of the plant is September to October during which it gets 
ample rain water due to monsoon. 

e Due to this the plants attend vigorous vegetative growth. 

e The Kanteimundi brinjal can tolerate drought situation upto 10days 


Management of Pest and Diseases. 

e Such type of brinjal crop is less prone to diseases and paste attack due to its characteristics. 

e But sometimes due to poor management practices of the producers/growers, the crop is being 
affected by major pest (Shoot and fruit bearer) 

e The adult of shoot borer after emergence from the soil settle on the tree and farmers collected 
and destroyed them. 

e Farmers reported that spraying neem oil @ 0.5 percent (at 21 days intervals) is effective 
against the shoot borer. 

e However, as it is cultivated in maximum area, the loss is negligible. 

e Progressive farmers are also deep ploughed their field during summer to reduce the disease. 

e lt has been observed that progressive farmers used own seeds for planting change seed 
source every 2-3 years to reduce the spread of seed borne diseases. 

Harvesting: 

e The crop is 10-month duration. 

e The crop is harvested starts in 60 days of transplanting when the fruits attain good size and 
colour (surface of the fruit becomes bright and glossy in appearance) and extends upto June 
(10 month). 

e Yield is upto 8-10 kg per plant 

e Normally, at the time of harvesting, the fruit becomes greenish and the flesh turns dry and 
tough and pressing the thumb against the side of the fruit indicates the maturity of the fruit. If 
the pressed portion springs back to the original shape, the fruit is too mature. This variety has 
covered with small prickly thorns on the stem and calyx and becomes difficult to pluck. Since all 
the fruits do not mature at the same time, the fruits are harvested at an interval of 8-10 days. 

e Harvesting of brinjal by wearing gloves is hand due to thorns present in the crop. 


Postharvest Handling: 
The harvested product is sorted manually by the producers and marketed in the local market as 
well as transported to the nearby districts. 


Process: 

The field is ploughed to fine tilth by giving four to five ploughings with sufficient interval between 
two ploughings. Well-decomposed FYM is thoroughly incorporated at the time of land preparation. 
Seedlings of 25 days old and 8-10cm height with 4-5 true leaves are transplanted in ridges and 
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furrow system with 75 X 60 cm spacing. Being a shallow rooted crop, the crop requires frequent 
irrigation and initially a pre-soaking irrigation is given 3-4 days prior to transplanting. The first split 
dose of inorganic manures is given one and half month after transplanting, the second dose one 
month after the first application and the final at three and half months after transplanting. 
Continuous supply of moisture is maintained around the root zone of the plant. A light irrigation is 
given on the first and third day after transplanting. Normally, farmers do not spray any 
insecticides/pesticides as the incidence of insects/pests are either nil or minimal due to thorny 
nature plants and fruits. 


The crop is harvested in 45-60 days after transplanting when the fruits attain a good size and 
colour (surface of the fruit becomes bright and glossy in appearance). Normally, at the time of 
harvesting, the fruits become greenish and their flesh turns dry and tough and pressing the thumb 
against the side of the fruit can indicate the maturity of the fruit. If the pressed portion springs back 
to its original shape, the fruit is too immature. Since all the fruits do not mature at the same time, 
the fruits are harvested at an interval of 8-10 days. 


This crop is resistant to major insects and pests because of the presence of small prickly thorns on 
the stem and calyx of the plant and fruit. It is also resistant to diseases as per the baseline survey 
report. But sometimes due to poor management practices of the producers/growers, the crop is 
being affected by some pests (Shoot and fruit bearer) but the loss is negligible. As this brinjal has 
higher nutritive value and rich in moisture, fibre, minerals, calcium and iron, good source of Vitamin 
C, higher levels of 8 carotene gives all support of human health. 


Uniqueness: 


“Nayagarh Kanteimundi brinjal” is famous for its taste, good and quick cooking quality. As it is 
resistant to pest and diseases, the interest in growing such brinjal is increasing tremendously in the 
district and this makes it unique compared to other species/varieties of the crop. The agricultural 
good (Nayagarh Kanteimundi Brinjal) owing to its effect of its geographical positioning (climate, 
rainfall, temp, soil quality, management practices etc.) retains its quality including unique taste, 
size, appearance etc. 


The other genotypes of brinjal like Kakeri, Gabanala local, Blue star, Utkal Anushree, Utkal Tarini 
are cultivated in the district and also these are fetching acceptable market values. But these 
varieties cannot be at par with Nayagarh Kanteimundi Brinjal for its taste and cooking quality. 


Sensory Evaluation of “Nayagarh Kanteimundi Brinjal:A panel of ten members was constituted 
at KVK, Nayagarh to analyze the sensory qualities of this brinjal and the following findings were 
obtained:

Kalonunia is one of the oldest indigenous aromatic rice variety adopted in Cooch Behar, Jalpaiguri 
and Alipurduar districts including some parts of Darjeeling & Kalimpong districts of West Bengal, 
India. (In Bengali the term ‘Kala’/ ‘Kalo’stands for Black colour & ‘Nunia’is an indigenous variety of 
rice of West Bengal) 


Itis medium slender grain with an average length 5.3 mm, length/breadth ratio 2.52 and elongation 
ratio 1.6 - 1.7. Cooked rice is tasty, good in texture, bright in appearance, non-sticky and friable. 
Other comparable quality parameters like 77.8% hulling, 65.00% milling, and 60.0% head rice 
recovery. 
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Kalonunia is the blast resistant rice variety, a wide genetic base provides “built-in insurance” 
against crop pests, pathogens and climatic vagaries. The cultivar has potential trade value and is of 
consumers’ choice because of its pleasant, strong aroma. So, it is very good as scented plain rice 
for the preparation of traditional sweet dishes; grain dust for various local sweet dishes (like pithe, 
patisapta etc.). 


Plant Morphological Specification: The specific extrinsic characteristics of Kalonunia plants are 
as follows: 


Plant is Aromatic, medium-slender, farmer-selected, blast resistant crop variety medium to long 
duration type, and tall in structure (140-150 cm).

The grain quality parameters of ‘Kalonunia’ rice were determined at ‘Aromatic Rice Laboratory’, 
Department of Agronomy, Bidhan Chandra Krishi Viswavidyalaya (B.C.K.V), Mohanpur, Nadia, 
West Bengal under RKVY Project on ‘Promotion of Bengal Aromatic Rice through Improved 
Production and Processing System’ during 2012 and 2013. 


100g clean paddy sample at 13-14% moisture content was passed successively through Rice 
Sheller (Indosaw, India), Rice Polisher (Indosaw, India) and Rice Grader (Indosaw, India) to obtain 
brown rice, milled rice and head rice, respectively. The length and breadth of kernel were 
measured by ‘Anandarpan / E-Vision System (C-DAC, India), while the lengths of cooked rice 
kernels were recorded by placing them on graph paper (mm). Standard methods were followed to 
determine amylose content, protein content, alkali value or gelatinization temperature and aroma. 
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Grain quality of ‘Kalonunia’ rice is following:

Mean hulling, milling and head rice recovery of ‘Kalonunia’ rice is 75.9, 67.3 and 59.8%, 
respectively. The average kernel length, breadth and L/B ratio of milled rice are 4.82 mm, 1.92 mm 
and 2.51, respectively. Based on kernel size parameters, it is categorized into medium slender 
(MS) type grain. The milled rice of ‘Kalonunia’ contain intermediate (18.5%) amylose, 7.5% 
protein, intermediate gelatinization temperature (alkali spreading value 4.5), medium (1.64) 
elongation ratio and medium-strong (score 2.35) aroma. 


Description: 


Kalonunia is an excellent aromatic rice of northern parts of West Bengal. It is being cultivated in 
largest area under traditional aromatic rice varieties in norther parts of West Bengal. It is much 
preferred by the by the local people for preparation of Payas during rituals and for any special 
functions. It can be enjoyed as everyday plain rice or as an alternative to basmati. It is considered 
the best tiny aromatic rice in this part of the state. This tiny, non-glutinous (not sticky) rice cooks in 
about 10 minutes producing a delicate aroma, taste and texture. It is traditionally seasoned with 
whole aromatic spices such as cinnamon sticks, cloves and cardamom pods. 


Kalonunia has impending trade value and is of consumers’ choice because of its pleasing, strong 
aroma. So, it is very good as scented plain rice for the preparation of sweet dishes; grain dust for 
various local sweet dishes (like pithe, etc.). Landrace Kalonunia though is relatively smaller sized 
kernel of white colour and low yield but had high marketability due to its good taste as compared to 
other hybrid varieties. 


Landrace Kalonunia (black textured small rice) is also used during religious ceremonies in 
Raiganj area of Uttar and Dakshin Dinajpur districts of West Bengal. In northern part of West 
Bengal the local people boil atop (soaked rice) of Kalonunia in milk and sugar or molasses to 
prepare a delicious dish known as Payesh. Kalonunia is the blast resistant rice variety, a wide 
genetic base provides “built-in insurance” against crop pests, pathogens and climatic vagaries. It is 
the strong aromatic type, sweet in taste, tolerance to stem borers and leaf folders. Protein rich, 
aromatic type, blast resistant, upland, drought tolerant, atop used for sweet meal. 
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DNA fingerprinting-based Molecular Characterization 


The molecular characterization of ‘Kalonunia’ rice was done under technical supervision of Dr. T.K. 
Ghose at the Division of Plant Biology, Bose Institute, Kolkata, West Bengal during 2006-2008. 3- 
day old rice seedlings of ‘Ka/onunia’ along with international check (IR 36) were used for genomic 
DNA isolation according to the method of Walbot (1988). DNA amplification was carried out by 
standard PCR method with 23 pairs of SSR markers in a Peltier Thermal Cycler (MJ Research, 
USA). The PCR products were resolved by native polyacrylamide gel electrophoresis (PAGE) 
following the protocol given by Sambrook et.al.(1989).The length of the amplified DNA bands (SSR 
alleles) from two rice genotypes was determined with the reference of 50 bp DNA ladders 
(SibEnzyme Ltd., Russia) by the Molecular Analyst software (BioRad, USA). 


The different alleles amplified from the genomic DNA of ‘Kalonunia’ rice along with the check were 
identified on the basis of their length or base pairs (bp) for making genetic characterization of 
‘Kalonunia’, native aromatic landrace of old alluvial agro-climatic zone of West Bengal.

Geographical area of Production and Map as shown in page no: 


‘Kalonunia’ is traditionally cultivated as aman (winter) rice in the presently-known North Bengal 
region, Kalonunia is being cultivated in Cooch Behar, Alipurduar, Jalpaiguri districts, southern part 
of Darjeeling district, particularly the Siliguri subdivision of Darjeeling district and some parts of 
Kalimpong district. This cultivar occupies largest area in Jalpaiguri distict followed by Cooch Behar, 
Alipurduar, Kalimpong and Darjeeling districts. 


Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


There is a popular folklore among the rural people of Siliguri Sub-Division of Darjeeling District and 
Jalpaiguri district:- 


“Nunia dhaner murire mor 
Khaite lage moja 

Mori haai re hai 

Diner muri dinei becha jai 
Basia nahi roy” 


It means the puffed rice made from nunia variety is so tasty that it is consumed or sold within a day. 
One of the popular uses of rice in this region is to make puffed rice locally known as muri. Muri is 
made from the local cultivar available in this region like Nageswari, Mala etc. A portion of nunia 
variety is also used for making puffed rice which is mainly use in rituals like marriage in Rajbanshi 
community of people. The above folklore is also sung by the females during the second day of 
marriage where puffed rice mainly from nunia is presented in front of the guests. Cultivation of 
nunia variety is also a symbol of maintaining social status of local people of these districts mainly 
the jotdars (large land holders) of these areas. 


There are several folk tales among the Rajbanshi people about the origin of Nunia variety. One of 
the interesting tales was also mentioned by Asoke Dasgupta in International Journal of Social 
Sciences Vol 2(2), 12-20, Feb 2013 


There is a village near Bidhannagar of Phansidewa block namely Vimvar. The origin of the name of 
the village is also related to origin of black variety of rice cultivation in this area. The story is like 
that a cultivator- Bhim once cultivated the whole world and then returned back home with the entire 
harvest of rice. He kept his entire rice in a place which was suddenly got ablaze. He was very 
upset after the incident but a few months later he found that some black coloured grains were still 
germinating. This is the way they got a black textured rice variety and black grain rice was 
introduced in this area. The black variety of paddy was exclusive to them and it was very tasty 
indeed. They offer this variety for their religious ceremonies. It is costly and cultivated by rich 
people for their self consumption. It is famous for its taste and aroma and they called it Kalonunia. 
They husk this paddy without parboiling and make atap rice. This Kalonunia is also known as 
bhog dhan where bhog means the offering of prasada to deity. Some people also called it Tulsi 
dhan due to its use in rituals. They boil this atap Kalonunia in milk to prepare a delicious food items 
with sugar or molasses which is popularly known as payes. Payes is prepared and presented in all 
religious ceremonies and pujas to the guests. 


W.W. Hunter a British author in his book ‘A Statistical Accounts of Bengal’ published during 
1876 by Trubner & Co, London also mentioned the Kala Nunia variety widely cultivated in terai 
area of the then Darjeeling district. In Volume X he mentioned the socio economic status of people 
of three districts Darjeeling, Jalpaiguri and the State of Cochbihar. In Darjeeling district Rice form 
the staple agricultural product of the plains or terai portion of the district. He mentioned twenty four 
principal kind of aman or haimainti rice grown in the Darjeeling terai region except the hill area 
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among them Nenia the best description of scented rice known to Europeans as table rice. From 
this finding we can see that during or before 1876 this variety was famous for its aroma and quality 
in European countries. That time nenia rice was exported to Europeans by the British people from 
this area of plains of Darjeeling and Jalpaiguri. He further classified the nenia into four varieties. 
Among them dans nenia and kala nenia were common in the plains of Darjeeling. Till now the 
local people during the interview mentioned that a similar variety of nunia where the grains are 
white in colour but the aroma and taste is same as Kalonunia which is popularly known as Sada 
nunia and local Rajbanshi people called it dans nunia. Quality character and use of sada nunia as 
same as Kalonunia but yield is less than the Kalonunia that’s why the area of Sada Nunia has 
become very less. 


From our ancient literature we also get the similar type of story. In Mahavarata written by 
Kaliprasanna Singha in Bengali Second part (Drona Parba) when Pandava were dispelled from 
their state they took shelter under the king of Birata (in Nepal) in the foot hills of Himalaya. They 
stayed there in disguise. The king of Birata gave them some piece of land for their livelihood. 
Pandava decided to cultivate rice there but the production was very low. When Bhim and Arjun 
went for harvest they found that only two bundles of paddy was harvested by them. Seeing the 
poor production Bhim in anger decided to set fire in harvested bundle of paddy. The bundles were 
smouldering and after some time there was an explosion in the bundle. The king Birata told the 
Pandavas to see the matter and they found that some portion of paddy was black in colour and 
was scattered during the explosion. Some local people still believe that they have got the black 
variety of paddy during the explosion. Since the area of Jalpaiguri and Siliguri Subdivision was 
nearer from the Biratnagar (Now in Nepal). The cultivation of black variety of paddy was coming 
since the era of Mahabharata. 


According to Amiya Kumar Banerji et al. (1980) in the book West Bengal district Gazetteer of 
Darjeeling, “There are many varieties of haimantik paddy, the most well-known being Kala Nunia, 
which is regarded as a speciality of the Terai for its fine and fragrant grains.” 


Later in 1910 different races of rice was documented by the British in the Agricultural ledger. In 
vol XVI, page no.250 we can find the name of Kalonunia mentioned as ‘Kala Nenia’/ ‘Kala 
Noonia’, which is described as a landrace of West Bengal. (In Bengali the term ‘Kala’/ 
‘Kalo’stands for Black colour & ‘Nunia’is an indigenous variety of rice of West Bengal) 


In an article named ‘Sugandhi Dhaner chaash, Adhik Labher Aswash’, Assnt. Botanist Bijon 
Adhikari has mentioned north Bengal is much popular for the production of Kalonunia rice, which 
covers almost 30 thousand ha. land area including the districts Coach Bihar, Jalpaiguri etc. 


Method of Production: 


Kalonunia is cultivated during Aman (May to November) season, particularly in medium and low 
laying lands. Sometimes it is being cultivated in the lands where other varieties are difficult to 
Cultivate. However, “Kalonunia” is suitable for early, late as well as for very late transplanting. If it is 
transplanted during the beginning of the season (early), the crop get longer time for vegetative 
growth and the plant will be co-operatively taller and it becomes susceptible to lodging. Late 
planting is very suitable for this variety as it get enough time for optimum vegetative growth. 
Whereas, very late planting will get less time for vegetative growth leading to very low yield. The 
variety is basically photoperiod sensitive, it flowers after mid-October. It also flowers during Boro 
season if it is shown in the month of November. But, the flowring is sporadic and discontinuous. 
Boro season grown Kalonunia rice possess mild aroma. Cultivation aspects of the variety are being 
given below stepwise. 


Soil: 
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Soils of Teri region which covers Jalpaiguri and Cooch Behar district are mostly sandy to sandy 
loams, porous, low in base content, poor in available nutrients; acidic (pH 4.2 to 6.2) and low water 
holding capacity. This soil is chronically deficient in micronutrients, like Boron, Molybdenum and 
Zinc, in particular.

Season, Rainfall and Climate: 
Kalonunia is crop of Aman season. Sowing of seeds in the nursery is done in between mid-June to 
mid-July. Transplanting in the main field is done in between mid-July to mid-August. 


Warm-humid summer, moderate to low winter and heavy kharif season rainfall is the climatic 
character of this rice growing region. Aman is characterized by hot and humid weather, heavy rain 
fall with cloudy overcast days and fewer hours of bright sunshine. The rainy season starts from 
2" fortnight of May and sometime it appears during 1% week of June. Rainy season continues up 
to last week of September having intermittent, drizzling and occasional heavy rainfall. In addition to 
this a light shower occurs during the first fortnight of April followed by a dry spell up to the onset of 
monsoon. The average rainfall of this zone varies between 2100 to 3300 mm. The maximum 
rainfall, /.e., about 80% of the total, is received from south-west monsoon during the rainy months 
from June to September. 


Seed Rate: 

Farm saved seeds are usually used by the farmers. Sometimes the seeds of this variety are also 
available in the local Haat (market). Farmers uses 30-43 kg of seed per ha of paddy land. If nursery 
is prepared following the scientific method and transplanting single seedling per hill, the seed rate 
may be reduced to 15-20 kgper ha. 


Nursery preparation and sowing: 

Upgrading the seeds on weight basis before sowing is done by density gravity using common salt 
solution having a specific gravity, dissolve 1.5 kg salt in 10 liters of water. The seed is poured into 
the salt solution. The heavy seeds that sink at the bottom of the container are only collected. 
Upgrading discards the chaffy seeds and unfilled, deformed seeds, thus improve the seedling 
vigour at nursery. 


To raise wet nursery, the rice seeds should be pre-germinated, because, the seeds will not 
germinate in the waterlogged (anaerobic) condition, since oxygen is very essential for germination, 
which is not available in the submergence condition. For pre-germination, the upgraded seeds are 
soaked overnight (14-16 hours) in loosely tied moist gunny bags or in any container. Water from 
the soaked seeds is drained out, and the seeds are spread over layer of gunny cloths followed by 
banana leaves at thickness of 5-7 cm. The seeds are then covered with another layer of banana 
leaves and gunny cloths. After 36-48 hours the seeds will sprout, which is suitable for sowing on 
the wet nursery beds. 
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Generally, an area of one-tenth of the main field is enough to raise healthy seedlings. Well 
decomposed convenient amount of FYM (at a rate of 500 kg in 1000 m2) is used by the local 
farmers in the nursery beds. Usually farmers do not used chemical fertilizer in the rice nursery. The 
field is ploughed 4-6 times to make the soil well pulvarized and puddled condition. The puddle filed 
is levelled using buloock drawn leveller. The levelled field is divided into raised bed of about 1.20 m 
width and convenient length depending upon the plot size. The channels in between two beds will 
make easy the irrigation as well as drainage of excess water during heavy rain. Sprouted seeds are 
to be broadcasted uniformly in each bed. The beds are to be kept wet and water should not be 
allowed to stagnate during the day time to avoid injury to the germinating seeds and tender young 
seedlings. Irrigation is to be preferably given in evening to avoid any damage from standing water 
in day time as water gets heated up in noon hours. 


Main Field Preparation: 

Land is ploughed repeatedly (4-5 ploughing is required) to obtain a fine tilth and a soft soil with 
fairly impervious subsoil, so that the transplanted seedlings establish quickly and the plant nutrients 
are not leach down. A ploughed field should be kept flooded for a week or ten days before 
transplanting. 


Follow the fertilizer recommendation based on soil test. The recommended dose for cultivation of 
Kalonunia in the soil of northern parts of West Bengal is N:P20s5:K20 @ 40:20:20 kg/ha (Annual 
Report 2005-06, ZARS, Mohitnagar, Jalpaiguri, West Bengal). Apply whole N and P as basal 
application and % of the N. One fourth of N applies after 28 days after transplanting. Remaining 
1/4 of N apply on 48 days after transplanting along with an extra dose of 23 kg of potash/ha. The 
soil of North Bengal is deficient of B, thus apply 10 kg of Borax (10.5%)/ha. 


Application of Zn also recommended for soils of North Bengal. Mix 25 kg of ZnSOx with sand to 
make a total quantity of 75 kg and spread this uniformly on the leveled field. Do not incorporate in 
the soil as there will be ZnSOx interaction. When green manure is applied, it is enough to apply 
12.5 kg of ZnSOu/ha. The Zn can be applied as foliar spray of 0.5% ZnSOx at 30', 40% and 50th 
day after transplanting. In acid soil, apply lime as per recommendation of soil test. A blind dose of 
2.5 t/ha is recommended. Lime should be applied at least 20 days before transplanting. 


Transplanting: 

Seedlings of 25-30 days are being transplanted under normal transplanting method, 2-3 seedlings 
in each hill at a spacing of 25-30 cm x 20 cm and depth of 2-3 cm. usually, transplanting in the 
main field is done in between mid-July to mid-August. 


Irrigation: 
Kalonunia is generally raised as a rainfed crop during Aman season. Allow 2.5-5.0 cm of water till 
hard dough stage or harvesting. Irrigation should be given as and when required. 


In the northern parts of West Bengal rainfall is plenty. The average rainfall of this zone varies 
between 2100 to 3300 mm. The maximum rainfall, /.e., about 80% of the total, is received from 
south-west monsoon during the rainy months from June to September. Continuous submergence 
of 3-4 cm water for a week from 3 DAT helps in the establishment of seedlings and development of 
better root system, besides controlling weeds. There may be occational dry spell of about 10-12 
days. During this dry spell, irrigation is needed for good crop stand. But, most of the farmers of the 
region do not give any irrigation during this dry spell. Ka/onunia flowers during mid-October. After 
widrawal of monsoon (i.e. after September), there may be shor dry spell. Irrigation is needed during 
this crital stage of the crop. Two to three irrigation at this stage will give good crop yield and betters 
aroma. 


Weed Control: 
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J) 


Use butachlor 2.5 I/na or Thiobencarb 2.5 I/ha or Fluchloralin 1.0 I/ha or Pendimethalin 3.0 I/ha or 
Anilophos 1.25 I/na as pre-emergence application. It should be applied within 3 days after 
transplanting. Mix the herbicide with sand and apply uniformly to the field under thin film of after. 
On 35* day of transplanting, paddy weeder may be used to control weeds and it will also pulverize 
the soil. 


Harvesting and threshing: 

At physiological maturity the crop should be harvested. The crop is harvested with the panicle 
intact with plants. The preferable moisture for threshing is 15-18% (presently 18%-20%). This will 
avoid the occurrence of mechanical injury to the seeds. Delayed harvesting leads to over ripening, 
grain shedding / shattering and fissure formation in rice. Early harvesting also leads to grain yield 
losses due to higher percentage of under-developed green kernels and low head rice recovery. In 
norther part of West Bengal, the harvested crop is allowed sun dry with the straw in the field for 5-7 
days. The dried harvested crop is stacked in a cleaned floor. Generally farmers thresh the crop by 
hand beating on bamboo mat. 


For seed purpose, the crop should be harvested from the middle of the field. Seeds of border areas 
are to be discarded so as avoid contamination or cross pollination. The harvested crop should 
preferably be threshed on the same or next day of harvesting. The produce should be dried and 
cleaned properly. Note: For quality seed production all the norms of seed production must be 
followed. 


Yield: 
Average yield of Kalonunia is 1.5-1.75 t/ha. (Presently 2.0-2.5 t/ha). However, under well 
management condition, the yield may be increased upto 2.80 t/ha. 


Storage: 

The farmers growing ‘Kalonunia’ rice generally use jute / gunny bags, or, locally storage 
structures/ rooms (i.e. marai or gola), etc. for the storage of paddy during post-harvest period. 
Organic Packaging & Practices of cultivation are maintained for retaining the aroma of this rice 
varity. 


Packaging and Labelling: 

To ensure the quality of Kalonunia rice, the final milled product will be properly packaged and 
labelled along with GI logo. The process will be monitored by the applicant and other personnels 
from Inspection committee. 


Uniqueness: 


Landrace Kalonunia though is relatively smaller sized kernel of white colour and low yield but had 
high marketability due to its good taste as compared to other hybrid varieties. 


Landrace Kalonunia (black textured small rice) is also used during religious ceremonies in Raiganj 
area of Uttar and Dakshin Dinajpur districts of West Bengal. In Unorth Bengal the local people boil 
atop (soaked rice) of Kalonunia in milk and sugar or molasses to prepare a delicious sweet dish 
known as Payesh/ Payasam. 

Kalonunia is the blast resistant rice variety, a wide genetic base provides “built-in insurance” 
against crop pests, pathogens and climatic vagaries. It is the strong aromatic variety, sweet in 
taste, tolerant to stem borers and leaf folders. Protein rich, aromatic type, blast resistant. upland, 
drought tolerant, atop (before perboiling) used for sweet meal. 
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Traditional practices during 19 - 21st Century: 


‘Kalonunia’ is traditionally grown in Jalpaiguri and Coochbehar (including newly formed Alipurduar 
district) within Terai agro-climatic region and sporadically in the foothills of Darjeeling district within 
Hill zone of West Bengal. It is estimated that ‘Kalonunia’ paddy is cultivated in about 30,000 ha. 
land every year in North Bengal region of the state. Within the native area, ‘Kalonunia’ paddy is one 
of the principal crops during kharif season in varied crop sequences like Jute (pre-kharif)- 
Kalonunia (aman)—Mustard (rabi), Kalonunia (aman)—Wheat (rabi), etc. of North Bengal. 


a) 


Season: Kalonunia’ paddy, being an indigenous photo-sensitive crop, is cultivated during 
aman (kharif) season for hundreds of years in Bengal. As per Hunter (1876) for Jalpaiguri 
district, also applicable for the entire native area, “The Aman, Haimantik or Sali rice, for it is 
called by either of these names, is the most important crop of the District, and forms the 
great winter rice harvest.” 

Land and Crop Sequence: ‘Kalonunia’, an indigenous rice of the region, has been adopted 
to grow in medium to upland during kharif season. The variety produces tall-statured plants 
with lodging tendency at hard dough or near-maturity stage, which makes the variety 
unsuitable in low-land situation. ‘Kalonunia’ is generally cultivated with south-west monsoon 
after pre-kharif jute crop; /.e. in Jute—‘Kalonunia’ crop sequence in most of the areas in the 
district of Jalpaiguri and Coochbehar for hundreds of years. 

Sowing time: The optimum sowing time of ‘Kalonunia’ rice is the period from the end of 
Aasahr to second week of Shravana month in Bengali calendar, /.e .the month of July, 
preferably last fortnight to adjust the crop sequence following pre-kharif jute. 

Seed rate: Generally 25-30 kg. seeds of ‘Kalonunia’ is sown in seedbed for the plantation of 
1 ha. main field. 

Seedbed preparation and Sowing of seeds: As per Hunter (1876), “In the neoyacha 
method, which is adopted for the later aman crop, the seeds are sown after the first fall of 
rain in May or June, in a piece of land worked up into the consistence of mud by repeated 
ploughing and harrowings. The seeds sprout in about two or three days, and transplanting 
takes place in July or August. The best and most fragnant varieties of aman rice are nursed 
in this manner.” 

“The seedling......for the later rowa is called neocha......... The neocha seedling is raised in 
land which is ploughed to the consistency of mud. For this purpose, the land is ploughed 
twice, the grass and weeds are allowed to rot, and the land is ploughed twice over again with 
two harrowings. When the surface of the land is muddy, the dry seed is scattered evenly and 
left to germinate in the muddy soil. Alternatively, the seeds are previously soaked in water 
for two days to the point of germination. These are than scattered and seeds at once take 
root in the moist land....... the neocha take about three to four weeks to be ready for 
transplantation.” Soaked or pre-germinated seeds of ‘Kalonunia’ are sown by uniform 
broadcast method in the nursery beds. The beds are kept wet without allowing standing 
water for first 3-5 days; thereafter the water level is maintained at 1-3 cm as per age of the 
seedlings. 

Land preparation : The land for transplanting of aman or haimantik paddy in Jalpaiguri 
district as: “...it is transplanted into fields which have been specially prepared for its 
reception, the ground having been thoroughly ploughed, and on the setting in the rains 
worked up into a soft, pulpy mud, which effectually rots all the weeds, each field being 
surrounded by a small ridge of earth so as to keep in the water.” 

The main field of ‘Kalonunia’ rice is generally ploughed by power-tiller or country plough to a 
depth of 12-15 cm for 2-3 times at 3-4 days interval including final ploughing in standing 
water or puddled condition followed by planking to level the land. A list of various 
agricultural implements used for ordinary agriculture, particularly for land preparation of rice 
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K) 


in Jalpaiguri district as: “(i) hal, or wooden plough; (ii) phal, or ploughshare and (ili) mai, a 
bamboo harrow for leveling the field.” 

Transplanting: As per traditional practices followed in Jalpaiguri district, “....from about the 
middle of July to the middle of September it is transplanted into the fields....... The young 
plants are put into the ground by hand, two or three together, in holes from six to none 
inches apart.”]. A base-line survey conducted by RKVY Project team of Uttar Banga Krishi 
Viswavidyalaya during 2015 in two blocks (Mainaguri and Mal) of Jalpaiguri district indicated 
that major transplanting operations were done usually with 2 seedlings / hill at average age 
of 25-30 days during the month of July or first fortnight of August under random spacing (7-9 
inches or 18-22 cm.) in ‘Kalonunia’ rice fields. 

Pest-disease Management: Major insects, which infest ‘Kalonunia’ rice, include: (i) yellow 
stem borer (Scirpophaga incertulas) at tillering phase of the crop. The spraying of 
insecticides like Carbofuran 3 G @ 25 kg. or Phorate 10 G @ 10 kg. / ha. is recommended 
to control yellow stem borer. 

‘Kalonunia’ rice is less infested by disease(s) due to having some tolerance or resistance, 
but common diseases include: (i) blast (Pycularia oryzae) and (ii) brown spot 
(Helmenthosporium oryzae). Seed treatment by Carbendazim 50 WP @ 2 g/ ha. of seed as 
a prophylective measure is recommended to prevent blast and brown spot diseases in the 
field. 

Harvesting and Threshing: The crops come in ears about the same time in the month of 
Kartik or middle of October and become fit for the sickle in December and early January. As 
the straw of haimantik paddy is in great demand as a principal fodder, the crop is cut more 
near the root.” The crop is ready for harvest, when about 80-85 % grains become ripe and 
yellow in colour, usually 30-35 days after flowering of the crop. Harvesting is traditionally 
done by sickles i.e. kanchi, a sickle or reaping-hook preferably during morning hours. The 
harvested plants are kept in the field for sun drying for about 2-3 days, then these are tied in 
bundles and carried to the yards of the farmers’ houses, where threshing is done by pedal 
thresher or beating the plants on bamboo-made platform.

Recent Quality and Socio Economic Profile: 


Kalonunia is being cultivated by the farmers in traditional way. Generally it is being cultivated in low 
fertile lands and some times in the fallow lands, like low laying lands near the road side and river. 
The Kalonunia cultivating farmers also do not take much care on inter-cultivation practices. As 
those practices are being followed since long, the genetic makeup of this cultivar may have been 
changed to low yield potential. Moreover, high deterioration of genetic purity led a mixed population 
of the cultivar. All the above causes guided the yield of this cultivar to a level of very poor as 
compared to the high yielding modern varieties. Due to it poor yield potential, farmers are moving 
towards high yielding varieties that reduced the area under cultivation of Kalonunia. Thus, the 
actions need to be taken to save and to improve the yield potential this cultivar is being listed 
below: 


1. The cultivar has to be purified. More than 100 off-types have been noted in Kalonunia which 
was grown from the Farm Saved Seed (collected from the local market) in the Research 
Farm of UBKV, Pundibari (unpulished data of Dr. Bidnhan Roy, UBKV, Pundibari). So, 
foremost, priority is to purify the cultivar using different breeding tools and/or methods. 
Initiative has been already taken to purify Kalonunia using Pure Line method of plant 
breeding. Purified line is being maintained at UBKV, Pundibari. Now the Purified Line needs 
to be brought under the seed multiplication programme of the University as well as 
Department of Agriculture, Government of West Bengal. 

2. High level of deterioration of genetic purity of Kalonunia in the farmers’ field may be the 
probable reduction of aroma. The grain from the off-types plants in the population of this 
cultivar may have the lower level of aroma, which ultimately responsible for reduction of 
aroma of Kalonunia. 

3. Another reason for lower level of aroma may be the adoption of modern chemical fertilizers, 
pesticides and other agro-chemicals in agricultural practices. Use of chemical fertilizers 
during its cultivation or residual effect of other fertilizers and chemicals applied to other crops 
in rotation may be responsible for some changes in soil environment and ecology which may 
lead to the changes in specific gene expression. 

4. Aroma in rice is due to presence of volatile compounds, particularly the 2-acetyl-1-pyrroline 
(2-AP). Volatile compounds are temperature sensitive. High temperature during harvest of 
the crop may lead in reduction of aroma. Therefore, any change in chemical constituent 
(qualitative and/or quantitative) may be responsible for the change in aroma. So little 
disturbance in soil environment in terms of specific nutrient balance may reduce the 
biosynthesis of those minor chemical constituent(s). In this context, organic crop 
management can be standardized for getting the best quality, especially in terms of aroma. 
Organic Package & Practices of cultivation are maintained to retain the strong aroma of this 
rice varity. 

5. Awareness should be created among farmers regarding conservation of this variety. In this 
regard, UBKV has already been taken action by organizing trainings (sponsored by PPV & 
FRA, New Delhi). Training on ‘Seed Production Technology’ is also being given to the tribal 
farmers of Pashim Barachowki (Alipurduar district) under Tribal Sub Plan [DSR (Mau) Main 
Scheme, ICAR]. 

6. | On-current date, the cost of cultivation of Kalonunia is Rs. 2500/- per Bigha (33 decimal). 
Productivity is 6 Mon (40 kg) per Bigha. The prevailing rate of rice is Rs. 25/- per kg. 
Therefore, net profit from one Bigha of Kalonunia is about Rs. 3500/-. 


Uses: 
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‘Kalonunia’ is a non-Basmati indigenous aromatic rice of West Bengal. It has medium-slender, 
white kernels with desired cooking quality and pleasant aroma. It is used as raw rice in North 
Bengal region including different forms of use like: 


Bhat (boiled rice) or Bhog (Khichdi): The soft-textured ‘quality table rice’ or intermixed with dal 
(pulses)of ‘Kalonunia’ is very popular as daily food item in middle class and rich families as well as 
in puja and religious festivals in North Bengal region of the state. 


Polao: ‘Kalonunia’ rice is of great demand for preparation of polao in social functions in the districts 
of North Bengal. 


Payesh (dessert) and Pistak or Pitha: The raw milled rice of ‘Kalonunia’ is used by the local 
people for preparation of ‘payash’ (dessert), on ‘bhai-phonta’ (Brothers’ day) as well as for making 
of delicious ‘pitha’ (hand-made cakes) like ‘dudh pitha’, ‘pur pitha’, etc. during Poush (Bengali 
month, December — February) in winter. In north Bengal the local people boil atop (soaked rice) of 
Kalonunia in milk and sugar or molasses to prepare a delicious dish known as Payas.

E) Specification: 


“Kachchhi Kharek” is product of date palm harvested at Khalal (fresh stage), which are bold, crisp 
and sweet. The colour of the fruit ranges from yellow to red and mixed colour variant of yellow, red 
and green. The fruits are rich in nutrients (particularly carbohydrate, fat, calcium, phosphorus and 
iron) and high calorific value. 


Kachchhi Kharek is cultivated under hot arid zones of Gujarat in Kachchh district of Gujarat. The 
area of production is blessed with dry climate during January to July which is bet suitable to grow 
fresh dates. Probably, Kachchh is the only place around the globe where fresh dates is 
economically cultivated, marketed and consumed.

F) Description: 


Date palm is the highly salt tolerant fruit crop in the world and its cultivation is limited to hot and arid 
zone of the world where water is available in plenty. The cultivation is mainly based on the area 
where the monsoon is limited or delayed. 


“Kachchhi Kharek” are the fruits harvested at Khalal stage when the fruits are in their active colour 
(red, yellow or its variants) with crispy texture. The fruits are sweet and are mainly used for fresh 
consumption or table purpose. The fruits are rich in nutrients (particularly carbohydrate, fat, 
calcium, phosphorus and iron) and high calorific value.

Apart from the fresh consumption, pickles, chuhara, pindkhajoor, jam, jelly and aerated drinks are 
also produced from the fruits. Pickles and chuharaare produced at home scale level and are highly 
preferred product in the local area. 


With the sense of variability, the fruits are having a wide diversity. The fruits having sweetness with 
low tannin content are preferred for the fresh consumption and the rest are used for preparation of 
value added products. This added the benefit of the farmers and allows him/her to get premium 
price.

H) Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


The presence of dates in Kachchh is believed to be around 400-500 years old. It is believed that 
date palm groves on the North-western border of India have developed from the seeds thrown by 
the settlers, who used to visit Middle-East countries for Haj and also for trade from where they 
brought a lot of plant material. It is also probable that the Arab gardeners working in the palaces of 
the former rulers of Kachchh might also have contributed to the import of the date seeds and 
offshoots from Arab countries. Since Kachchh district was separated from the mainland due to Gulf 
of Kachchh in southern side and parts of Great and Lesser Rann (Thar Desert) in its other three 
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parts, scanty literature is available regarding Kachchh and date palm cultivation. In the book 
“Cutch; Random Sketches” published in 1839 has mention the cultivation of date palm. 


Owing to its uniqueness, Gujarat State Department of Agriculture has launched “Improvement of 
Date palm in Kutch” at Khedoi, Anjar-Kachchh in 1959. This scheme was later handed over to 
Gujarat Agriculture University and with the help of ICAR, Date palm Research Station was 
established during 1978 at Dhrub (Mundra-Kachchh) which was later transferred to Mundra at 
1982. The earlier studies conducted by the center also reports presence of various date palm 
groves in parts of Kachchh and no such observations were reported from other parts of the country. 


It is believed that during 1969, the Maharaja of Kachchh and Arab countries facilitated in 
substantial import of date fruits and date products. In due course, this initial plantation multiplied 
and developed into groves under the suitable environmental conditions. Previously, so many 
natural date groves existed in Kachchh, however, it has been reduced to a few now. Thus, the date 
groves of Kachchh may be about 500 years old. Previously, Kachchh was isolated from the 
mainland and no facility was available to transport the produce. Hence, there was no market value 
for Dates prior to 1947. After construction of roads across Rann of Kachchh connecting the 
mainland, Date fruits started reaching the adjoining areas, which helped in getting good 
remunerations. Farmers have become now conscious about the importance and income potential 
of Date palm and have started systematic cultivation of this crop. Although the crop is still now a 
major crop in the country and thus its area and production is not listed by most of the states, but 
data collected through personal communication or with state department represents that Kachchh 
district covers more than 85 % of area and production nationally. 


Method of Production: 


The agro techniques and requirements for cultivation standardized by the scientists Package of 
practices of “Date palm cultivation in Kachchh” 


Introduction 


Date palm (Phoenix Dactylifera L.) is one of the oldest cultivated horticultural crops of the world 
and is one of the most potential fruit crops of dry arid region. It belongs to the family Arecaceae. 
The genus Phoenix is distinguished from other genera of pinnate leaves palms by the upward and 
lengthwise folding of the pinnae and peculiarly furrowed seeds. There are about 12 species, all 
native to tropical and subtropical parts of Africa or Southern Asia. Several of these are fairly well 
known ornamental such as Phoenix Canariensis popularly known as canary island palm. Another 
species P. Sylvestris is very common in India, which is popularly known as wild date palm and 
used for sugar extraction. P. Dactylifera is distinguished from these two species by the production 
of offshoots or suckers or from other species by its tall, columnar, relatively thick trunk. Close 
relationship among the species is indicated by ease of cross pollination. All species of date palm 
are Dioecious, male (staminate) and female (Pistillate) flowers being produced in clusters on 
separate palms in the axils of the leaves. In India, cultivation of this crop is restricted to western 
border adjoining to Pakistan and the commercial cultivation of the crop is done only in the coastal 
belt of Kachchh district of Gujarat. 


Soil 


Date palm is not so selective in its soil requirement. For higher production it requires well drained 
sandy and sandy loam soil with good moisture holding capacity. According to Arar (1975), the date 
palm is more salt tolerant than any other fruit crop. It is possible to irrigate date palms with water of 
a salinity of upto 3.5 mmhos/cm with no reduction in yield, provided that a leaching requirement of 
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7 % is provided. Reduction in yield to the tune of 10 % is observed when irrigation water is of 5.3 
mmhos/cm salt content and with a leaching requirement of 11 %. 


Climate 


Temperature, rainfall, humidity, light and wind are the most important climactic factors which 
determine the suitability of a specific site for growing date palm. Date palm is cultivated in arid and 
semi-arid regions which are characterized by long and hot summers, no (or at most low) rainfall, 
and very low relative humidity level during the ripening period. A long summer with high day as well 
as high temperature mild winter without frost and absence of rain at the time of flowering andfruit 
setting with low relative humidity and plenty of sun shine are required for its successful cultivation. 
Due to low temperature during May to August fruits cannot reach the rutab or tamer stage hence 
harvested at Khalal stage in Kachchh. 


Rain during the flowering and harvest season is likely to cause some damage to fruits. The major 
damage caused by rain occurs when either the rain is early or the dates are late in ripening. In fact, 
rain does not seriously damage the dates when they are still at the early Khalal stage, but rather 
has a beneficial effect by washing away all dust and sand particles from the fruits. Rain can 
however cause severe cracking in the Kimri and late Khalal stages. In date groves of Kachchh, rain 
during harvest season completely damage the Khalal fruits causing cent percent crop losses. 
Covering with plastic coasted paper protect bunches to some extent. Rain tolerant palm is one of 
the preferable characters for getting higher yield. 


In some cases wind can be a hurdle and could break the inflorescence’s fruit stalk (rachis), 
blocking the movement of nutrients and finally causing the death of the bunch which is very 
common in date palm growing areas in Kachchh. Farmers used to tie bunch with fronds or keep 
bunches on the fronds which give the support. In some cases bamboo support is also given to 
avoid breaking of bunches. 


Choice of variety 

Through breeding efforts, a number of varieties have been evaluated and for Kachchh region two 
varieties Barhee and Halawy were recommended by Date Palm Research Station, S. D. 
Agricultural University, Mundra.

Land Preparation 


The land is to be prepared one year prior to planting. The land is leveled and 1 x 1 x 1 mholes are 
dug for offshoots and 60 cm x 60 cmx 60 cm for tissue cultured plants at a distance of 9 m x 9m 
(other spacing are 8 mx 8 m; 10 mx 8 m; 10 m x 10 m). The holes are allowed to solarize for few 
months in summer and filled with 20 kg of FYM along with the soil before planting. 
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Irrigation 


Like any other fruit trees, date palm needs sufficient water of acceptable quality to express its 
growth and yield potential and date palm can withstand excess of moisture for also long time and 
poorly aerated or water logged soils. But its successful cultivation is possible only in places, where 
summer temperature are high, rainfall and humidity low and plentiful irrigation water coupled with 
good soil aeration. The exact irrigation requirements depend on the prevailing climactic conditions 
and soil characteristics. However, it is recommended to irrigate the crop at 15 days interval during 
winter and seven days interval during summer. It should always be remembered that the newly 
planted offshoots require very frequent irrigation eve if the water table in near the surface. 


Drip irrigation 


This is the latest irrigation method introduced and was developed in Israel where there is scarcity of 
water. The main advantages and maximum water use efficiency, low running cost, not affected by 
field topography and wind, easy to manage and not labour intensive. 


Propagation 


There are three techniques to propagate date palm. Seed propagation, offshoot propagation 
(traditional method) and recently developed tissue culture technique. 


Seed propagation 


Seed propagation is by far the easiest and quickest method of propagation. However, it is not a 
true to type propagation technique and no two seedlings will be alike. Because of this diversity, the 
seed approach could only be useful for breeding purposes. Seed propagation, also called sexual 
propagation since date palm is a dioecious plant about half of the progeny will be of males if 
propagated by seed. There is no way to determine the sex of the tree at an early stage, nor fruit or 
pollen quality prior to flowering. Seedlings differ considerably with regard to production potential, 
fruit quality and harvesting time, making them very difficult to market as one harvest. 


Due to paucity of enough quality planting material in Kachchh, the farmers widely adopt seed 
propagation even though it offers little promise to the commercial grower for about 50 % of the 
plants raised from seed be males and bear no fruit of this hardly three or four per cent of the female 
plants bear fruits of better quality as of mother tree. 


However, seed propagation is the earliest method of propagation. The date groves of Kachchh are 
developed through seedling population only hence great variability and diversity. The seeds are 
collected from high quality palms and seedlings are raised in plastic bags in the nursery. During 
monsoon the seedlings are placed in the field at a distance of 7-8 m between rows and 1 m 
between seedlings. The seedlings will start flowering after 2-3 years. Retaining 3-5 %, male plants, 
remaining male plants are removed. When the female plants come to maturity, the fruits are 
evaluated for preferred colour, taste, TSS. Only goodquality female is retained in the orchard and 
poor quality are uprooted. Hence raising palms through seedlings is time consuming and also 
involves a lot of manpower and money. 


Offshoots/suckers 
Offshoot propagation is also called as asexual or vegetative propagation. The life span of the date 
palm is divided into two distinct developmental phrases, vegetative, in which buds forming in the 


leaf axils develop into offshoots; and generative in which buds form inflorescence and offshoots 
cease. From the time that the axillary bud of a leaf has differentiated into an offshoot until the time 
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it grows outward, takes up to three years (18 to 36 months), with another three to four years before 
it reaches the desired size for its separation and planting. Offshoots are mainly produced in a 
limited number (20 to 30 at most) during the early life of the palm (10 to 15 years from the date of 
its planting) depending on the variety. Although 20 to 30 offshoots are produced by a palm, only 
three or four offshoots are suitable for planting during one year. Offshoot plants are true to type to 
the parent palm. The offshoots develop from axillary buds on the trunk of the mother plant and 
consequently the fruit produced will be of the same quality as mother palm and ensures uniformity 
of produce. 


To obtain a high survival rate of transplanted offshoots, the following steps are recommended. The 
offshoots selected for removal must be disease and pest free and at least three to five years old 
with a base diameter between 20 and 35 cm weighing over 10 kg but not more than 25 kg 
(because of handling difficulties). Maximum care has to be taken for selection and removal of 
offshoots. Suckers should be selected from superior mother palms, having high yield potential, 3-4 
year old, 15-20 kg weight is suitable for transplanting. 


Removal of offshoots from mother palm is a very skilled work and utmost care has to be taken so 
that it does not damage either offshoot or mother palm. For this, before monsoon, soil should be 
dug away from the base of the offshoot and thick plastic has to be laid. It should be filled with sand, 
FYM, sawdust, etc. and irrigated regularly, to help emerging more roots. 


Before separation, leaves of the offshoots are tied tightly and soil from the base is dug out to see 
the point of union of offshoot with mother plant. Then, the point of attachment should be separated 
using chisel and hammer. If possible, it should be separated by single cut. After separation, the 
dried leaves should be removed and rest of the leaves should be cut from the top retaining about 
50-75 cm height. The roots should be treated with IBA (1000 ppm) for inducing root initiation. The 
cut portion of the mother plant as well as offshoot should be treated with copper fungicide. The 
separated offshoots can be transplanted in the field at a distance of 8 x 8 m to 10 x 10 m in already 
prepared pits of 1 x 1 x 1m filled with 20 kg FYM, 2 kg each of castor cake and sawdust and methyl 
parathion 100 g (2 %) dust for termite control. 


After transplanting, the offshoots should be protected from extreme heat and cold, for this date 
palm leaves can be tied out leaving the upper protection. Initially, the transplanted offshoots should 
get mild irrigation regular up to 5 to 6 weeks and then on alternate days till the offshoots should get 
mild irrigation regular upto 5 to 6 weeks and then on alternate days till the offshoots are well 
established upto 4-5 months. 


Tissue culture 


The development of tissue culture techniques for the mass propagation of date palm plants has 
revolutionized the date palm industry in majority of date palm countries of the world. Tissue culture 
techniques also called in vitro multiplication or micropropagation is particular useful in date palm 
because it provides a means of overcoming difficulties of producing large numbers of relatively 
homogenous female date palm seedlings. Rapid multiplication is not possible through offshoots 
because number as well as period of offshoots is severely limited. Offshoots can be unreliable 
because they can be supplied as the wrong variety of they may contain pests and diseases 
unknown to the customer. Tissue culture enables large scale multiplication of genetically uniform 
plants, ensures easy and fast exchange without risk of spread of diseases and pests. The 
technique is also economically viable for large scale production of plants. 


In recent years a large number of tissue culture plants of variety Barhee are being imported from 


the UK through UAE in Kachchh. Several orchards of Barhee have come up in Kachchh and few of 
them are in fruiting. 
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Manure and Fertilizers 


The fully grown palm requires 50 kg FYM and 1 kg each of N, P and K per palm per year. The 
fertilizers should receive fertilizers after soil and water testing through a common recommendation 
can be given in following table 


FYM should be given during September to December. Half dose of nitrogen and full dose of 
phosphorus and potash should be applied in October - November. Rest half dose of nitrogen 
should be given during March- April.

Intercultural operation 
Pruning 


Pruning in date palm consists of removal of diseased and old leaves, cutting of spines at leaf base, 
removal of undersized and late emerged bunches and thinning of clusters/ strands or fruits. 


In general 100 leaves per palm are required for maintaining maximum fruiting. Numbers of leaves 
decided the retention of clusters on palm. Insufficient number of leaves results in low fruit quality; 
reduction in number of bunches and number of inflorescence in the following season. In general 
one cluster is retained for every 7-8 leaves. Hence, the dried leaves have to be removed at regular 
intervals. However, to facilitate pollination and harvesting, dethorning has to be done before 
flowering. 


Intercropping 

Some intercrops can be successfully grown with date palm planted at a spacing of 8 x 8 m to 10 x 
10 m. In rabi lucern and wheat while in kharif, cotton, sorghum, guar and pearl millet are popular 
intercrops with date palm in Kachchh. 

Pollination 

Date palm is dioecious i.e. male and female flowers are borne on separate trees, hence, the 
natural pollination is very meager. In order to have better yield and normal crop female have to be 
artificially pollinated by experienced hands. 

Date pollens are abundant but do not flow with air very far. It has become customary to plant 10 % 


of total plants as male. Traditionally, a few strands of open male flowers are put upside-down on a 
female inflorescence while it is still upright, and a thread is bound around the latter to keep the 
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strands in place when the cluster enlarges and bends downward. There are various techniques for 
applying stored pollen to the female flowers. It may be dusted by a tractor-drawn, convertible 
pollen/pesticide machine, or applied with a cotton pad, or sprayed on with a long tubed applicator 
or other device(s) prepared locally. 


Thinning of fruits 


The thinning of fruits help to improve the size and quality of fruit, it ensures adequate flowering and 
fruiting every year and prevents delayed ripening of the fruit. It is accomplished either by removal of 
bunches/strands of the bunch or by reducing the number of fruits in each bunch. 


The female inflorescences may be shortened, thinned out, or some removed entirely at the time of 
pollination, or several weeks later when the stalk has drooped lower. It conserves the palm’s 
energy for the following season. Without thinning, fruits would not be borne every year. During the 
pollination operation, a grower may tie the elongating flower stalk to the palm frond to prevent 
breaking when later is laden with fruits. Thinning of fruits on bunches can be done in three ways (i) 
by cutting back the stands in their length to (ii) by thinning out (removing) some strands from centre 
of bunch or (iii) by reducing the number of fruits on each strand. Fruit thinning should be done just 
after fruit set to prevent formation of excess number of fruits. 


Maturity and harvesting 


Dates go through five stages of development viz. Hababouk, Kimri, Khalal, Rutab and Tamer.

Yield 

With proper care, the date palm will start bearing in the fourth year onwards and economic yield 
can be obtained after 7-8 years which continues upto 60 to 70 years. The yield depends up on the 
variety, climate, soil type, irrigation facilities and proper management. In general on an average a 
date palm will yield 100 kg Khalal stage fruits per tree per year.

Plant Protection 
Pests and diseases 


Being a hardy crop the pest problems on date palm are relatively low. However, due to 
establishment of a large number of new plantations all over the Kachchh and also import of 
offshoots some pest problem has come up. 


The extensive survey undertaken by the DPRS, Mundra in Kachchh indicated that among various 
insect pests Red palm weevil, Rhynchophorus ferrugineusis the most serious on native date groves 
and the white scale, Parlatoria blanchardii on imported offshoots. 


Disease 


Graphiola leaf spot is the only major disease of date palm. It is caused by the fungus Graphiola 
phoenix. It is present in almost all date plantations of Kachchnh. Its infestation is severe in the month 
of December - January. Its spread can be effectively controlled by destruction and burning of 
diseased old leaves. 


Rain protection 


Rains at the time of fruiting can cause serious damage to the growers. For this high density 
polyethylene sheet should be wrapped on bunch. 


Post harvest technology 


In recent times, either because of a decreasing demand for table dates or in an effort to make 
better use of off-grade fruit, there has been a renewed interest in the date as a food source, not 
necessarily as a staple food, but rather as a component in food preparations like sweets, 
confectionary, baking products, institutional feeding and health foods. 


Several popular products can be made by fresh date fruits viz. Jam, preserve, sauce, chutney, 
candies, etc. Other than these date fruits can be used as salads, dressings, sandwich spreads, etc. 
Now a day’s several date based sweets are available in market. Most important value addition to 
date fruit is chuhara, which is very popular in India and nutritious as well. 


Uniqueness: 


e Normally dates are consumed at ‘Tamar’ stage also known as ‘Pind’ stage However, in 
Kachchh due to climatic compulsion, entire produce is harvested at Khalal stage (fresh) and is 
being consumed. This diversity is the uniqueness and nowhere in India is blessed with such 
type of diversity. 

e The Kachchh origin Kharek (dates) are majorly early maturing compared to the introduced 
cultivar from the foreign countries, allows the crop to skip damages due to rain. 

e The Kachchhi Kharek are grown in the unique habitat of arid-coastal ecosystem which allows 
favorable agro-climate for crop growth and development with suitable flavour. 

e The fruits are sweet, non-astringent have distinct taste and flavour. 

e More than three-fourth of the plantation are of seedling origin — hence exhibit great diversity in 
colour, size, shape and taste. The shape of the fruit ranges from Oblate, round, ovate, oblong 
and elongate with major share of ovate and oblong shaped fruits. Major share of the fruits 
ranges from 11-20 g having a TSS range of 21-30 %. 

e Fruits are available in both red- and yellow-coloured types with a major share of red coloured 
types in Kachchh.

Sundarban Honey is multi floral in nature having considerable amount of mangrove pollens.

F) Description: 


Sundarban Honey collection starts from the Bengali month Chaitrya (April) and during this season, 
every forest dependent community collects a single pass for honey collection and BLC (Boat 
License Certificate) pass for a boat to enter into the Sundarbans by a group consisting of 7/9 
members from the local office of the forest department. 


This Sundarban honey is harvested by colonies of Apis dorsata (honey bees). Characteristically 
this bee species is wild and cannot be domesticated. They form colonies in mangrove trees of 
dense Sundarban areas, collect pollen from mangrove flowers and process the honey in their 
honey comb in a complete natural manner. This honey has reddish colour and is sweet in taste. 
The bees collect this honey from the flowers of mangrove trees; best honey is obtained from 
Khalisa tree. According to the forest dependent people, a bee goes to and circumambulates 
approximately 80 flowers to collect just a single drop of honey. The local people identify bee as 
migratory insect. They come to the Sundarbans in the month of Magh (Janaury-February), spend 
their honey cycle life there and leave it in the month of Ashar (June-July). 


Sundarban honey does not have a single particular colour as it is collected from a wide variety of 
flowers; its colour varies ranging from light brown to reddish brown in colour. Sundarban honey has 
a distinctive wild flavor and it is entirely collected and processed in natural way that imparts a 
natural, earthy flavour to the product.

‘Mauli’ s are traditionally experienced in this process and efficiently collects honey without harming 
the bee colony so that regeneration is possible in next term. 


Collection of honey from sources: 

According to the experienced forest dependent people, there are three kinds of bees in the 
Sundarbans and among them Apisdorsata type of bee comparatively makes more hives and 
honey. It is said that the honey collected from these hives are the best honey of the Sundarbans. 


These migratory insects come in flock to the Sundarbans in the month of Magh (Janaury- 
February), spend their honey cycle life there and leave it in the month of Ashar (June-July). 


There is one queen bee inside every hives and many worker bees encircle her. The worker bees 
go outside everyday in search of new honey sources. A bee goes to and circumambulates almost 
80 flowers to collect just a single drop of honey. They collect it and fill their honey gland then come 
to the hives to store the magical drops. 
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Collection of honey from the hives by ‘Mauli’: 

The honey loaded bees locally called as ‘BhariPoka’ fly slow and moves straight rather than 
moving in the right and left direction. However, observing the movement of loaded bees, the 
‘Mauli’s follow them through forest to search beehives. 


‘Mauli’s are traditionally efficient and equipped with ancient knowledge to enter the dense forest in 
search of honey. They worship to the God and follow some rituals in belief that they would be 
saved from the attack of the tiger, crocodile etc. 


They travel through the water body in small groups of 7-8 people in boat and when the tide is low 
they get out of the boat and walk through the muddy ways to forest in search of bee hives. 


The honey collectors are always advised to enter the forest carefully and keeping a stick their right 
shoulder and wearing a rubber mask of the dummy human face on their rear-head. Besides, the 
forest department also uses the electrified human effigy to scare away the tigers. It helps the honey 
collectors to protect themselves from the menace of the man-eater. 


After finding beehives, they make a broom like bouquet of dry leaves for making smokes which 
cast away the encircled bees in the beehives. At that time, all of them cover their mouth with 
clothes to protect them from the bite of bees. The ‘Mauli’ cut only the part of the hives that contains 
honey with fierce chopper and the other parts where bees and their larvae stay are left away. The 
collected honey is kept aluminium containers After collection as aluminium containers are durable 
yet light weight thus can float in water to get in on to boats. Raw honey contains impurities like dirt, 
pollen, body parts, wax particles, etc. It is strained thoroughly after collection before storage. 


Afterwards bottling and packaging is being taken up by West Bengal Forest Development 
Corporation Limited (WBFDCL) for each batch as per standard procedure incorporating modern 
technology of preservation and marketing. 


100% organic Sundarban honey does not have any preservative, it has a great shelf life, can be 
stored naturally for years. 


Collection of honey from the hives without harming the bee colony is a great challenge and 
requires efficient human skill and practice. 


Environmental impact: 

Sundarban and its biodiversity make a suitable environment for honey bees and its hive formation. 
Different shapes and sizes of aerial roots (respiratory roots) are an integral part of mangrove forest 
and these are important for making beehives for bees as well. The respiratory roots of this tree 
make bushes and ensure smooth environment where the tree is situated. 


Besides, the environment is quite and hiding leading the bees choosing the place for their hives. 
The number of pollen grain in the flower of Sundari tree is comparatively huge, bees though do not 
collect honey from the flower of this tree, they find important elements for protecting their hives 
from the flower of this tree. After accumulating honey in the hives, bees cover the hives hexagon 
with the pollen grain of Sudari tree flowers to let it not falling down or get sticky. 


The Sundarban honey is not of a single particular colour as it is obtained from several species of 
flowers. Best honey is obtained from Khalisa tree. 
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Honey production and its subsequent collection is a seasonal process, it starts from April and 
continues till May. The mangrove tree flowers are best at its nectar content during this time. Mainly 
the Khalisa honey is found much in this time. After Khalisa, follows Gewa, Bain, Kewra honey. 


Uniqueness: 


e Sundarban honey is 100% organic and is best known for its wild taste and natural earthy 
flavour 

e The honey processing in bee hives is a natural process and totally carried out by the Apis 
dorsata bee colonies without any human intervention which leads to best of its wild, natural 
characteristics 

e Characteristically this Apis dorsata species is wild and cannot be domesticated. They form 
colonies in mangrove trees of dense Sundarban areas, collect pollen from different 
mangrove flowers and process the multi floral Sundarban honey in their honey comb in a 
complete natural manner 

e Sundarban Honey is mainly collected from ‘Khalsi’ (Aegiceras carniculatum), ‘Goran’ 
(Ceriops decandra) and ‘Keora’ (Sonneratia apetala) and other mangrove tress native to 
this area. Sundarban is the only largest mangrove forest in India where the types of soil, 
climatic condition contribute to the growth of mangrove trees since ages. The bees collect 
nectar from such mangrove flowers thereby having unique pollen characteristics, colour and 
taste which is exclusive to Sundarban honey. 

e Sundarban honey is lighter in consistency due to high moisture content 

e The colour of Sundarban honey ranges from light brown to reddish brown depending on the 
flower species from which it is being produced. The climatic condition of tropical sundarban 
and the pollen characteristics of the mangrove flowers are the main contributory factors of 
the colour of Sundarban honey 

e Chemical test reports of Sundarban honey Confirms FSSAI standards for natural honey 
having no adulteration with common or invert sugar and sucrose 

e Sundarban honey is 100% natural mangrove honey and free from preservatives and has a 
long shelf life 

e ‘Sundarban Honey’ indicates-higher moisture content and Sundarban honey, has relatively 
low sucrose content and very low HMF content specifying better antioxidant potential of 
Sundarban Honey. Sundarban honey is rich source of amino acid Proline. 


Human Skill: 


‘Mauli’s are traditionally efficient and equipped with ancient knowledge to enter the dense forest in 
search of honey. They worship to the God and follow some rituals in belief that they would be 
saved from the attack of the tiger, crocodile etc. 


They travel through the water body in small groups of 7-8 people in boat and when the tide is low 
they get out of the boat and walk through the muddy ways to forest in search of bee hives. 


The honey collectors are always advised to enter the forest carefully and keeping a stick on their 
right shoulder and wearing a rubber mask of the dummy human face on their rear-head. Besides, 
the forest department also uses the electrified human effigy to scare away the tigers. It helps the 
honey collectors to protect themselves from the menace of the man-eater. 


° After finding beehives, they make a broom like bouquet of dry leaves for making smokes 
which cast away the encircled bees in the beehives. Fire /Smoke is used as a deterrent to 
tranquilize / subdue the stinging of the bees. At that time, all of them cover their mouth with 
clothes to protect them from the bite of bees.

other parts where bees and their larvae stay are left away It is important for regeneration of 
the bee colonies. Full cutting of the hives are destructive and harm the colonies that affect 
further honey processing in future. 

e Collection of honey from the hives without harming the bee colony is a great challenge and 
requires efficient human skill and practice. 

e Raw honey contains impurities like dirt, pollen, body parts, wax particles, etc. It is strained 
thoroughly after collection before storage.

KAPADAGANDA: DUNGARIA KONDH EMBROIDERY SHAWL 


D) Types of Goods : Class 24 & 25 - Embroidery on Textiles and 
textile goods. 


E) Specification: 


The Dungaria Kondh tribes are popular for their art of embroidery. The Kapadaganda shawl 
exemplifies a rich heritage of the Dungaria Kondh community. Embroidered mostly by the 
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unmarried Kondh women, the shawls symbolize “their heritage and ethnic identity’. The off-white 
base cloth that is used by the embroider is procured from the ‘Domb’, community. The different 
motifs that are depicted in the shawls represent the =socio-cultural relationship, which the 
Dungaria Kondh community shares with the Niyamgiri hills - their homeland and the abode of 
Niyam Raja. The colour of the Dungaria shawl also symbolizes their attributes and nature. It 
reveals their socio-cultural significance and unravels the philosophy of life. Each colour of the yarn 
carries some cultural values to this community. 


The ‘Dungarias’ purchase the base cloth and make designs on it differently by indigenous 
embroidery work. Though the shawls are made into various sizes, the size of the commonly used 
shawls is of 2 to 2.5 metres in length and one to 1.5 metres in width. Making these shawls is a 
time-consuming process and has to be done with utmost precision. Normally in a month, one can 
embroider only three to four shawls. 


The shawl is embroidered mostly with the threads of three beautiful colours such as red, green and 
yellow. These colours are used not only to enhance the beauty of the cloth, but also it expresses 
their community consciousness and feeling, and their uniqueness. 

Red: symbolize blood, internal conflict, revenge, animosity, anger, fighting, human sacrifice, 
offering of blood, tension, strong determination, etc. 


Green: symbolizes growth, fertility of the soil, bumper production, progress, happiness and 
prosperity, security, strength, beauty, eternal youth and peace and also symbolizes their fertile 
mountain ecology and biodiversity. 


Yellow: symbolizes heredity, integrity in their life, good behaviour, understanding, peace, 
reciprocal help, love, harmony, eradication of sufferings, prosperity and turmeric cultivation. 


The key unique features of the Kapdaganda are given below: 


e The Kondh embroidery is an age-old traditional process of crafty production bearing designs 
and motifs of geometrical shape embroidered in the fabric with particular colours and colour 
combinations. 

e The Kapadaganda designs are embroidered on the grey fabric as per the required sizes and 
this was used earlier by the Dungarias during the visit to King’s residence for providing 
vegetables, fruits or any other things collected by them from the forest. This process of using 
the Kapadaganda design cloth by the Dungaria Kondh started during the period of King 
Vikram Dev of Jeypore Area in the mid-17th century. This Kapadaganda was used initially as 
new dress for eye catching of the King and it was the only new dress available to them at the 
overtop area of the mountain, which is solely prepared by them with the existing available 
resources including preparation of yarn, dye and weaving. 

e — The designs which are being embroidered in geometrical shape have been continuing since 
the beginning to which the Dungaria women are well adept. This design and process has been 
passing down from generations to generations. The elderly women feel it their duty to train the 
younger ones to carry forward the tradition to the next generation. 

e The other unique feature of this product is that while the Dungaria Kondh maidens use 
embroidery on the shawl, three kinds of colours are given more emphasis. These are Red 
(Kambita), Yellow (Hinga), and Green (Sanja). Brown colour is also used for embroidery work. 
For various reasons, they prefer these kinds of yarn and each colour carries an implication 
manifested with socio-cultural values. These colours are used not only to magnify the beauty 
of the cloth, but also it expresses their community consciousness and feeling. 

e Earlier all the colours were prepared by Dungaria themselves with the available resources 
from the forest. The colours are thus natural and skin friendly. They used to collect different 
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roots, vegetables and flowers from the forest for these colours and carry out the processing 
throughout the year to dye the yarn which is used for embroidery work. 

e This shawl or fabric is famous not only in Odisha and in the domestic markets but also its 
demand has been created in the world market due to the typical and particular design or 
motifs. Its production process is very unique starting from cotton cultivation to giving final 
shape through the spinning, weaving and dyeing so also the embroidery work. This typical 
fabric craft work is only done by the Dungaria community found in Rayagada district. 

e The Dungaria women irrespective of age group admire the needle works on the shawl, and 
hence motivate and inspire others to knit the shawls. Usually, the maidens give the shawl to 
their younger brothers, and love mates, who use it to attract their respective lovers and 
beloveds. The shawl is not used as an ordinary dress material in the Dungaria Society rather it 
is used as a medium to reciprocate love. Based on this, the affair of love is being 
consummated among the youths and it leads to select the spouse of their choice. This shawl 
is a cynosure for both the unmarried boys and girls, but it allured the maidens more than that 
of the young boys. 

e During the festival or late in the night, the bachelors along with their maidens go to the lonely 
places and they sleep together throughout the night on the shawl, which acts as a nuptial bed 
for them. They also exchange the shawl in the market place, at work place in the forest or 
during travels from one place to another. The lover boy gives the shawl to the maiden to 
whom he loves. A bachelor may offer his shawl to an unknown maiden to express his love for 
her and to seek her consent. From the exchange of shawl, the lover comes to know whether 
the girl agrees to the love proposal of the boy or not. However, this shawl is a unique medium 
for the lovers and beloveds to express their love for each other leading to their conjugal life. 
Thus, the shawl appears as a medium for building a love relationship and choosing the soul 
mate. And finally, this shawl solemnizes their marriage. Above all, the contribution and 
significance of the shawl in their socio-cultural life is deep and remarkable. 

e — The Dungaria Kondhs use a small sword-shaped instrument (Katri) to cut the cloth for making 
Kapdaganda wraps. The katri also appears to be indigenous to the tribe which has multiple 
uses in farming, forest produce collection, cutting fruits and vegetables, and also in the 
embroidery work. For the multiple purposes the katri serves, the women keep the katri fixed to 
their hair bun or hair knot so that it remains with them all the while. 

e — The rare work of fine arts is popular throughout the world, from the foothills of Niyamagiri to 
different foreign countries. Not only in the national level but also in the international level its 
demand is gradually increasing day by day and everybody applauds the technical acumen, 
intelligence, skill and articulation of the Dungaria Kondh maidens. The symbolisms used on 
the shawl have social, cultural, economic and political implications and it has acclaimed its 
typical identity and popularity all over the world. The Dungaria Kondh embroidered shawl 
mirrors their society and culture and reflects the past, present and portrays the future of their 
cultural way of life and worldview. 


F) Description: 


The traditional knitted shawls of Dongaria Kondh, a hill tribe are unique and being used since the 
ancient days. Their culture and tradition, faith and belief, biodiversity and forest are reflected in the 
shawls Dharanipenu being the adorable goddess of Dungarias, they have constructed house for 
Dharanipenu in every village. The art and drawings made in Dharanipenu house are reflected in 
their shawls. By the influence of modernization, there has been significant change in their dress 
pattern. Despite that the Dungaria shawl has not lost its popularity. 


The shawl symbolizes good will and cordial cooperation among the various clans of ‘Mutha’ 
groups. Since, it is the symbol of heredity, ethics and ethers of administration; one has to realize 
the political implication and significance of the shawl. Above all, some of the specific parts of that 
shawl influence the political life of the Dungaria Kondhs. The importance of shawl is realized during 
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the community dancing and at the time of festivals, while they dance, each of them use to wrap one 
shawl on their shoulders. The bachelors dance holding their respective single membrane drum 
locally knows as ‘Dapa’ and the maidens dance to the rhythm of the drum in a harmonious way. 
The song that they sing during the time of dancing is related to the wrapping of the shawl. Through 
that song the maidens ask questions to the bachelors and they answer them. At the end of the 
dancing some of the youths of opposite sex may exchange shawls. They return to their village with 
the exchanged shawls, which can be returned in the next meeting either at market place or in the 
dormitory. Sometimes maidens also accept the shawl gracefully and willingly, and at times they are 
forced to accept it. If after a few days the lover disagrees to marry the maiden to whom he offered 
the shawl, then she returns the shawl to him. 


The cloth for Kapdaganda is off white colour and made up in handloom by Domb, a scheduled 
caste community engaged in handloom weaving. Earlier the only source of getting cloth was Domb 
but now the Dongria Kandha Development Agency (DKDA) is also providing the cloth. Sometimes 
the cloth is provided by the Domb people inhabited in the nearby villages and sometimes it is 
available in the local market also.. 


They believe in giving back to nature as much as they take from nature. The motif or design 
vocabulary is given with its cultural and traditional importance used by Dungaria tribes in 
Kapadagandha. The Dungaria Kondh art and craft reflects the importance of the mountains to their 
community, the triangular shape designs painted on the walls of the village as well as embroidered 
on the colourful shawls that they wear. 


The raw material required to carry out the embroidery work are base fabric and embroidery 
threads, while their tools are needles and small knife. Their local terminologies are gondha (fabric), 
sutta (thread), chuji (needle) and katri (small knife) respectively. Embroidery in the shawls begins 
with the entangling of thread, embroidery on the specific area of the shawl, stretching the fabric 
after embroidered on the specific area on the shawl. 


Kapadaganda shawls are typically embroidered in diagonal satin stitches (a satin stitch is a widely 
used embroidery technique worked in close, parallel rows. They are used to fill in all or part of a 
design) and these form horizontal rows of geometrical and colour-coded patterns. The stitches are 
measured by counting the warps and wefts of the woven ground fabric, a technique which results in 
symmetric, geometric patterns on both sides of the cloth. The designs are made in shades of green 
for the Niyamgiri hills and the surrounding landscape, red for sacrifice and yellow for community 
and collective well-being. Certain motifs, also colour-coded, are included as a rule in all 
Kapadagandas; the akka, meaning leaves, are embroidered in yellow as cultivating turmeric is a 
major source of income for the Dongria Kondh people; linga, a red and brown triangle, represents 
Niyam Raja; krali, a red triangle, represents an axe, which is a ceremonial object used in 
Meriyaparba, the buffalo sacrifice ceremony for Niyam Raja; kairi, a set of green, red and yellow 
diagonal lines that represent the Dongria Kondh agricultural practice; and kanaka, a symbol for 
vitality and strength, is a green circle filled in with red, representing an eye. Other circles made 
between rows of triangular temple motifs signify the deity worshipped by the embroiderer’s family. 


Geographical area of Production and Map as shown in page no: 


Rayagada, a district in southern Odisha came into existence on 24 October, 1992 being separated 
from the erstwhile Koraput district. Rayagada district is situated in the south western part of Orissa 
lying between the north latitudes 18°54’ and 20° 00’ north latitude and east longitudes 82 ° 54’ and 
82 © 02’ East longitude covering an area of 7,584.7 square kilometers (2,928.5 sq miles). The 
district is bounded by Kalahandi and Kandhamal districts in the north, Srikakulam district of Andhra 
Pradesh and Koraput district in the south, Gajapati district in the east and Nabarangapur and 
Kalahandi districts in the west. It consists of Rayagada and Gunupur Sub-divisions, and is divided 
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into eleven blocks. Its population is mainly composed of tribes, primarily the Kondhs and the 
Saoras. In addition to Odia, Kuvi and Sora are spoken by the district's aboriginal population. 


The perennial streams which reverberate in the hill side are quite enchanting and entice the 
Dungarias to lead a way of life unique to them. They live a life in tune with nature. Their faith, 
religion, tradition, etc, revolves round the nature. Worship of nature in the form of “Dharani Penu’” 
the Mother Earth, is vital for them. In social life, the Dungaria are highly united. Their society is not 
Stratified in to sub groups. They lead very simple life far away from mainstream 


The Dungaria Kondhs inhabit in three of the Gram Panchayats namely Kurli, Daliakiji and 
Chancharaguda of Bissamcuttack Block and in two of the Gram Panchayats namely Sibapadar and 
Munikhol of Muniguda Block. From undated history, they live in nature; collect their day-to-day 
requirements from nature. Apart from other things, they are marked for their unique dressing style. 
The ladies use well embroidered shawl (Kapadaganda) of Dungaria Kondh for covering the upper 
part of the body. The Kapadaganda is only prepared in the district of Rayagada confined to only 
three blocks- Muniguda, Bissamcuttack and Kalyansinghpur. 


H) Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


“Dungaria Kondh’ is a tribe from Odisha, lives on the hills of Niyamgiri in Rayagada district and the 
importance of this community is that their arts and crafts reflect the importance of the mountains 
strain. The colourful cloth embroidery they wear is known as “Dungaria Kondh Shawl.” The design 
for adornment of Dungaria Kondh Shawl reflects with the ethnic identity. This embroidered shawl is 
one of the widely popular, colourful, attractive and indigenous knowledge of Dongria Kandha and 
within the tribal community is known as Kapadaganda. The Kapdaganda have a high cultural value 
and the possession of it is a matter of pride to the Dungaria Kondh community. 


There are two types of tribes live in this hill area, namely “Dungaria Kondh” and “Kutia Kondh”. The 
Dungaria Kondh lives on the upper region of the Niyamgiri hills while the habitat of Kutia Kondh is 
in the foothills. They worship the Dongar (mountain) from which the Dungaria Kondh derives their 
name, along with the Dharini (earth). They address the Dongar as Niyam Raja and Dharini as 
Dharinipenu. They believe that these male and female principles come together to grant the Kondh 
prosperity, fertility, and health. The Dungaria Kondh is a very unique community whose distinctive 
identity is evident in the language, expertise in agro-forestry and customary practices. The kondh 
tribe speaks two languages namely “kuyi’ and “kuvi’, the vocabulary of which is completely 
unrelated to Odiya, the state’s official language. Traditionally, women of the Dungaria Kondh tribe 
wear a white sari with red border which is called “Dhalaluga” and they drape the upper part of the 
body with one piece of white cloth in a very easy way. They also wore an embroidered shawl 
named kapadaganda. The Kondh men traditionally wear white dhotis without any pattern like 
Dhalaluga. They are living in dongars which is very much greenish and hence believe that if they 
wear white sari, they can be recognized easily. 


Dongria Kondh art and craft reflect the importance of the mountains for the community. This shawl 
is famous not only in Odisha and in the domestic markets but also its demand has been created in 
the world market due to the typical and particular design or motifs. Its production process is very 
unique starting from cotton cultivation to giving final shape through the spinning, weaving and 
dyeing so also the embroidery work. This typical fabric craft work is only done by the Dungaria 
Kondh community found in Rayagada district. The different motifs that are depicted on the shawls 
represent the visceral relationship, which the Kondh community shares with the Niyamgiri hills. The 
weaving and embroidery of Kapadaganda shawls are closely associated with the tradition, festival 
and ethnicity of the Dungaria Kondh tribals. 
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The colours and colour combinations of the yarn used for embroidery work in the Dungaria Kondh 
shawl also has a link with the geography of the region. Though the three colours, namely Red 
(Kambita), Yellow (Hinga), and Green (Sanja) are given more emphasis, Brown colour is also used 
for embroidery work. 


The shawl which is renowned outside in the name of Dungaria Kondh Embroidered Shawl due to 
its association with the tribe of the same name, is also known as Kapadaganda in the region. As 
both the names have historical references and are equally known to the world, both are important 
and inevitable for the GI registration. Besides, the shawl is part of the rich heritage of cultural and 
ethnic identity of the Dungaria Kondh tribe, the name of the GI needs to be associated with the 
tribe’s name. 


The Dungaria Kondhs are known for their art of weaving and the Kapadaganda shawls exemplify a 
rich heritage of the Kondh community. The Dongaria Kandha tribe practice embroidery works on 
shawls which are used for different cultural functions and festivals. Embroidered by the unmarried 
Kondh women, the shawls symbolize “their heritage and ethnic identity.” The different motifs that 
are depicted on the shawls represent the visceral relationship, which the Kondh community shares 
with the Niyamgiri hills. The weaving and embroidery of Kapadaganda shawls are closely 
associated with the tradition, festival and ethnicity of the Dungaria Kondh tribals.

Method of Production: 


The ‘Doms’ a Scheduled caste community, is the neighbors’ of the Dungaria Kondhs who live in 
settlements adjacent to Dungaria habitations. The base cloth on which the Dungarias’ create 
designs to convert it into shawl is woven by the ‘Doms’ in their looms. The “Doms” collects the yarn 
for weaving the base cloth. The Dungarias’ purchase the base cloth and make designs on it 
differently by indigenous embroidery work. Though the shawls are made into various sizes, the size 
of the commonly used shawls is of 2 to 2.5 metres in length and one to 1.5 metres in width. The 
shawl is embroidered mostly with the threads of three beautiful colours such as red, green and 
yellow. In ancient times, the system of barter was prevalent, but nowadays, they purchase it in 
cash. Production of “Dungaria Shawl” has two stages of operation. In the first stage, the grey fabric 
is woven on primitive loom and then different motifs are developed by embroidery process with 
needles. Specifically, the Dungaria women in Muniguda and Bissam Cuttack blocks of Rayagada 
District are engaged in the embroidery work. They purchase the cloth which is very coarse and 
grey in colour. In order to improve the appearance of the shawl, the yarn meant for the embroidery 
work is dyed with different colours. 
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The Dungaria maidens exhibit profound zeal and give sincere efforts to make the shawl beautiful. 
They work on the shawl with rapt concentration. They remember and imagine a lot of things 
relating to their past. That is why they take a lot of time for the needle work; however, the 
commitment and concentration of the women folk in their needle work is undoubtedly admirable. 
The process of this particular shawl production or embroidery work is very unique. The needlework 
on the shawl is immensely a time consuming, complex and pain-staking affair. They give their 
wholehearted efforts to complete the shawl elegantly and without any flaw. There are different 
names assigned to different parts of the shawl. They start the embroidery work from ‘wata’ portion 
of the shawl. In that part of the shawl, they stitch the ‘Kandaba’ motif that looks like equilateral 
triangles resembling temples. On each straight line they draw near about eighty to eighty-five 
‘Kandabas.’ 


On that ‘Kandaba’ three ‘Watas’ of red, yellow and green colours are knitted. Then two inches of an 
area on the shawl is knitted with yellow thread. After that the ‘Watas’ are knitted with red coloured 
thread. To knit the ‘Keri’, red and yellow threads are used. This ‘Keri’ is contrasted by a green 
‘Wata’. The adjacent ‘Watas, are yellow in colour. Eighty-five ‘Kandabas’ are knitted with the red- 
coloured thread. These ‘Kandabas’ are equal in size to that of the previous ones. And these are the 
last set of ‘Kandaba’ of the second phase. After these, ‘Watas’ are knitted with red, yellow and 
green colour. The last ‘Kdali, is surrounded by two red ‘Watas’. At last, between the two red 
‘Watas’, they knit a ‘Keri’, which makes it an elegant visual masterpiece. The Dungaria Kondh 
maidens do the embroidery work on both the sides of the shawl. Besides, they put green and 
yellow-coloured squared lines at two ends of the shawl. They also knit the breadth sides of the 
shawl. First, they knit one ‘Milawata’ on it. Then centering another ‘Kdali’, another ‘Malawata’ is 
knitted in yellow coloured thread. Two ‘Watas are knitted by both the side of the ‘Kadali’, in the 
middle part of the ‘Kadali’ some oblique lines are knitted in green coloured thread then about one 
fourth 'Kandabas’ are knitted in yellow coloured thread. These ‘Kandabas’ are placed in between 
two straight lines. And the next ‘Kdali’ is also knitted within two parallel Red ‘Watas’ and the middle 
part are knitted by yellow coloured thread. The breadth side of the cloth and its opposite side are 
also knitted with two parallel Red ‘watas.’ And the middle part is knitted by yellow coloured thread. 
The breadth side of the cloth and its opposite side are also knitted in the same pattern and design. 


Another design is small triangle made out of red thread symbolizing the axe which is the most 
culturally valued motif of the Dungaria Konth. The axe has an important role in the life of Dungaria 
Kondh and the axe design is known as “Kralikana.” They sacrifice animals, cut the trees for shifting 
cultivation, cut wood for construction work and make household objects by using the axe and the 
male member of Dungaria always hang an axe from their shoulder. Another such design is known 
as “Hipa”. Then they stitch the design of “Keri” with the green, red and yellow colour. The next 
design is “Khandba.” The Khandba is triangular in shape and red colour thread is used. Other 
designs are “Kahani” which looks like medium sized triangles divided by straight line; and “Karpi” 
which is like 30-degree angled straight line touching the two-lateral lines of triangle. Another design 
is “Kanka,” which is semi rectangular or circular in shape. Here, they use colours like red, green, 
yellow, brown etc. 


After the knitting is done, the shawl is scrutinized by the young men. Young men cut jokes at the 
maiden who knitted it, if they found any error on it. Then other persons also scrutinize the shawl, 
they wrap it on their body and discuss many things about it. Then the maiden uses it for her own 
purpose, or give it to her younger brother. Sometimes she gives that shawl to her lover and 
exchanges her shawl with his. Both the young men and the maiden use shawl during the festivals, 
community dancing, visiting their relatives living in other village and market places. Besides these 
occasions, they also use the shawl in several other occasions. 


The maidens wrap it on their two shoulders that hang upon their neck. But the younger men put it 
on the shoulder, which hang on their neck. During the winter, the younger men cover it all over 
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their body. The Dungaria Kondh thus realizes the significance of the shawl. When the maiden 
finished knitting the shawl, not only she feels happy but the whole family members share the 
happiness. 


The young man who is gifted with the shawl uses it by him only. When the young men receive the 
shawl as gift, he reciprocates the feelings with the maiden with appreciations for the wonderful 
work. He admires the needle works on the shawl, and also inspires her to knit more shawls. 
Usually, the maidens give the shawl to their younger brothers. The younger boys and girls of the 
Dungaria Kondh community use it to attract their respective lovers and beloveds, because, this 
shawl is not used as an ordinary dress material in the Dungaria Society rather it is used as a 
medium of love. Based on this, the affair of love is being consummated among the youths and it 
leads to select the spouse of their choice. This shawl is a cynosure (a thing that is the centre of 
attention or admiration) for both the unmarried boys and girls, but it allured the maidens more than 
the young boys. The boys stare at ‘Karpis’ of the shawl quite enchantingly. Whenever a young man 
sees the maidens wrapping that shawl, he used to straight stare at the ‘Karpis’. Whenever a 
maiden sees her boy-friend wrapping that shawl, she looks at the ‘Kanaka’ and also the ‘Keries’. 
The ‘Karpis’, ’Kandakas’ and ‘Keris’ are the various symbols of love. But some of the bachelors 
interpret these symbols in derogative sense. They say that these are three sexual organs by which 
the human race continues. During the time of marriage, the importance of the shawl is felt by all the 
lovers and beloveds. The maidens adorn with ornaments and wrapping the shawl over their 
shoulders and hang it upon their necks on important social occasions. The possession of the shawl 
is a pride to them. 


The Dungaria maidens have emotional attachment with the shawl. Their emotions find expression 
in every step from starting of the knitting work to completion and use. While making the shawl in 
their dormitory they enjoy the peer group transactions like sharing of tobacco powder and 
exchange of complementary and reciprocate love for each other. While some maidens dream the 
romantic feelings with their possible mates for whom they were making the shawls, some lament 
upon their lost love, betrayal and deceit. The shawl brings them all memories, pleasant and 
unpleasant; good and bad. While working in the turmeric field, they feel the yellow in the shawl. 
When, they are inside the pineapple and banana orchards they feel the green of the shawl. And the 
joy and happiness that they get from the shawl elates their state of mind to put up a good work. 
Even while doing the slashing and burning for shifting cultivation, the young men keep wearing the 
shawl, believing that they would remain all safe from the fire, and also their hard toil would reward 
them with good harvest. Further, to increase the fertility of the soil they give fowl sacrifice in their 
fields, which is represented by oblique lines on the shawl. All these oblique lines are knitted with 
red coloured thread. Usually, the maidens and bachelors use new shawl and the old shawls are 
used by elderly men and women to cover their body. 


While conducting meeting and conferences in the community hall, many old men and women wrap 
this shawl over their shoulders. They imagine the community hall designed on their shawl in shape 
of ‘Kandabas.’ Some ‘Kandabas’ are knitted in red coloured thread and some are in green. In the 
lower part of the ‘Kandaba,’ yellow coloured thread knitting is done. This symbolizes the goodwill 
and cordial cooperation among the various clans of ‘Mutha’ groups. Since, it is the symbol of 
heredity, ethics and ethers of administration; one has to realize the political implication and 
significance of the shawl. Above all, some of the specific parts of that shawl influence the political 
life of the Dungaria Kondhs. The embroidered and acrimonious shawl what the Dungaria Kondhs 
use during the time of Meria festival, and other occasions is known as Reki Kapdaganda, but 
commonly it is known as Dungaria shawl. Though the shawl is being used by everybody from the 
age of five to fifty years old in the community, only the maidens make the embroidery work on it. 
The Dungaria Kondh uses this kind of shawl, as a traditional cloth which has several social-cultural 
implications.

Tools and materials used for production of embroidery work: 


Pit Loom: Pit loom, stand loom and frame loom are three kinds of looms predominantly used by 
handloom weavers. The pit loom is a loom installed on the ground / floor with a pit having two 
peddles set in the pit for the weaver to operate. Pit loom weaving is considered to be better 
weaving as the woven fabric retains the character of the fiber and fabric due to the proximity of the 
loom to the ground. The ground absorbs the tension and speed and makes the fabric more 
breathable. 


Yarn: First cotton is collected from the field to make yarn and the yarn is prepared by hand 
spinning so the count size of yarn is only 10. The same yarn is taken for the weaving of the base 
fabric for Kapadaganda. The count size of basic fabric used is always the same that is 10 which 
will be strong and long lasting. This is another uniqueness of Kapadaganda. 


Pipli: A tiny knife (pipli) with colorful thread balls at its metal handle adorns the hair lock of women 
that also serves the purpose of cutting threads as and when required. 


Katri: It is used to cut the cloth for making Kapdagonda. The katri is an indigenous cutting tool 
which has multiple uses. It is used by women for cutting thread or cloth while doing embroidery 
work. The tool is also used for farming, hunting etc in day to day life. For women it is a utility tool 
that serves many purposes. So, women keep it fixed to their hair as a clip. 


Weft Winding: Weft winding is one of the processes carried out by the women artisans. Weft in a 
fabric is yarn which passes across the fabric width. Weft yarn is passed through the warp yarn to 
create the fabric structure. Weaving is highly dependent on the pre-loom activity, which is in crisis 
at present. One of the main reasons is women going out of the house for other livelihood activities. 


Needle: A very fine slender piece of polished metal with a point at one end and a hole or eye for 
thread at the other, used in sewing. 


Uniqueness: 


The Dungaria (embroidered) shawl (Kapdaganda) is one of the widely popular, colourful, attractive 
indigenous products of Dungaria Kondh. It is most admirable customary item within their own 
community as well as by outsiders. The Dungaria Kondh, a section of numerically preponderant 
Kondh tribe wears off-white coarse cotton cloth. These clothes give them comfort while doing the 
daily activities. During festivals, ceremonies, fairs 


Observed in different seasons, they wear a shawl (locally known as Kapdaganda). The shawl is 
very favourite costume in special occasions worn by both males and females. This shawl is hand 
woven and basically made by young girls and women.. The white cloth is known as Ganda or 
Kapda. Some points of uniqueness are given below: 


e Indigenous tools and techniques are used in making of the Kapadaganda. 

e It is one of the age-old practices to make Kapadaganda with typical geometrical designs, 
motifs using particular colours of threads. 

° This particular Kapadaganda design is embroidered on the white fabric of particular size 


and dimensions and in hoary past it was being worn by the Dungarias during their visit to 
king’s house for gifting new vegetables, fruits or any other forest produce. Historically, this 
process of using the designed Kapadaganda by the Dungaria Kondh started during the 
period of King Vikram Dev of Jeypur estate. This Kapadaganda was used initially as new 
dress for catching sight of the king and it was the only new dress available to them, 
prepared by them utilizing the available resources for yarn, dye and weaving also. 
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The yarn is prepared by collecting cotton from the field which is hand-spun. Hence, the 
count size of the yarn is only 10. The yarn is used for the weaving of the base fabric. The 
10-count cotton is strong and long lasting. 

Usually three colors i.e., green, yellow and red are used for embroidery work. Each color 
has intrinsic and extrinsic socio-cultural values and symbolism. These colours are used not 
only to enhance the beauty of the cloth, but also to maintain its uniqueness. 

In olden days only skin friendly natural vegetable colours were used. It is comfortable to 
body and long lasting. 

The design which was being embroidered in geometrical shape has been continuing since 
the beginning and the art is known to the Dungaria women only, not to anybody else. This 
design process has been passing from generation to generation and it is the duty of senior 
women to teach the young girls of their family to carry forward the same to the next 
generation. 

This product has become famous not only in Odisha and India but also its demand has 
been escalating in the world market due to the particular design or motif, which is attractive 
and its production process is very indigenous. The spinning, weaving and dyeing and the 
embroidery work is made by one and the only community, the Dungaria Kondhs of 
Raygada district of Odisha only. 

Last but not the least, women group does the needle works on the shawl and also inspires 
younger ones to knit shawls which in a way is their mark of identity. Usually, the maidens 
gift the shawl to their younger brothers. Mostly younger boys and girls of the tribe use it to 
attract their respective lovers and beloveds, because, this shawl is not used as an ordinary 
dress material in the Dungaria society, rather it is used as a medium of love and it leads to 
selection of mates for marriage. 


This rare work of fine arts is popular throughout the world, from the foothills of Niyamagiri to 


different

foreign countries. Its demand is gradually increasing day by day not only at the national 
t also in the international level. The community has been receiving applauses for their 


technical acumen, intelligence, skill and articulation of the Dungaria Kondh maidens. The 
symbolisms that are used on the shawl have social, cultural, economic and political implications 
and it has gained popularity all over the world. The Dungaria Kondh embroidered shawl, is the 
mirror of the Dungaria Kondh society and culture. This shawl has become a symbol of their socio- 
cultural life as well as existential worldviews.

The 
seeds, commonly known as ‘anardana’ are separated by hand and dried by spreading. After 
keeping some produce for self use 


‘Ramban Anardana’ is used in the preparation of chutneys with mint, green chillies, 
sugar,Anardana powder, Anardana Juice, Anardana sauce, Anardana Jelly, Anardana salad 
etc, considered useful in relieving summer heat within the body and for stomach-ache and 
constipation — the remaining stock is sold.

The Districts Ramban, Doda, Udhampur, Rajouri and Reasi are one of the hilly districts in the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir, endowed with appropriate climatic conditions for fostering plants 
and trees. The climatic conditions vary according to the altitude. In low lying areas like Ramban 
town temperature goes up to 42°C and in high ranges it drops to even sub zero level. This 
climatic variation has broadened the scope for growing varieties of fruit and non-fruit bearing 
trees. These districts have very high potential of Anardana production. 


The sun-dried, sour, whole Anardana seeds, called anardana in Hindi constitute a minor forest 
produce (MFP). Jammu and Kashmir is one of the leading producers and exporters of this 
commodity and contributes about 500 - 550 tons annually. 


Ramban Anardana is directly linked with the climatic condition, environmental friendly and 
geographical area for its unique quality. The main reason for concentrating on horticulture 
sector is due to the sloppy, hilly and rough topographical conditions of this district in which 
agriculture sector finds limited scope for its development and thus prosperity of local 
community dependent upon the horticulture product prominently with Anardana. 


The seeds along with the fleshy portions are dried and commercially marked as Anardana and 
widely used as condiment. The main assembling centre for Anardana is Ramban and 
Udhampur from where distribution is done all over the country for commercial purpose.

Method of Production: 


Ramban Anardana, locally referred to as ‘Dhruni,’ is an important fruit tree growing wild in hilly 
tracts and forests of Jammu and Kashmir State between 1000-2500 mean sea level. The 
Anardana (Punica granatum) is a fruit-bearing deciduous shrub or small tree growing between 
5 and 8 m (16-26 ft) tall. This small tree grows wild in Ramban, Rajouri, Doda, Reasi and 
Udhampur districts where it forms extensive patches on open dry slopes. 


The fruits are harvested for its fleshy seeds, collection of ripe fruits usually starts during August 
and continues up to October. 


Ramban Anardana is directly linked with the climatic condition, environmental friendly and 
geographical area for its unique quality. The main reason for concentrating on horticulture 
sector is due to the sloppy, hilly and rough topographical conditions of this district in which 
agriculture sector finds limited scope for its development and thus prosperity of local 
community dependent upon the horticulture product prominently with Anardana. 


Flowering and fruiting season 

The flowering season of the wild Anardana in Ramban and nearby areas was observed to be 
from March to last week of May. However, the fruiting season under these conditions was 
observed to be from last week of August to end of September. 


In these areas, fruits are hand-picked towards the middle of October, when they are ripe and 
brown red in colour. Seeds with the pulp are separated by hand from the rind and are dried in 
the sun for about 10 -15 days when the colour of the seeds turns reddish brown. The main 
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assembling centre for anardana is Udhampur (J & K State) from where distribution is done all 
over the country. 


Yield 


The yield varies with the size of the tree. Anardana is an erect deciduous spreading shrub 
or tree. 

It is 8 to 10 m high; stem, woody and thorny; girth of main stem, 48 to 78 cm; wood very 
hard and light yellow; leaves shed in December, new light red leaves appearing in the 
middle of March. 

Flowers, sessile, bracteates, complete, actinomorphic, persistent, thick, fleshy, 2.9 cm in 
diameter; petals, 6 stamens, numerous; ovary inferior. Seeds angular with a fleshy aril 
which constitutes the edible part; colour varying from red to pinkish white. 

The dried rind yields a fast yellow dye, which is used for dying cloth and making hair dye. 
The root bark contained 22 percent of tannins which could be used for tanning and dying 
leather. The fruit rind contains 30 percent tannins for tanning leather. 

The Ramban Anardana juice of the fresh leaves and young fruits is useful in dysentery, 
whereas bark contains an alkaloid and punicine, which are highly toxic to tapeworms. The 
unripe fruits and flower buds are astringent, and are useful in inducing vomiting and the 
rind of the fruit is given in chronic diarrhoea and dysentery. 

The juice of the fruit can make a good squash. The wood of the tree is very hard and 
durable. It is generally used in making agricultural implements. 


Harvesting: The Ramban Anardana fruits were procured from Ramban area of Jammu region, 
(1265 m above mean sea level) for procuring Anardana. The fruits are harvested when the rind 
attains the proper colour. Owing to the cracking of the fruits, 


Anardanas are harvested at immature stage. The fruits are clipped off with a sharp scissors 
from its stalk. Harvesting is generally done at weekly intervals. Yield - 30-50 fruits/plant Post 
harvest management of wild Anardana. 


After collecting ripen Anardana, the producer cut collected Anardana with a sharp knife 
and collects the extracted Anardana in a bigger pot. 

The delicious, edible seeds are extracted by cutting the crown of a fresh Anardana, 
removing some of the pith, scoring the Anardana peel, 

After collecting plenty of Anardana, it is washed and cleaned in a water tubimmersing and 
soaking the fruit in water, and finally, separating the seeds. Alternatively, Anardana juice 
can be purchased, which is made from the pressed juicy seed membranes. 

After cleaning the Anardana, the growers used gunny bags for drying of seeds which 
resulted in the quality deterioration of product thus instead of these gunny bags, muslin 
cloth has been used which is proved to be helpful in maintaining the quality of Anardana. 
The growers mainly dry their product in open sun rays. A polytent house structure is being 
used for sun drying of Anardana. The quality of product is similar to that of dried in open 
sun light. By using these methods, the quality of the Anardana is improved and it gives 
good price to the growers in the national market. 

The Anardana was packed in different packaging materials like gunny bags, aluminum 
pouches and aluminums laminated pouches with vacuum. All the packages were stored 
under ambient temperature (9.8-24°C) and refrigerated temperature (4-7°C) for a period 
of 12 months and overall effect of storage period, storage conditions and packaging was 
analyzed for changes in various quality attributes

Sun dried Anardana from mature and ripened fruit remained fresh in polybags even after 3 
months of storage at room temperature; whereas in dried seeds of immature fruits some larvae 
were found which deteriorate the quality of anardana. 


Instead of gunny bags for drying on rooftops, they use muslin cloth for hygienic drying. Small 
poly tent structures are also be used for septic drying of Anardana. 


Gloves to be used for separating seeds from septa so as to overcome blackening or tanning of 
hands. Sun drying for 38 hours is found to be best followed by poly tent house sun drying.

Koraput is a district of India in southern Odisha, with headquarters at Koraput. Koraput district 
located on the backdrop of green valley contemplating immaculate freshness was established on 
1st April 1936. Decorated by dense forests, waterfalls, and terraced valleys and dating springs, the 
district is very much influenced by its rare gifts of nature which have attracted some aboriginal 
races like the Gadabas and Bondas and gives them shelter in its lap.

I) Method of Production: 

The landrace variety Kalajeera rice of Koraput district is suited to different agro ecological 
condition. Kalajeera rice is upholding nutritional and cooking quality as well as aroma and 
resistance to several biotic and abiotic. 

There are customary rituals associated with the selection of seeds although the actual practice 
varies between tribes and family. Pure and quality seeds of Kalajeera rice are selected from 
standing crops before harvesting both from mother panicles and other healthy panicles to get a 
uniform crop stand and healthy plant resulting in increased yield. 


Tools: Hal (plough), khurpi ( hoes ), Daranta ( sickle ), phaora, Kodala, Rassa (rope), These tools 
are all made locally and are of a very simple and primitive 


Paddy Selection: Practice: 


The mother pinnacle and other healthy pinnacles and successive step of seed purification through 
thrashing by leg and hand winnowing, training by picking undersized of color seeds and sun drying 
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then after storage with bio pesticides. The tribal extends their knowledge and skill to coming 
generation. 


Seed Selection Method: Seeds selection is associated with tribal customs and rituals performed 
at home. Seed selection procedure differs between the upland, medium land and low land. The 
tribal women take the seeds in a new bamboo basket to a nearby pond and sink 3/4 of the basket 
in the water and holding the basket very tightly. Then they stir continuously by hand to allow weed 
seed, chaff, straw and small undersized light weight grains to float atop. On discarding the floating 
waste, they handover the seeds to men for sowing. 


The tribal culture is integral to the selection and preservation of healthy plants for panicle selection. 
As a part of tribal culture tribal communities celebrate Bandapana Parab in the month of August in 
which women select few healthy plants in the field. They tie hand woven threads dipped in turmeric 
water to selected plants along with a palm leaf written with mantras or annotations. The village 
priest (disari) gives each family the thread and the palm leaf. Women also give rice cakes, 
payasam. Jaggery and banana as offerings to the Goddess to ensure tillering vigour and a bumper 
crop harvest. 


This selection process results in a comparatively higher germination percentage and fewer weeds 
in the field. Traditional seed selection practice is very crucial regarding pure and quality seed of 
Kalajeera rice. It enables tribal communities to maintained and develop the purity and quality of 
Kalajeera ice. Along with associated traditional knowledge seed selection practices are an integral 
part of the informal seed system of the tribal at Koraput. 


The tribal family of Koraput selects Kalajeera rice seed at two different stage — 
1. Before sowing and 2. Harvesting 


Nursery - Seeds of Kalajeera rice are selected before bed preparation. Kalajeera rice seedlings 
are raised in the nursery. Nursery preparation starts in 2"¢ week of June and this cycle complete in 
the First week of July. It is a 21 to 25 days cycle. 


Field preparation - The tribal farmers of Kalajeera rice prepare land for Kalajeera rice cultivation. 
From ploughing the field to transplantation of seeds in the field is done manually by Hal and 
Bullocks. As soon as the first shower falls, the the Kalajeera cultivators starts cattle dragging 
primitive ploughs, which as a rule never penetrate a foot below the surface of the soil. The land is 
ploughed as often as the weather and the resources of the cultivator permit.The soil after being 
turned up is exposed to the action of the sun and wind The peasant then waits for the showers 
which usher in the monsoon, and starts sowing as soon as they appear in May or June. 


Transplantation of seeds - In lowlands, before sowing, men take three handfuls of seeds from 
Kalajeera landrace. At an auspicious time fixed by the Disari (the village priest cum traditional 
healer), they take the seeds to the field in a new bamboo basket. Placing a Dia (lamp) over the 
basket. They sow all the seeds in one corner of the field in different patches. Between the3rd and 
the 8th day they verify the survival rate of the landraces sown. They then remove the seedlings 
from the field and undertake bulk sowing of desired seeds with 80% survival rate. The whole 
plantation process of Kalajeera rice is completed through following the traditions. The 
transplantation of Kalajeera rice is completely manual and it is completed till the first week of 
August. 


Weed management and use of manure — Green manure is very useful for raising the fertility of 


the soil as it directly adds nitrogen to the soil. It also improves the texture of the soil by addition of 
organic matter. It creates better conditions for increase of useful bacteria in the soil.

Harvesting — From seed sowing in Nursery to cultivation of Kala Jeera Rice is a traditional practice 
of tribal community of Koraput and it is conducted very ritually. The harvesting start in the mid of 
October and complete before November. It is done manually by the tribal. Occasionally young girls 
help their mothers in this process by winnowing and physically picking out under sized and off 
colour grains, sticks, sand and small stones to clean the seeds and get rid of impurities. 


Post Harvesting — After harvesting and winnowing the Kala Jeera Rice are sun dried on cow dung 
smeared floor for 2-3 days and stored for further domestic use and in the next sowing season. 


Uniqueness: 


“Kalajeera Rice is the renowned agriculture landrace variety of Koraput district in Odisha. Many 
Gazetteers, Government documents Articles researcher scholars, Authors, Historians, travelers as 
well as electronic and print media have exclusively and prominently mentioned this rice in their 
description. Koraput is known to be a centre of origin and diversity of Asian cultivated rice 
(Oryzasativa L.) and recently recognized as one of the agro-biodiversity hot spots in India. 


The Koraput Kalajeera rice is grown in a specific geographical area which is close to mountains 
and sea and is purely in the laps of the nature .The tools and technique involved in cultivation 
practices are innovated and engineered by the local tribal producers. 


1. Kalajeera rice is unique and typical and specific in its color, taste, texture and aroma. The 
paddy of Kalajeera in black, but obtained rice from the paddy is white. 

2. Kalajeera are mostly tall, medium to long duration type with long panicle, more number of 
grains/panicle and having moderate to high yield. 

3. Kalajeera rice is cultivated with proper traditional method. The ancestors of the present tribal 
communities have domesticated rice in the region for thousands of years contributing to 
conservation of Kalajeera rice.

Specification: 


Arunachal Pradesh carpet has many salient features which makes it one of the best handicrafts of 
the country. This carpet has great demand in local, national and international market due to its 
motifs, color combination, pattern, designs and durability. 


The manufactures Arunachal Pradesh carpet have variety of designs expressed through different 
motifs through weaved carpets according to use and status of the user in the society. 


One of the beauty and most significant secrets of Arunachal Pradesh history is the origin of the 
essential knotting technique that is used to create handmade carpets. 


e In Arunachal Pradesh Carpet Weavers utilize the Traditional knot; where rugs are woven by 
wrapping in continues length of yarn over a rod laid across the warps stretched on the loom. 

e When the rod will be wrapped for its entire length, a knife is slid along the rod, cutting the 
wrapped yarn into two rows of pile tuft.

e One of the uniqueness of carpet making is the development of carpet knot. Knots were 
developed independently in this geographical area. No other cultures are known to use the 
knots. 

e The texture of carpets differs from the quality and nature of the material. Carpets are made in 
both double and single knotting system in Arunachal Pradesh. 

e The carpet weavers of Arunachal employ indigenous dying practices for color making which is 
very traditional and organic. The carpets of Arunachal portray the opulent nature and 
biodiversity of the region in their colour combinations and designs, such as the variety in 
flower motifs. 

e Some of their colors used in weaving and their making process are- Yellow is extracted from 
the dried bark of a plant locally called Tagapapa. The small pieces of the bark are boiled ina 
pan and the wool is immersed into it. 

e Dark red is taken from the Marchu plant. The wool is immersed in boiling water with dried 
small pieces of the plant along with a small quantity of Surka a yellowish soil, to get the 
distinct colour. 

e Light reddish extracted from the powder of the seeds of Gyachu / Sungkan plant. 

e The weavers boil the powder with the woolto get the right hue. Red is obtained from Lani, a 
creeper. Small pieces of the dried creeper are mixed with Surka and are boiled toyield the 
colour. 

e Black is extracted by boiling Pachang, an herb, and also mixed with little quantity of Surka. 
These altogether create a unique component of the Arunachali carpet craft. 


Description: 


The carpets of Arunachal portray the opulent nature and biodiversity of the region in their colour 
combinations and designs, such as the variety in flower motifs. 


West Kameng District is having rich heritage of hand loom and handicrafts activities which are 
directly associated with the culture of the people of Arunachal Pradesh The fine art of Carpet- 
weaving is by far the most popular with the tourists. In the days of yore, carpet weaving for the 
Monpa womenfolk used to be meant exclusively to meet the domestic requirements and demand 
from the tourists, carpet weaving has today become a profitable cottage industry for many Monpa 
women. To preserve and promote Handloom and handicraft activities, the Department of Textile 
and Handicrafts have been running training programmes in various trades like carpet, weaving 
trainees at its Craft Centre at Bomdila and Kalaktang. 


The Monpas classify the carpets as per their use and the status of the user in the society, 
expressed through different designs. They have three major categories of carpets — 


Khatan : The Khatan variety of carpet is used as a seat. These are designed and named according 
to the status of the user, such as Singy-norbu, Khangoon-ma, Meesering, etc. The Singy-Norbu 
carpet comes with a combination of colours and is designed with the figure of an imaginary snow 
lion with pearls, meant for the well-to-do. The Knangoon-ma appears in a flower-like design called 
Kholo, woven in a yellow background and is meant for the lamas, who otherwise never seat on a 
carpet with motifs of animals, birds, etc. The Measuring variety, which comes with a panoramic 
view, tree, deer, bird, mountain and spring, has a splash of colours on a maroon or yellow 
background. 


Thrisu-tan: The Thrisu-tan variety is named after motifs such as Cha-sung, Mupcha-khaptaktan, 
Druk-khap-tan and so on. The Cha-sung contains a figure of an imaginary bird in flying pose with a 
border of koikhuti, azigzag design. The Mupchas portray a pair of peacocks; the Khaptak-tan 
carpet comes with a border of either cross design (Indulucky) or zigzag (Koikhuti). The Druk- 
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Khaptak consists of a picture of four dragons facing each other in the middle with the Khochuri 
design on the border. 


Maksu-maktan: The Maksu-maktan carpet is specially designed for horseback. The carpet as two 
wings and looks like a butterfly called Gyagamaktan when wings are of irregular pattern and Wapi- 
maktan when wings are rectangular in shape. A separate rectangular piece of carpet with floral 
design called Khasuis a part of Maksu-maktan, placed on the middle of the wings. The carpet is 
fastened on a horseback in honour of lamas and gaonburas (village heads). 


All these signify that the designs in Arunachali carpets not only portray their beliefs, ethos and 
ethics but also indicate their utility and that of their users. 


Traditional Design Carpet. 


Giant Tiger Carpet 

Tigers embody power and a balanced mind. Tigers are a symbol of power and strength. They are 
seen as the animal from the south. They are frequently shown strolling in a bamboo forest. The 
Tiger carpets symbolize power and strength. 


Geometric Carpet 
The swastika is usually found in four corners of the carpets. Swastika means a Buddhist symbol 
that refers to eternal happiness. The Carpets containing Swastika symbolizes Eternal happiness. 


Traditional Process: 

Step1: Wool sorting and washing 

The Sheep’s wool needs to be cleaned of foreign matter that could have been stuck to the sheep 
as this could prevent the die from sticking. 


Step 2: Carding 

This process is done so that it breaks the wool fibers down and allows it to be spun. This can be 
done by hand or by machine, although the former leads to a better texture and is what his factory 
uses. 


Step 3: Spinning 
The wool is spun on spinning wheels (charikas) by hand into yarn. 


Step 4: Dying 
The wool can be dyed by machines or by hand through pot dying to give wool beautiful colors. 


Step 5: Drying 
Then, the wool is dried in the sun to set the colors after dying them. 


Step 6: Knotting 
Firstly a sketch is made and the design is created as a template on a grid, with each box 
representing one knot. The knotting period, since it is done by hand, may take many months. 


Carpets come in three main levels of quality, 60 knots per square inch, 80 knots per square inch, or 
100 knots per square inch. Finished carpets can have 500,000 knots overall, each painstakingly 
knotted by hand also the quality of carpets depends on the knots made. 


Step 7: Trimming 


After knotting is done, then the carpet is cut along the edges of where colors meet within the rug, to 
make the design stand out more.

Step 8: Washing 
The carpets are washed with water and chemicals and left to dry again so that the color sets and it 
exactly looks the same even after a hundred years. 


Step 9: Stretching 

Since washing causes shrinkage, therefore the carpets are stretched on a rack to make them as 
straight as possible, and to return them to the original size. Glue is also applied on the back of the 
rugs as they dry to hold them in shape. 


Step 10: Finishing 

Arunachal Pradesh carpet has many salient features which makes it one of the best handicrafts of 
the country. This carpet has great demand in local, national and international market due to its 
motifs, color combination, pattern, designs and durability.

Manufacturing of Arunachal Pradesh carpet is done in whole of Arunachal Pradesh, but 
predominantly in the following four districts of Arunachal Pradesh. 


Tawang District is located at Latitude - 27.5861° N, and Longitude at 91.8594° E 

West Kameng District is located at Latitude - 27.3428° N, and Longitude at 92.3024° E

Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


Arunachal Pradesh is the largest among the seven states located in the northeast of India, with an 
area of 83,743 sq kms. It shares its borders with the neighboring countries of Bhutan in the west, 
China (Tibet) in the north and northeast, Myanmar in the east and southeast, and the Indian states 
of Assam and Nagaland in the south. The geographic location of the state provides immense 
opportunities for international trade with South Asian countries such as Myanmar, Bhutan, and 
China. 


As per Buddhist literature, the art of carpet-making goes back to 500 BC. Among the North Eastern 
States, only Arunachal Pradesh has a long tradition of this craft. 


The state is divided into five cultural zones. The first is the Tawang and Kameng regions, where the 
tribes settled are Buddhist Monpas, Sherdupens, Akas, Mijis and Khowas. The second zone lying 
to the east of the first covers the area of East Kameng and Lower and Upper Subansiri. The tribes 
settled there are Nyishis, Banginis, Sulungs, Apatanis, Nas, Tagins Mikirs and Hill Miris. The third 
zone covers some parts of the Upper Subansiri and the East and West Siang districts, where the 
Adis, a major tribe, dominate. As it happens in every religion, the practice of Buddhism in 
Arunachal has been greatly impacted by the local tradition of nature worship and food habit. 


The Monpa tribes are ancient ethnic group of descent in India part of Arunachal Pradesh in the 
district of Tawang and West Kameng. Comparing to other tribes of North East Monpa is mostly 
populated. Presently they are also one 56 officially recognize culture group in China. The Monpa 
Tribe is also found in district of Cuona in the Tibet where they know by Menba. They share close 
affinity with sharchops of Bhutan. Approximately 45% Monpa people live in Arunachal Pradesh 
25% found in Tawang district remaining are in West Kameng district and East Kameng district 
border with Bhutan.

Monpa tribe is one of the primitive tribes of Arunachal Pradesh. The tribal community is divided into 
six sub-groups. Monpa tribe constitutes of five percent of the total population of tribal communities 
throughout the whole Arunachal Pradesh state. Monpa tribe is considered to be one of the primitive 
tribes of Tawang District and West Kameng District. They ardently believe on Buddhism. Monpa 
people have expertise in weaving. The Monpa tribe has a kinship with the Sharchops residing in 
Bhutan. Though the language of this tribal community is of Tibeto-Burman family, but it notably 
differs from the dialect of Eastern Tibet. 


Eminent anthropologists have penned down a lot of things about the role of Monpa tribe in trade 
during pre-colonial and colonial era of Arunachal Pradesh. Monpa tribe even proved to be really 
efficient in playing the role of intermediaries in trade that Assam had with a foreign country within 
Arunachal Pradesh. These ‘provisions’ led Monpa of Twang and East Kameng districts curb their 
motions within 'sub Montana forest’. 


The Monpa tribe is important tribes of Arunachal Pradesh. Traditions customs of Monpa is based 
on the Tibetan chugha even though Men and women both wear clothes which cover their body and 
keep them warm like woolen coats trousers, jackets. Men are used to wear hats which design with 
peacock feather. Being skilled craftsmen, the Monpas traditionally engaged themselves in weaving 
and preparing bamboo products.

Districts Edited by S. Dutta Cboudhury-1996 --- Carpet-making The Monpas are adept in the 
craft of carpet-making. The carpets and mats woven in Tawang, Bomdila and other places 
of West Kamcng arc in great demand for their artistic beauty, lovely designs and 
elegant soft texture. 
The yarn is obtained from the plains or is manufactured locally from the bark of plants known 
as hongchong and hongche. The local yarn prepared from hongche is strong and is used for 
making fishing nets and bow-strings. The bark of hongchong is poisonous, and as such, 
women cover their hands with cloth when removing the bark which is then soaked in boiling 
water, and washed several times till it decomposes and becomes pulpy. The fibre is then 
extracted and, after drying, is spun with the help of a bamboo spindle and fly-wheel.

Method of Production: 


Raw Material: The basic raw material of carpet-making is wool, extracted both from the sheep and 
the yak. In the olden times, people reared sheep for this purpose. The wool is typically extracted by 
cutting the fur of the sheep with the help of traditional scissors called Chaksit. The extracted wool is 
then smeared with an iron comb-like brush called Yoker and boiled and washed with charcoal 
before spreading it under the sun to dry. 


Carpet making is one of the traditional ancient crafts of Arunachal Pradesh. Those carpets are 
traditionally made from Highland sheep’s wool of Arunachal Pradesh called changpen. The carpets 
were first used for secular, utilitarian purposes, and therefore allowed for a greater range of artistic 
expression. For hundreds of years, the tribes of this geographical area have used carpets for 
decorative and functional purposes, drawing upon geometric patterns, auspicious symbols, real 
and mythical animals, and natural imagery to create beautiful, colorful designs and subject matter.

The traditional loin loom consists of several bamboo sticks around which continuous warp is 
wound. They are as follows:- 


CHUGSHING (side posts) ‘- Used during warping purpose. 

THEE (middle liner) ‘- Placed horizontally in between chugshing 

TAMA/ THAKCHUNG (wooden beater) :- 1no.Used for beating weft/picks 

NYE (Heald) ‘- Used for inserting pirn (phoon) 

WOOLIE (Bamboo shed stick) ‘- The weft is inserted into the shed formed 

KETHA (Leather back strap) : Worn round the lower back of the weaver while weaving. 

KAMPA (Bamboo hook/ weft beam) ‘- Used to tie the leather back strap 

CHER (wooden temple) ‘-Used for holding the selvedge of woven cloth in a loom. 

PHOON (Pirn) ‘- Used for inserting the weft thread from one end to 
another end 


THASHING/DANGSHING (wooden posts) :- It is the main stand of Loin loom 


Color Designs and Motifs: 

e The colours, the motifs and the sizes of carpets may make you marvel at the variety found in 
Arunachal Pradesh. 

e Colours in Buddhism indicate different symbols as such white means delusion of ignorance 
becoming wisdom of reality; Yellow means delusion of pride becoming wisdom of sameness; 
Red, delusion of attachment becoming wisdom of discernment; Green, delusion of envy 
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becoming wisdom accomplishment and Blue means delusion of anger becoming mirror-like 
wisdom. These colours are, therefore, commonly used in carpet weaving. 

e The language of symbols is easily recognizable in carpet knotting. Buddhist symbols 
combined with some other symbol gives complete another meaning most of the motifs of 
these carpets are influenced and motivated by the age old culture of this region which is more 
or less readable. 

e A pictorial carpet is mainly referred to as an ornamental carpet which is specially prepared for 
decoration as well and informative purpose weather for hanging in a room or walls of the hall. 
These types of carpets are generally made up of silk and some of them are also made from 
wool. In the context of Asian art, the symbols themselves are part of visual composition. 

e The symbols of carpets are mostly of Arunachal Pradesh origin. Others, like many animal 
depictions, have their roots within the Buddhist mythology. All symbols in traditional carpets 
have in common and they are promising. 

e The wool extracted from yaks is mostly used to weave course textiles like blankets, jackets, 
traditional head gear, caps, etc. Traditional tools like the Chakshit and Yoker are used to 
extract the wool from yaks too. 

e Dragons are symbols for power, strength, and divine protection. They also represent wisdom, 
fortune, and advancement .They represent that the very best divine power on Earth_and were, 
for that reason, reserved for the emperor. The dragon stands for the Yin, symbolizing the East 
and therefore rain. Additionally, it's a male element and also denotes masculinity. The Dragon 
motif carpet of Arunachal Pradesh tribes symbolizes power, strength, and divine Protection. 

e Carpets consisting of the design of Phoenix refer to grace and elegance. The mythical bird 
phoenix combines the five qualities of a good life: virtuousness, a way of duty, blamelessness, 
humanity, and dependability. In its symbolic grace and elegance, the phoenix. The Phoenix in 
The carpets symbolizes grace and elegance that adds to the family, work on other places. 


The loom: Loom has two vertical wooden beams with fixed pages at the top and the bottom, while 

two horizontal beams carry the warp threads cotton are tied to each other. 

e The knotting is done by looping wool along the warp along with a rod which is held at right 
angle to the warp. The knotting is started from one end and finished at the other. 

e The loops on the rod are cut by gliding edge of a chisel to release the rod, and then, a three 
ply twisted wool is thrown across the warps to fix up the loose loops of wool. 

e To weave design on a carpet, desired colour woo is placed in lieu of the ground coloured wool 
in the normal course of weaving. 

e After completion of weaving, the carpet is dressed by cutting unwanted wools and finally 
brushed. 

e The carpet weaving is a traditional craft of the Monpa women. Any interested women can 
learn the carpet weaving by associating with expert women. 

e The carpets and mate woven in Tawang, Bomdila and other places of West Kameng are in 
great demand for their artistic beauty, lovely designs and elegant soft texture. 


Handmade Carpet weaving process at Arunachal Pradesh: 

STEP No. 1: Designing on Graph paper. 

First and foremost the designer makes a design on the graph paper. The size, design and color are 
confirmed before drawing the design. 

STEP No. 2: Balling of Yarns 

The person who makes yarn into round shape with the help of Khorlo is called baller in the carpet 
center. The required yarn is balled from the yarn store and make ready to be used for carpet 
weaving. 

STEP No. 3: Making of base on looms. 

The cotton yarn 6/6 is used for base of carpet, first the material is wrapped on the looms according 
to the size of the carpet to make ready for the weaving. 

STEP No. 4: Weaving. 
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The weaving is the main part in making the carpet; the weavers weaved the carpet according to the 
design given on the graph. 

STEP No. 5: Cutting off from the looms. 

After weaving, the carpet is checked for its size, design and color, after that the carpet is cut off 
from the looms and sends it for embossing section. 

STEP No: 6: Embossing 

The embossing is the final step of the process, in this stage; the embosser with the tools like 
scissor and scissor knife gives finishing touch to the design of the carpet, In simple words the 
carpet gets polish and comes out with beauty of its design and become ready for sell. 

STEP No. 7: Tagging & Labeling 

After finishing touch from embossing section, the product is labelled for size, knots and other 
details like weaver’s name. 


J) Uniqueness: 


Handmade carpet in Arunachal Pradesh is a unique replication of artistic craftsmanship. Several 
Gazetteers, research paper, historical, traveler, scholar and media has prominently mentioned the 
uniqueness, motifs, importance, beauty and pattern of this handmade carpet of Arunachal 
Pradesh. 


e Carpet weaving in Arunachal is mostly seen in the regions same as that of the painting 
making. The carpets of the state have been acclaimed to be of National & International repute, 
which definitely adds a feather in the cap of Arunachal. Apart from carpets, wall hanging, 
cushion pad, telephone pad, floor covering, etc are also handmade in the state. 

e Arunachal Pradesh has a rich tradition of Handicrafts and Carpet Weaving. The products 
reflect the rich and varied culture of the tribes inhabiting this enchanting State and the 
products featured are representative of the wide range of Handicrafts produced in the State. 

e Arunachal Pradesh carpet has many salient features which makes it one of the best 
handicrafts of the country. This carpet has great demand in local, national and international 
market due to its motifs, color combination, pattern, designs and durability 

e One of the beauty and most significant secrets of Arunachal Pradesh history is the origin of 
the essential knotting technique that is used to create handmade carpets. 

e In Arunachal Pradesh Carpet Weavers utilize the Traditional knot; where rugs are woven by 
wrapping in continues length of yarn over a rod laid across the warps stretched on the loom. 

e When the rod will be wrapped for its entire length, a knife is slid along the rod, cutting the 
wrapped yarn into two rows of pile tuft. 

e One of the uniqueness of carpet making is the development of carpet knot. Knots were 
developed independently in this geographical area. No other cultures are known to use the 
knots. 

e The texture of carpets differs from the quality and nature of the material. Carpets are made in 
both double and single knotting system in Arunachal Pradesh. 

e The colors are organic and made from local plant in a traditional method. 

e The tools, techniques and designs are traditionally developed as per the need of the tribal of 
the geographical area.

E) Specification: 


Some of the finest and best wood-carving in the entire area of Arunachal Pradesh are found among 
the Wanchos of the Tirap District. The central motif in wood-carving is a human head. 


The unique wood carving art is intimately interwoven in the socio-cultural fabric of the skillful 
Noctes of Tirap and the Wanchos of Longding, Changlong districts of Arunachal Pradesh. 


e Very exclusive wood carving product like Kham or Log drum, carved out of huge wood or tree 
trunk is an exotic example of creativity and craftsmanship of Wancho people. 

e Varying in size as much as 12 meters in length and 3 meter in circumference, log drums are 
an integral part of Wancho life. The figure of a typical log drum comprises of head, body and 
tail. Sometimes these are highly decorated with human and animal motifs. It is directly related 
to the culture, tradition and spiritual behavior of the Wancho tribe is a much specific as a craft 
as well as a cultural part of their life. 

e The head-hunting is the inspiration not only of the wooden or brass heads worn by the 
warriors, but also of carvings on drinking mugs and pipes, of head-hunting scene on the pillars 
of morungs and human figures carved on baskets or other artifacts. 
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Other specimens of wood-carvings are dolls, plates, tobacco pipes, statuettes and forms, such 
as the frog, tiger and other animals. The above specimens are mainly carved for household 
purpose or as items of furniture, and they have ceremonial values as well. 

Wancho’s traditionally practitioners of indigenous belief system associated with head hunting. 

Their wood carving is not only famous for its religious importance but also for its aesthetics 
value. 

One of the important features of the Wancho wood carving is its frontality and they are 
invariably free standing and exceptionally attractive. Most of their sculptures are in human 

and animal forms. These sculpted human figurines are believed to protect against the evil 

effects. These wooden sculptures are only carved by men and detailing of the head is more 

elaborate than rest of the body. 

These sculpted carvings are meant to protect the male dormitory from the unseen evil effects 
and motifs especially tigers, horns, human heads which are believed to be signs of manhood. 

Wood carving is also done as symbolic decorations of funerary images erected for warriors 
and important persons. These erections of effigies of the dead were quite common among 

the Wanchos. 

The tree which is used for wood carving is called Pongmo in Wancho dialect which grows 

wild in the deep jungles. It grows well in the dry and rocky areas and has cotton-like white 
flowers which are very light. It can grow to a huge size when fully matured. They say older the 
tree, the better for wood carving. The main feature of this Pongmo tree is that its wood is soft, 

smooth and does not develop cracks easily. 

The best time to cut this tree is in October to November when insects and worms do not 

attack it. It normally takes 20-25 days to complete a human figure and it requires good 

sunlight to give the finishing touches like applying burnish and for drying. 

The majority of their local woodcarving products are made from the wood of locally known 
species of pongmu, because the tree was quite abundant in their village forest during earlier 
decades. 


Arunachal Pradesh Wancho Wooden Craft Products: Human figure, Animals/Birds, Smoking 
pipe, Flower, Candle Stand, Spear, Tusker, Deer head and Child’s Doll. 


The Wanchos used to make them to decorate posts and log drums in the Paa or Paang (boys 
dormitory) or to decorate the village chief's house. 

Making various types of human faces and statues similarly like their warriors with the 
traditional arms, hats / headgear and dresses in their wooden craft product is specialty of this 
wooden craft. 

Various size of Birds, which are available in their local forest, the tribes are making in the 
different pattern with the use of different type of motifs in birds. 

Different type of wood according to the need and demand of the product has use for the 
various type of different product is a specialty of this tribe in the wooden work. 

"The subjects chosen for wood carving used to be very drawn from the everyday experiences 
of life and objects around them, but today in tune with the changing times the wood carvers 
are now also making figures of animals, birds and figures of important personalities. 

Among the people of Huakan, Laho, Moktowa, Lapnan and Hualam villages are known for this 
wood carving art. 

Reflection of wood craft by Wancho Tribe is also visible in the Wancho house, with as 
constructed using wooden logs as posts, bamboo framework, bamboo mats for walls and 
floors and thatched roofs made of Toko leaves. The size of the house depends on the size of 
the family. 

All the houses are mostly similar, with minor modifications driven by the nature of the site, the 
social position of the owner or the needs of the family with the use of craft wood.

e House is very large, they may choose to build it as close to the forest as possible, as carrying 
large logs over long distances is complicated with the proper support of local woods in a 
carved manner is also a beauty of their traditional architecture. 

e With the use of various type of symbols and craft work by wood, the Wancho house 
symbolises its owner’s place in Wancho society not just through its location within the 
settlement, but also through its building materials and their patterns. 

e The chief's house usually has wood carvings depicting tigers, the royal animal. The walls of 
the houses display heads of hunted wild animals like bulls or wild boars as a sign of the 
courage of its owner. 

e The houses of the chiefs and the council members are built with an inclined bamboo pattern 
made of full solid bamboo. The houses of the common people show a vertical and horizontal 
pattern made with full split bamboo. 

e Wancho tribe making different type of parts by wood for their daily use since very long time 
and believe that it is link with the environment and medicinal value. 


Description: 


The unique wood carving art is intimately interwoven in the socio-cultural fabric of the skillful 
Wancho of Longding and Changlong districts of Arunachal Pradesh. This rare ethnic art has been 
practiced by these Wancho tribes for a long time now. The people like it to decorate their drawing 
rooms and to gift to friends. Earlier the Wanchos used to make wood carving to decorate the posts 
and log drums in the Paa or Paang (boys’ dormitory) or to decorate the village chiefs house. 


Varying in size as much as 12 meters in length and 3 meter in circumference, log drums are an 
integral part of Wancho life. The figure of a typical log drum comprises of head, body and tail. 
Sometimes these are highly decorated with human and Kham or Log drum; carved out of huge 
wood or tree trunk is an exotic example of creativity and craftsmanship of Wancho people, animal 
motifs. 


From the selection and collection of wood to the completion, the whole process including 
observance of rituals in the beginning seems to be very interesting. The task of cutting wood from 
nearby jungle is performed by the youth of 'Pa' (a social institution) and 'Dao' is the only tool used 
throughout the process of its making. Bringing of the log drum to village in a ceremonial 
atmosphere with singing, dancing and shouting seems to be a great festival. 


All these days’ youth of 'Pa' make arrangement of food and drinks for the people involved in 
dragging of log drum. Once the log is brought to the village expert wood carvers create the drum 
and engrave traditional motifs on it. After a small ritual the drum is placed near or inside the 'Pa' for 
regular use. 


In the past, log drums were pounded by a team of men using large wooden beating sticks- 'Kham 
Thutkia’ during village emergencies like giving information about catastrophic fire, approaching of 
invaders or Tiger near the village or to announce Lauden festival or the death of a 'Pa' member, for 
signaling clarion calls for village meetings, and during celebrations or welcoming heroes returning 
from battle. On each different occasion it is played with a particular distinct rhythm and for a 
particular code message to be deciphered by the villagers. 


This log drum is collected from Senua village of Longding district of Arunachal Pradesh. It is about 
23 ft. long. Its height is 3 feet and circumference is 7-1/2 feet. This masterpiece is beautifully 
crafted with an image of a jumping Tiger- 'Chah' on one side and hood of the Python- 'Punu' on the 
other side. Body on both the sides is also engraved with various figures of the Sun, the Moon, 
Lizard, Crocodile, horn of buffalo and human heads.

As the region is endowed with lush green forests, various kind of wood is extracted by the people 
to make various objects of daily use as well as for other specialized purposes. 


Their low table called ‘Chotze’ is known for its artistic carved woodwork. It is open on the side 
fencing the person seated on it. The other sides are paneled with carved figures of dragon, bird or 
flower pattern painted in vivid colors. The Wancho also produce various utensils of daily use from 
wood. One can easily buy these traditional items in the craft emporium or the local market. 


The Wancho wood carvings were traditionally of three kinds — those associated with head-hunting, 
those used to decorate young men’s communal dormitories and funerary images. 


The Wancho are famous for their utensils, bowls, cups and human figure, wooden top (muthia) of 
traditional sword. 


The wood carvers’ skills are respected in the village. Apart from carving free standing wooden 
statues and wall carvings, pendants of carved wooden heads are also common among the 
Wanchos. 


Among these indigenous people, woods and leaves of certain species are considered auspicious 
and used for rituals while certain trees are considered as the dwelling place of the spirits. Such 
trees are usually left untouched and if needed, they are cut down only after making the appropriate 
offerings.

Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


The traditional wood carving art has been found to be practiced among the few tribes of Arunachal 
Pradesh. Wood carving was quite popular both commercial items and as cultural symbols among 
the Wancho of Tirap district. The Wancho of Tirap is good in traditional knowledge relating to 
woodcarving, art and crafts. Majority of the artisans belong to rural villages with rich heritage of 
socio-religious beliefs, knowledge and practices relating to traditional woodcraft. The ethno 
botanical investigation has revealed 12 plants species commonly used in traditional wood carving 
systems of Wancho of Tirap district. 


Arunachal Pradesh is endowed with number of rare and endangered flora. Its forests are rich in 
magnificent trees of high economic value, the state is also abound with a number of ferns, a large 
number of bamboo species, conifers, rnododendrons and other interesting and wild ornamentals. 
The state is proud of having about 525 species of orchids which adorn the land and the land-scape. 


Arunachal Pradesh is also home to a number of medicinal plants. The rich and diverse forest types 
provide natural shelter, food and habitat for wide varieties of wild animals. It is perhaps the state 
which harbors four major cats, Tiger. Leopard, Clouded-leopard and the Snow-leopard and also the 
rare species like the golden cats and the marbled cats. Seven species of primates and all the three 
goat antelopes are also found here. The state is also rich in aquatic fauna and is a paradise for 
anglers. Mithun is a semi domesticated animal revered by the people of the state. 


Architecture of the Wancho reveals how these communities create forms and inscribe their 
particular patterns upon the landscape, resulting in a unique built expression. Phenomenology 
emphasizes lived experience and enquires into the related concepts of space and place, The 
Wancho settlements in Arunachal Pradesh have been seen through the lens of lived-experiences 
that provide them with meanings. 


In Wancho settlements the emotional and subjective attachment of the community to their place is 
strong, and is reflected through the material reality of the village and its environment. Seen as a 
whole, the settlements integrate climatic and other natural environmental factors, as well as the 
cultural institutions, values and practices of these people, which are also reflected through the craft 
and local skills of the community. 


Longding District: 


The Wancho people inhabit the Longding district within a 27°0120 N and 27°1320 N latitude and a 
95°160 E to 95°200 E longitude, bounded by the Tirap district of Arunachal Pradesh in the East, 
Nagaland in the West, Assam to the north and Myanmar in the south. The Wancho had fought hard 
for a separate district, which was granted by the Government of Arunachal Pradesh on March 19th, 
2012. The district is majorly inhabited by the Wancho, who practiced head-hunting until 1991. 


The district of Longding is part of the North-Eastern state of Arunachal Pradesh and shares its 
border with the neighbouring nation of Myanmar. The district was carved out of the south-western 
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portion of the Tirap District. Its boundary to the west and the north are shared with the Indian states 
of Nagaland and Assam, respectively. The district has been historically inhabited by the Wancho 
people. They are culturally similar to the Naga people. They practice gun making, wood carving 
and bead making. They follow a type of Slash-and-burn cultivation known as the Jhum cultivation. 


Tirap district is a district located in the southeastern part of the state of Arunachal Pradesh in 
India. It shares a state border with Assam, an international border with Myanmar and a district 
border with Changlong and Longding. 


Log drums have long been of characteristic and significant importance to the Wanchos, particularly 
in association with the socio-religious and cultural facets of their village republics. Today after the 
modernity it is losing its spiritual bearing but the log-drum still stands as an emblem of unity and 
sacrifice, the embodiment of freedom, a souvenir from the past when life was simple and carefree 


Arunachal Pradesh is a land of beautiful handicrafts comprising wide range in variety. The Wancho 
tribes people have a tradition of artistic craftsmanship of wood carving. Architecture of the Wancho 
reveals how these communities create forms and inscribe their particular patterns upon the 
landscape, resulting in a unique built expression. Phenomenology emphasizes lived experience 
and enquires into the related concepts of space and place, The Wancho settlements in Arunachal 
Pradesh have been seen through the lens of lived-experiences that provide them with meanings. 


In Wancho settlements the emotional and subjective attachment of the community to their place is 
strong, and is reflected through the material reality of the village and its environment.

There is a general tradition that a human figure can be carved in a morung only by someone who 
has himself taken a head, and a tiger by someone who has himself killed a tiger. With the passing 
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of head hunting and the extermination of wild life, the artist opportunities have naturally been 
restricted. These were the observations about 70 years back. The change is still in the process. 


During these days they refrain from doing any work relating to wood carving. This taboo on wood 
carving is traditionally followed among the Wancho society. 


The wood carving work is a profound expression of artistic talent and expertise. The finished 
articles of wood carving have an abiding effect on the minds of the artists who produce these with 
admirable precision. 


There is much beauty found in the art of wood carving of wancho tribes of Arunachal Pradesh 
engulfed many a talented artist. The articles manufactured are human-heads and human figures 
which is a direct result of their head hunting expeditions. 


Raw Materials: 

The only principal raw material required for manufacture of different wood carving items is the 
"pongmou" wood. Due to its durability, softness and natural colour it is regarded as, most suitable 
for carving work. "Pongmou" grows in plenty “in the areas inhabited by the Wanchos which is 
located at an elevation of 1000 - 3000 feet above sea level. The minor raw materials required for 
giving finishing touches are sand paper, varnish and paints which are available in the local market. 


Traditional Tools for Carving Works: 

Some details of the carving tools are furnished below: 

Dao: This is the most original and primitive tool with all men. For the hili tribes of India, the use of 
dao measuring about 1 to 2 1/2' feet is a must for ,every male person and Is used for all’ sorts of 
general purposes, besides self-defense. For the Wancho carver community dao is also used as a 
traditional wood carving tool. 

Axe: The use of axe is also as old as that dao for cutting trees and the raw wood into logs and 
billets axe is used. 

Chisel: A chisel is a forged Iron piece. One side of its cutting edge is beveled. The size of the 
cutting edge varies from 0.25" to 1". Chisel is used for severing the wood in making the wooden 
figures. 

Saw: Saw is needed for cutting the billets of wood into the required sizes. A handsaw is used for 
rough cutting only after which fine finishing is given by plane. 

Plane: Plane is used for smoothing the surface of a piece’ of wood and for reducing the material to 
the required size that cannot be done by a saw. The smoothening plane makes the surface even. 
Hammer: Hammer is a very useful artisan’s tool. It is required for beating the chisel to its desired 
direction. 

Wood finer: It is a piece of Iron flat rod fitted with a wooden handle. The rod is 1 x 1/2" in length 
with width is 1-1/2. It is studded with small grains which are rubbed over the rough portions of the 
article for smoothening it. 

Sand Paper: Sand papers of different grades are used for polishing the surface. It is rubbed over 
the surface till the surface gives the desired smoothness. 

Their working tools and Implements mainly consists of the dao, the axe, the phisel, the saw, the 
hammer, the knife, the plane, wood finer, sand paper etc. 

The axe usually an Iron blade and suggestive of a long stone celt in form is fitted to a wooden haft. 
The chisel may be a pointed dao tang or any pointed piece of Iron fitted in haft. Considering the 
quality of the tools, the carvings are excellent. 


Designs: Traditional designs are only practiced by all the craftsmen which includes 


(1) Hunting Scene: Hunting scene is depicted by a human figure having indigenous muzzle gun in 
his hands at shoot at position.

(2) Human Motif: Human motif again includes human head and human figures. Human figure gets 
special preference since it attaches special importance to human head, which is a natural 
result of their traditional belief in its importance to the rest of the body. 

3) Animal Motif: Animal motif includes elephant and tiger. 

4) Different type of wooden utensils and decorative pieces. 

(5) Wooden carved Pipes and many related products with the traditional motifs. 


Making Process: 

Seasoning: In order to avoid warping and cracking of the finished products, it is necessary that 
"Pongmou" wood, the principal and the only raw material, should first be seasoned, so that it may 
not retain any moisture. Seasoning is done by the artisans by natural method exposing the wood 
for a certain period of time to sun and rains and thereby allowing its sap to dry. 

After the wood is properly seasoned, it is cut into planks or pieces of desired sizes with the help of 
ordinary carpentry tools, like axe, dau and saw etc. A special feature to note is that all the articles 
are made from a single block of wood without any joinery work. 


The technique of wood carving can be set out into four stages. 

(1) Reducing the block of wood to shape from the stock of billets the carver selects a plank 
suitable to the size of the figure intended to be carved. 

Then he draws a sketch of the figure with a piece of charcoal on the block of wood. Some of 
the dexterous and imaginative carvers straight-way proceed with the engraving work without 
getting a drawing of the design. 

(2) Boasting in:- The process of removing the, superfluous wood with the help of chisel and 
hammer just to obtain the rough form of figure is called "boasting in". 

(3) Finishing:- the most important part of the carver's job commences at this stage. By employing 
all types of Chisels, and knives the carver improves the shape and appearance of the figure. 
The artisan manipulates his chisels and knives with utmost care and perfection to bring out 
gradually the desired form. At this stage, the carver continues the carving its intricate details 
until the desired expression and finish is achieved. 

(4) Polishing:- The carved piece is then smoothened with sand paper and varnish is carefully 
applied over the article to give it a fine texture. The hairs, the eye brows and the lips are 
generally coloured with indigenous paints which is used for coloring. There is very little change 
in human figures made with traditional method. 

The features are carved in low relief and are fairly realistic. Noses are usually broad, on the, 
tobacco pipes they are sharp and protruding nostrils are only rarely made. The mouth with 
vertical ridges for teeth.

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The edible section sold in the markets and used in dishes are actually the stem or the rhizome. In 
many places, it is mostly used in sweets and alcoholic beverages such as Kekir/ Ginger beer and 
wine. 


Botanical name —- Zingiber Officinale Roscoe, This spice is the dried underground stem of an 
herbaceous tropical plant. It is basically 30-50 cm tall. 


Uses- Oils and Oleoresins can be extracted from the Kekir/ Ginger spice and are used in food 
processing. They are used as a flavoring agent and it is also used in manufacturing of Kekir/ 
Ginger bread, curry powders, table sauce etc. It is directly used by chopping it up or using its 
powder in traditional dishes and in soft drinks such as coffee and tea. 


Kekir/ Ginger’s irresistible fragrance is due to an essential oil in its composition that has been 
coveted and extracted by perfume makers since ancient times. 


Today, Kekir/ Ginger are generally regarded as safe foods and are often used to mask the taste of 
bitter medicines such as cough syrups. 


The species discovered in Anjaw district is named Amomum nimkeyense (Zingiberaceae), as a 
tribute to Mishmi culture. Nimkey is a spiritual place for the Taraon and Kaman Mishmis of Lohit 
and Anjaw districts. Nimkey is a place where the priest rests the departed soul for a while before 
guiding it to the heavenly abode.

Dibang Valley District came into existence on 1st June 1980 with it’s headquarter at Anini curved 
out from Lohit District. It is named after River Dibang consisting of three major rivers - Dri, Mathun 
and Talon and three other smaller rivers, Ahi, Awa & Emra. Dibang Valley is bounded by Lohit in 
the south-east, Lower Dibang Valley in the South, East Siang and Upper Siang in the West and by 
China in the North and North-East. It has an area of 9129 sq. kms. Dibang Valley district was 
bifurcated into Upper Dibang Valley district and Lower Dibang Valley district. 


Dibang Valley is the largest district of Arunachal Pradesh with the lowest density of population in 
India. It has a temperate climate with lush-green mountains, heavy rainfall, dashing rivers, 
sparkling waterfalls, chirping birds, loitering wild animals and isolated Idu hamlets inhabited by 
people dressed in colorful costumes, singing, dancing and hunting but closely bound by centuries 
old customs, traditions and values. The district is rich in flora and fauna and known for medicinal 
the plants. 


Lower Dibang Valley District is located on the eastern part of Arunachal Pradesh in between 27° 
30° N to 28° 33° N latitudes and 95° 15° E to 96° 30° E longitudes. Roing, Dambuk and Paglam of 
the district. These circles cover an area of 1632.96 km .The Dibang River divides the area into two 
parts. The upper hilly and mountainous tract is thickly vegetated while large patches of evergreen 
forest are found in lower deposited areas. The altitude ranges between 150m to 3000m. The 
natural vegetation consists of mixed deciduous trees, grasses and bushes of sub-tropical species. 
There are three types of forest viz. tropical semi-evergreen forest, subtropical forest and tropical 
wet evergreen forest. 


Lower Dibang Valley is located at Latitude - 28.1429° N, and Longitude at 95.8431° E 
Upper Siang District is located at Latitude - 28.7589° N, and Longitude at 95.2267° E 
West Siang District is located at Latitude - 28.1473° N, and Longitude at 94.7485° E 
East Siang District is located at Latitude - 28.1097° N, and Longitude at 94.1432° E 
Shi Yomi District is located at Latitude - 28.5976° N, and Longitude at 94.4152° E 


Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


The Adi is one of the important tribes of the Siang Frontier Division. The Siang Frontier Division is 
the home of the Adis. The Adis are divided into different groups, such as Padam, Minyong, 
Shimong, Pangis, Pasi, Asing, Bori, Bokar, Karko, Ramo, Milan, Tagin, Gallong, Tangam and 
Pailiba. 


The Adi tribe constitute major group and inhabit the lower part of Lower Dibang Valley district of 
the state of Arunachal Pradesh especially Roing and Dambuk areas. The sub tribes forming this 
major group speak a common dialect, claim a common origin and also perform and celebrate same 
rituals and festivals. Adi tribe is mainly concentrated in the valleys of rivers. 


The Adi tribe is unique in having traditional rights over land, water and forests within their 
jurisdiction. The Adi tribal community exercises control over the natural resources within 
their surroundings. 


KEKIR (Kekir/ Ginger) is one of the most important spice crops in the state by Adi Tribes, grown in 
district like Lower Dibang Valley, Lohit, East siang, West Siang, Changlang of the state. 


Kekir/ Ginger has a long and well documented history of both culinary and medicinal use in the 
Arunachal Pradesh as natural and organic Kekir, which is very famous in the Adi tribes for their 
personal as well as commercial production. Among the spices crops, Kekir/ Ginger is one of the 
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important cash crops. The modified stem rhizome is used worldwide as spices for flavoring in a 
number of foods and food-products and also used in medicines. 


Kekir/ Ginger (Zingiber officinale Rosc.) is a perennial herb and one of the earliest known 
oriental spices and is being cultivated in India both as a fresh vegetable and as a dried spice since 
time immemorial. It is a tropical species native to Southeast Asia, belonging to the family 
Zingiberaceae.

Present Status and Prospects of Kekir/ Ginger and Turmeric in NE States A.K. Jha and 
Bidyut C. Deka ICAR Research Complex for NEH Region, Umiam-793103, Meghalaya - 
Kekir/ Ginger is generally sold as raw Kekir/ Ginger in local markets but there are several 
other products of Kekir/ Ginger like dry Kekir/ Ginger , Kekir/ Ginger powder, Kekir/ Ginger 
oil, and oleoresin. The oleoresin and oil are known as high value and low volume products, 
which have great demand in western countries. The varieties with less fibre, high dry matter 
recovery, and high oil and oleoresin contents are having great export potential in international 
markets. 

Establishment of Kekir/ Ginger /Turmeric Dryer And Processor Unit In Govt. Farm

Raftaar 2018-2019 - Kekir/ Ginger and Turmeric are most suitable crop in Arunachal Pradesh 
and are produced along the foot hill district of Arunachal Pradesh. They are grown under 
kharif rainfed. 


Method of Production: 
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Tools and Implements: The indigenous agricultural tools are the products of age-old experience 
and ingenuity of the tribal farmers. These tools are specially designed for agricultural operations in 
the hills, mainly by slash and burn cultivation or jhum as is called. The tools are simple, handy and 
easily operable on the hill slopes, and they upturn or disturb the soil to a very little extent. The tools 
commonly used arc dao or machete, wooden or bamboo dibbler and weeder, wooden rake and 
fork, hatchet, hand hoe, scythe and felling-axe. The dao is an all-purposive and indispensable 
instrument for clearance of jungle, felling of trees, construction of houses, cane and bamboo works 
and so on. Besides these, bamboo baskets for carrying food-stuff, wooden mortar and pestle for 
pounding or husking, winnow etc. are also in use.

Cultivation and Production Process: 
Soil and climate: 


Soil The ideal soil for Kekir/ Ginger cultivation is a soil rich in humus, light, loose, friable and of at 
least 30 cm depth with good drainage and aeration. Kekir/ Ginger thrives well in sandy or clayey 
loam, red loam and lateritic loam soils with a pH of 6.0 to 7.5. However, rhizome growth is better on 
slightly acidic soil. It does not thrive well in alkaline soil. Effective drainage is absolutely necessary 
for the prevention of disease. Kekir/ Ginger is an exhaustive crop; hence it is not advised to grow 
the crop repeatedly in the same site year after year. 


Climatic conditions: Kekir/ Ginger is a tropical crop and requires warm and humid climate for its 
Cultivation. 

Altitude: Kekir/ Ginger is cultivated from sea level to altitudes of about 1500 m ASL. However, the 
optimum elevation for its successful cultivation is in the range of 300-900 m ASL. In north eastern 
region, Kekir/ Ginger is generally grown in Jhum (shifting cultivation) land, situated in moderate to 
high altitudes. 


Temperature: Kekir/ Ginger perform well in a temperature range of 19°C-28°C and a humidity of 
70-90%. It does not grow well in those areas where the temperature exceeds 32°C with low 
relative humidity. Cool and dry climate is best for rhizome development. Rainfall: It is mostly grown 
as rain fed crop although it can be grown both under rain fed and irrigated conditions. Areas with 
annual rainfall of 125-250 cm are favourable for Kekir/ Ginger cultivation. The well distributed rain 
during growing season from April to October is ideal for its cultivation. Dry weather with average 
temperature ranges of 28-30°C for about a month before harvesting is ideal. High humidity 
throughout the crop period is necessary. 


Land Preparation: before planting, Kekir/ Ginger, weeds, and bush regrowth are slashed 
manually and left on the soil as mulch or burnt. The land is then hand hoed often superficially 
farmers also make mounds with manually operated hoes. 


While preparing the land, minimum tillage operations may be adopted. Beds of 15 cm height, 1m 
width and of convenient length may be prepared, giving 40-50 cm spacing between beds (Fig 5-7). 
On hill slopes, the beds are formed along the contours. 


Selection of rhizomes: The rhizomes for seed materials must be collected from organically 
cultivated farms or certified government agency. The collected materials may be immediately 
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planted or must be carefully preserved to utilize in the next season. The seed materials must be 
healthy, free from pests and disease, high yielding and have good eyes for sprouting. Seed 
material from high yielding local varieties can be used in the absence of organically produced 
material. 


Seed size: The sprouted rhizomes are cut into pieces, weighing 20-25 gm (approx.), 4-5 cm length 
in size and each piece having 2- 3 good bud sprouts . 


Seed rate: The seed quantity requirement varies from region to region and with the method of 
cultivation adopted. The average seed rate is 1,500- 2,500 kg per ha. 


Seed treatment: Seed rhizomes of organic origin should not be treated with any chemicals. 
However, hot water treatment may be practiced to reduce the adhered rhizome borne pathogens. 
The seed rhizomes are dipped in hot water (about 50 0C) for 10 minutes. The seeds are spread in 
shade for about 3-4 hours before planting. Rhizome sets may also be treated with cow dung and 
urine preparation such as amrut pani / jeevamrut / panchagavya / cow pat pit, etc. Mother rhizomes 
may also be treated with Bio-organic for Kekir/ Ginger developed by ICAR Research Complex for 
NEH Region, Umiam. Mix the formulation at a rate 20 ml per liter of water. Treat mother rhizomes 
for 10-12 hrs in solution before sowing. The same solution can be used for 2"¢ and 3" lots of Kekir/ 
Ginger rhizomes. Discard the left out solution after 30-36 hrs. Normally, in one liter of solution one 
kg of planting material can be treated. 


Plantation - Spacing - Spacing of 30 cm between rows and 30 cm between plants of Kekir 


Methods of planting: At the time of planting, neem cake powder (25 g) may be mixed well with the 
soil in each pit. Small rhizomes (bits) having bud sprouts are mixed with well rotten cattle manure 
or compost mixed with Trichoderma (10 g of compost inoculated with Trichoderma). The seed 
rhizomes are placed at a depth of 4-5 cm in shallow pits prepared with a hand hoe and covered 
with well decomposed farm yard manure and a thin layer of soil and leveled. While planting, the 
seed rhizome are placed in such a way that at least one viable healthy bud facing upwards. For 
rain fed crop, the beds are covered with leaf mulch for protection against sun, heavy rains, 
moisture and conservation for subsequent enrichment of organic matter in the soil. 


Planting time: The planting time of Kekir/ Ginger is associated with the onset of the monsoon 
during March to May. Under irrigated conditions, it can be planted well in advance during the 
middle of February or early March. Early planting during February-March with light showers or 
irrigation results in higher yield and reduces disease incidence. 


Mulching the Kekir/ Ginger beds with green leaves is an essential operation to enhance 
germination of seed rhizomes and prevent the soil splashing and erosion due to heavy rains. It also 
helps in adding organic matter to the soil, checks weed emergence and conserves moisture during 
the latter part of the cropping season. The first mulching is done with green leaves at 10-12 t/ha at 
the time of planting and is repeated for about 5 t/ha at 45 and 90 days after planting. 


Cover crops are generally leguminous crops in Kekir/ Ginger field; however, it may be comprised 
of other green plants such as cucurbits. This helps in management of weeds, soil fertility, moisture 
and soil erosion and control diseases and pests. Incorporation of green manure crops such as 
leguminous crops like pigeon pea, black gram, cowpea, cluster bean and French bean are the 
most common practices. In addition, cover crops are income generating crops and have a good 
market demand. In some cases, wood ash was used in the field to increases the potash content of 
the soil. 

Kekir/ Ginger cultivation requires at least two earthing-ups for better growth and development of 
rhizomes. The soil around the plants is worked with the help of spade in the first week of 
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September. It helps to break the fibrous roots and thereby supports new growth. The soil near the 
rhizomes becomes loose and friable, and it provides sufficient soil volume for proper development 
of rhizomes. It also prevents exposure of rhizomes. It is done at 45 and 90 days after planting, that 
is immediately after weeding and manure application. 


Weeding: Two weeding are generally done just before manure application and mulching for 
controlling the weeds. The first weeding is done during 4-6 weeks after planting, like just before 
manuring and second mulching. Repeat the second weeding depending on the intensity of weed 
growth. The weeded material may be used for mulching. Weeding may be repeated for the third 
time, if needed. During hoeing, every care should be taken so that the rhizomes should not be 
disturbed, injured or exposed. 


Irrigation: Generally in the north eastern region, the crop is cultivated as rain fed in high rainfall 
areas (uniform distribution for 5 to 7 months). Irrigation can be provided only in less rainfall areas 
where distribution is not uniform. The critical stages of Kekir/ Ginger for irrigation are given in Table 
11. The first irrigation should be done immediately after planting and subsequent irrigations are 
given at intervals of 7 to 10 days based on prevailing weather and soil type. In irrigated crop, 
sprinklers and drip system can also be employed for better water use efficiency to enhance yield. 
Kekir/ Ginger require 1,300-1,500 mm of water during its crop cycle. Irrigated crop requires about 
16-18 irrigations till maturity. The source of water is seasonal rainfall, rivers and natural perennial 
streams. The assessment of water quality may be carried out as per the norms and guidelines of 
permitted organic package of practices. 


Kekir/ Ginger can be cultivated organically as sole crop, an inter crop or mixed crop provided all the 
other crops are grown following organic methods. There are different types of cropping systems 
adopted for Kekir/ Ginger cultivation in the region. Most of the farmers prefer to grow Kekir/ Ginger 
as sole crop. However, mixed cropping with maize, chilli, brinjal, papaya, cucumber, pumpkin, yam, 
tree tomato, tapioca, colocasia and different types of leguminous crops have also been practiced in 
jhum and backyard garden. Kekir/ Ginger is also intercropped with maize, pineapple, coconut, 
coffee plantations in Garo Hills and Ri-Bhoi and with Khasi Mandarin in Jaintia Hills. Growing of 
Kekir/ Ginger under tree shades enables Kekir/ Ginger to take advantage of the decaying leaves 
which drop from the trees to become a source of nutrients in addition to the shade provided by the 
trees like locust beans both of which help to improve Kekir/ Ginger yields. 


Adoption of intercropping in Kekir/ Ginger cultivation with different suitable intercrops improves 
income of farmers. A diverse cropping is supporting; a wide range of beneficial insects and soil 
microorganisms; helps in soil and water conservation; improves soil fertility; enhancing farm 
productivity per unit land; to ensure security against potential risks of monoculture alongside 
creating a platform for stabilizing the diversified needs of farming households whose production is 
greatly influenced by vagaries of nature. 


Crop rotation is a common practice in Kekir/ Ginger. Crop rotation should be strictly followed to 
avoid insect pest and disease problems of Kekir/ Ginger. Under rain fed conditions, it may be 
grown once in 3 or 4 years in rotation with tapioca, sweet-potato, yam and other leguminous crop. 
Under irrigated conditions, Kekir/ Ginger is rotated with plantain, turmeric, onion, garlic, chillies, 
other vegetables, sugarcane, maize, ragi and groundnut. Being an exhaustive crop, it is desirable 
to include a leguminous crop in rotation with Kekir/ Ginger. Kekir/ Ginger -banana-legume or Kekir/ 
Ginger -vegetable-legume can be adopted as good cropping patterns. 


Harvesting: Kekir/ Ginger starts flowering during the month of June-July along with showers or 
rains. The time of harvesting of the rhizomes varies with purpose of uses. The fully mature 
rhizomes are indicated by turning yellow of leaves and the pseudo stems begin to dry (Fig. 16). 
Rhizomes are lifted either with a digging-fork or with a spade. The rhizomes are cleaned of dry 
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leaves, roots and soil adhering and rhizomes are manually separated (Fig 18). Fibre, volatile oil 
and the pungency level are the most important criteria in assessing the suitability of Kekir/ Ginger 
rhizomes for particular processing. The relative abundance of these three components in the fresh 
rhizome is governed by its state of maturity at harvest. 


In the Arunachal Pradesh, cultivation of organic Kekir by Adi tribes is a much excellent practice in 
Lower Dabang, Siang, Upper Siang and Changlong district, particularly in the Lower Dabang, 
farmers keep Kekir/ Ginger unharvested for 2 years period for better maturity and the weight of 
Kekir also increases (one bunch of Kekir/ Ginger may weigh 250-350 gm after 2 - 3 years). During 
the dry season the weight of Kekir/ Ginger is slightly less, but when harvested during off-season 
(April-May) with a small shower of rain, the weight increases. The average yield of fresh Kekir/ 
Ginger varies from 20t/ha to 30 t/ha. Many farmers have also harvested the Kekir crop in one year 
period according to their economic requirement. 


Plant Diseases: 1. Soft rot - Main fungal pathogen responsible for soft rot of Kekir/ Ginger is 
Pythium myriotylum. This disease is very common in this region and occurs in severe form during 
rainy season (July-August) 

2. Bacterial wilt - This disease is caused by bacteria, Ralstonia solanacearum. This is also a very 
deadly disease affecting Kekir/ Ginger cultivation in this area. 

Insect pests: Shoot borer (Conogethes punctiferalis) - This is the most serious insect pest of 
Kekir/ Ginger. The major pests of Kekir/ Ginger is shoot borer, leaf roller and rhizome scales. 
Regular field surveillance and adoptation of phyto-sanitary measures are necessary for pest 
management. 

Rhizome scale (Aspidiella hartii) 

Storage pests: Generally no pest management practices are adopted during the storage of Kekir/ 
Ginger as storage period is generally short. The only care taken is that the storage area should not 
be damp or wet. 

Post-Harvest Management: Cleaning - The harvested Kekir/ Ginger rhizomes are usually 
cleaned by hand. Adhere soil particles are removed and the mother rhizomes are separated. The 
harvested Kekir/ Ginger is kept in the sun for drying from a few hours to a day. The duration of 
drying varies from area to area depending upon the availability of sunlight. 

Drying In northeastern region, generally the rhizomes are kept in the sun for 2-3 hours. The 
harvested Kekir/ Ginger is kept on raised wooden / bamboo platforms inside the shed, either for 
seed or for sale. Packaging the cleaned or dried Kekir/ Ginger is kept in gunny bags for 
transportation. 

Storage: The rhizomes to be used as seed material should be preserved carefully. In order to get 
good germination, the seed rhizomes are stored properly in pits under shade. Generally, the 
harvested Kekir/ Ginger which is healthy and disease-free clumps are kept in pits of convenient 
size made inside the shed/ thatched huts to protect from the sun and rain. The walls of the pits may 
be coated with cow dung paste. Seed rhizomes are stored in alternate layers along with well dried 
sand/saw dust (20 cm) every 30 cm of rhizome layer. Sufficient gap is to be left at the top of the 
pits for adequate aeration. The pits need inspection once in twenty days to remove shriveled and 
disease affected rhizomes. 

In some areas, the rhizomes are loosely heaped over a layer of sand or paddy husk placed in a 
thatched shed and covered with dry leaves. The indigenous practice is to spread layers of leaves of 
Glycosmis pentaphylla with the seed material. 

Processing: The Kekir/ Ginger is marketed as fresh and value added products such as dried 
Kekir/ Ginger , Kekir/ Ginger powder, Kekir/ Ginger candy, etc. 

Fresh Kekir/ Ginger : Most fresh Kekir/ Ginger is produced and consumed locally in Asian 
countries. However, recently there has been an increase in demand of fresh Kekir/ Ginger in 
European and American countries due to rising in immigration of Asian population. 
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Dried Kekir/ Ginger : The harvested rhizomes at fully mature stage are cleaned and soaked in 
water for 3-4 hrs. The outer skin is peeled and put for sun drying on a clean surface. It takes about 
14 days for complete drying of rhizome to a moisture level of 10%. 

The rhizomes are normally dried on cemented floor or floor made of cow dung paste. Dry Kekir/ 
Ginger s are used for making various products such as Kekir/ Ginger powder, extracting Kekir/ 
Ginger oil, Kekir/ Ginger oleoresin etc. which serves as a base for various end products. The dry 
recovery of Kekir/ Ginger is 1/5th of fresh rhizomes. 

Storage of dried Kekir/ Ginger : Dry Kekir/ Ginger , packed in gunny bags on storage attracts 
infestation by insects like Lasioderma serricorne (Cigarette beetle). To prevent the attack of such 
pest, fully dried rhizomes can be stored in airtight containers such as high density polyethylene or 
similar packaging materials, if possible keep along with dry leaves of Azadirachta indica (neem 
leaves). Long term storage for more than two years will lead to loss and deterioration of its aromas, 
flavour and pungency, especially in high temperature. 


Uniqueness: 


Kekir/ Ginger are an important perennial herb and it is cultivated in the state of Arunachal Pradesh 
since centuries by Adi tribs. Several government documents, Gazetteers, Articles research papers 
and Ayurveda practitioners have mentioned about the benefits, importance and existence of the 
Kekir/ Ginger. 


The soil of this area varies from loamy to clayey with thick humus content especially in forested 
areas. Mountain soil is mostly found in the upper hilly area with wide varieties of rocks and soil 
composition. Vast extension of alluvial deposits are found along the bank of Iphi Pani, Deopani, 
Tapat river, Sirki, Dotung, Sissiri/Sisar, Dibang and along the streams in low lying areas. 


Kekir/ Ginger (Zingiber officinale Rosc.) is a perennial herb and one of the earliest known 
oriental spices and is being cultivated in Arunachal Pradesh. It is a tropical species native 
belonging to the family Zingiberaceae.

The oleoresin and oil are known as high value and low volume products, which have great demand 
in western countries. The varieties with less fibre, high dry matter recovery, and high oil and 
oleoresin contents are having great export potential in international markets. 


e There are several medical and pharmacological benefits of Kekir produce by Adi tribes in a 

very traditional manner and this is much effective about climatic condition with soil and water 

property and environment. 

It is very famous in the Adi tribes for their personal as well as commercial production. 

Among the spices crops, Kekir is one of the important cash crops. 

Kekir/ Ginger is grown at the foothill districts of Arunachal Pradesh. 

Kekir known as an essence and a spice, it is known to be one of the oldest remedies in herbal 

and aromatic traditional treatments, especially in India, and the, it has been used for over 

2,000 years for curing inflammation and diarrhea. 

e Kekir/ Ginger spice is the dried underground stem of an herbaceous tropical plant. It is 
basically 30-50 cm tall.

and the weight of Kekir also increases (one bunch of Kekir/ Ginger may weigh 250-350 gm 
after 2 — 3 years). 

e During the dry season the weight of Kekir/ Ginger is slightly less, but when harvested during 
off-season (April-May) with a small shower of rain, the weight increases. The average yield of 
fresh Kekir/ Ginger varies from 20t/ha to 30 t/ha.

E) Specification: 
The Sauras are one of India’s oldest tribes, inhabiting the southern part of Odisha. With a history that 
has been mentioned in the Ramayana and the Mahabharata, the Sauras are known for their distinct 


tribal culture and their art. A tribe that is deeply connected to nature, their art on the surface seems 
to be a simplistic depiction of everyday village life. But the art of the Sauras is rich with symbolism 
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and meaning, and it is through these images and their interpretation that the Saura people hold on to 
their customs and culture. For the Sauras, whose language does not have a script, their art is a 
record of their history, their philosophy and religious practices. Saura art is traditionally made on the 
red or brown clay walls of the homes of the villagers, with natural dyes made from rice, white stone, 
and flower and leaf extracts, using a brush that is made from tender bamboo. The paintings are 
usually dedicated to the deity of the Sauras, known as /dital and are made during special occasions 
like harvest, child-birth, marriage etc, during which they are also worshipped. 


The figures in Saura artworks are called icons or ekons and many of them are recurring motifs and 
symbols, such as people, the tree of life, the sun and moon, horses, and elephants, which all hold 
their own symbolism. Traditionally, it was only priests who could make these wall-paintings. They 
would also explain their meanings to the village-folk, passing on their tribal customs and culture in a 
unique oral tradition. Saura art has undergone many transformations in the 21st century. An art that 
began as murals on mud walls, it is now everywhere, from sarees to notebook covers. It has also 
acquired a decorative value in recent times, with many people buying Saura art for their homes and it 
becomes the traditional art in modern world. 


The Sauras are best known for their wall paintings called ‘ekon’. We find a set of sketches 
elaborately drawn on their walls. They have invariably religious association for which they are called 
italons or ekons. It is difficult to define the perfect symbolic meaning of ekons which consist of human 
being, horse, elephant, gun men, aeroplane, cycle, sun, moon, etc. It is generally made to appease 
the Gods and ancestors. At frequent intervals, they are replaced by substitutes on different 
occasions. These paintings are conspicuous for their elegance, charm, aesthetic and ritualistic 
association. In fact these pictograms are their literature and philosophy. The clear meaning becomes 
apparent when the priests or the picture men interpret. The paintings of Lanjia Sauras of Puttasingha 
region of Orissa are unique and interesting. Each icon or idital conveys a separate message. The 
minute details of pictograms reflect real everyday life pattern of Sauras. 


The most important tradition among the Lanjia Saura community is the praying for their ancestors’ 
goodwill. This is followed by other celebrations such as marriage, child-birth, harvest etc. During 
each occasion the painting called ekon, or idital, is worshipped. The ekon is made on the walls — it is 
mandatorily done when a new house is constructed. Traditionally, the Lanjia Sauras choose a dark 
corner inside their home for it. Every occasion does not demand a new ekon and the existing one is 
regularly used; until and unless it is a significant family/societal event or time to give the house a new 
coat of paint, which is when specific set of prayers are done before an ekon is created. These days 
artists draw ekons but customarily it was only the Kudans, or the community priests among the 
Lanjia Sauras, who were designated to do ekons. The objects in the Lanjia Saura paintings have 
their meanings and symbolism. In ancient times, only the priests of the Lanjia Saura tribes made the 
paintings and they also used to explain the meaning of the paintings to other people of the 
community. 


The salient uniqueness of the Paintings of Lanjia Saura (IDITAL) are listed below: 


a. Use of a particular soil which is red and yellow in colour and that are particularly available in the 
district of Rayagada and Gajapati. The importance of this soil is that it brightens the area where it 
is used. Before drawing of the ekons by the priest on the wall, the particular area is usually 
washed with this soil to make a red back ground in square shape. On that background the ekon is 
drawn by the priest or the designated religious functionary. 

b. The colour used for drawing the picture is natural colour, that are either made by them in house 
or are fetched from the natural surroundings. Initially the white colour was being prepared from 
the rice flour, and later on they started using white earth collected from lime stone rich water 
bodies. Now a days, the natural colour is being prepared by them from variety of vegetation 
collected from their surroundings. 
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c. This art or painting depicts strong social beliefs and it is dedicated totally to their ancestors which 
expresses their closeness with their ancestors. The ancestral spirits are believed to be having 
supernatural powers. Hence, the Lanjia Saura believes that the ancestral spirits, if appeased 
properly, can save them from any odd or untoward situation. The art is strongly rooted in their 
belief systems. 

d. The community practice of making the painting not only preserves their culture but also is linked 
to their ethno-medical practices, especially the magico-religious treatment. Hence, the community 
members obey the traditional rituals in order to stay healthy by the benevolence of gods and 
goddesses. Their notion of health and well-being is associated with the ekons. 

e. It is not merely an art rather it is a reflection of the communities’ way of living and the relationship 
among the human beings and the spiritual beings. It involves a number of people in performing 
the rituals. Many taboos are followed during making of the painting. It is the imaginary world of 
the priest and priestess which is sketched by the painter. The objects like vehicles, utensils, 
animals etc. figured in the painting are essential household articles or objects of the surroundings 
that they come across in their everyday life. It is also believed that the divine beings also have 
similar objects around. Hence, the typical objects connect them with their gods, goddesses and 
ancestral spirits. 

f. The Lanjia Saura believe that their notion of good life depends on the good will and benevolence 
of their supernatural and ancestral spirits. Hence, they should be kept appeased always. Ekon is 
considered the seat of these ancestral and supernatural spirits. So, drawing ekons means 
offering them due space and hospitality at home, and by that the spirits would cast their 
benevolence to the members of the family. In the art, the configuration, arrangements of objects, 
the theme and subject, each bear social and religious significance. Thus, the main uniqueness of 
the Lanjia Saura Painting is that a subject is spoken out without telling anything about it verbally 
which the ekon serves visually. 


Description: 


The particular style, customs, and traditions of the Lanjia Sauras, one of the Particularly Vulnerable 
Tribal Groups (PVTG), are sketched in artwork created by the tribe. Lanjia Saura painting is a style 
of wall mural painting. Those paintings also called ekons or popularly, the idital that has a lot of 
religious and spiritual importance for the tribe. The Lanjia Sauras today are an indigent society, and 
conserve their culture - a major element of their culture being their ‘iditals’. 


The ekons are made for use rather than for display. They are for the eyes of spirits, not of men. 
Often, they are painted in the darkest corner of a house, or may be hidden behind gourds and pots. 
In fact, it is desirable that human beings should not look at them, for there is always the danger that 
a careless word or an unguarded giggle may offend the spirits. In the painting itself, symmetry and 
balance are less important than the inclusion of everything likely to please the spirit for whom it is 
made: a comb, a lizard, a cycle may be added without any consideration of its effect on the general 
scheme. The gods are not interested in beauty; they want flattery. Yet the Saura artists often put 
their very best work into their ekons, and sometimes it is astonishing what good results they achieve. 


The ekons vary in style, but they show a remarkable general similarity throughout the area. The 
variations are often due to a greater or less degree of elaboration. The largeness and extravagance 
of the people in the fertile Sogeda valley is reflected in the great size and complicated detail of their 
pictures; the economy and simplicity of such small hamlets as Guli and Arangulu, set deep in the 
hills, expresses itself in little paintings with a single motif. But we cannot really generalize from this: 
one of the most elaborate of the ekons comes from remote and elevated Ladde, and in Sogeda itself. 
The subject of the ekon may affect its style; on the whole the ekons made for tutelary are the most 
elaborate, for they often have to recall the story of the shaman’s relations with his spirit-partner and 
must include flattering references to the tutelary’s family, often numerous as the leaves on a 
tamarind. Similarly, ‘modern’ features such as motor-cars, railway trains, aeroplanes and bicycles 
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are not likely to appear in an ekon for a rural-minded hill-God. But they do often occur in ekons made 
for the ghosts of those who have died outside areas. 


The drawings are conventional, but on the whole realistic and there is rarely an attempt at 
symbolization; that is, a peacock looks like a peacock. But houses and mountains are shown 
symbolically in geometric patterns of great variety. Dancing too is suggested rather than portrayed 
with any sense of movement. Figures are painted in a row; feathers are put in their hair; they may be 
given drums or trumpets; sometimes their arms are raised above their heads. A woman may be 
recognized by a pot on her head or a bulge at the side if she is pregnant, but otherwise the only way 
to distinguish male and female figures is by their occupation. 


The word ittalan suggests writing rather than painting, and it may be argued that the ekons belong to 
literature rather than to art. In one sense they are graphic messages to the spirits; they tell a story, 
recite a prayer of praise and flattery. In another sense, however, they might be classed as 
architecture - for they aim at giving the spirits earthly ‘houses’ in which they can reside. 


Some of the other characteristics of their painting are given below: 


a. It is beyond one’s grasp to outline the precise symbolic meaning of ekons, which encompass 
many natural objects like man or women, horse, elephant, sun, moon, etc. and social subjects. 
They're usually painted to appease their Gods, and Goddesses and their ancestral spirits. 

b. These artworks are famous for their architecture, beauty, attraction, configuration and 
iconography, aesthetic and ritualistic association. These are in fact, their pantheon in 
conventional understanding, know-how, and folklore. Those artworks are their literature as well as 
their philosophy. 

c. The description becomes evident whilst the Kudan or Kudanboi, i.e. the picture of men or women, 
as they're commonly called. The minute details of the paintings additionally replicate the regular 
lifestyles of the Lanjia Sauras. Cults and myths have an awesome connection on the creative 
formations of the Lanjia Sauras. 

d. ‘Idital’ painting art belongs to the Lanjia Saura’ (or Lanjia Savara/ Sabara) tribe, one of the PWGs 
of Odisha, predominantly inhabiting in Rayagada and Gajapati districts of Odisha. These 
paintings were originally painted in forms of exterior murals (wall painting) of the tribal homes. 
The original pattern was white paintings over a crimson maroon background. These paintings 
were regarded as sacred paintings painted on specific ritual and religious occasions. Every 
painting incorporates various indications and signals to deliver unique elucidation for which it is 
meant. 

e. Lanjia Saura artwork used to glorify menhirs, rock faces and partitions in the honour of the 
departed souls and by doing so they intended to harness blessings of the divine sours to avoid 
diseases and ailments. The Lanjia Saura paintings have fantastically depicted pictures of dancers 
carried out with amazing manoeuvres. Lanjia Saura art is not only an art form, more than that it is 
a reflection of the cultural practices, history and religious beliefs of the Lanjia Saura people. 
Lanjia Saura art has made the Saura tribe famous all over the country. Today, it has also evolved 
as a commercial art form.

The Lanjia Saura are oldest and major tribe of Odisha. They are known by various names such as 
Savara, Sabara, Sora, Saura and Soura. They are found all over the state but are largely 
concentrated the high land of Gajapati District and Gunupur Subdivision of Rayagada District farming 
a contiguous territory. 
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Proof of Origin (Historical records): 


The Lanjia Sauras constitute a very important and ancient tribe of our country. We find graphic 
account of this tribe i.e. Sauras or Savaras in the Ramayana and Mahabharata. The devotion of 
Savari to Rama in Ramayana is an epic folk lore of India. In the Mahabharata we find mention about 
Jara Savara who pierced an arrow to Krisna and killed him. His body flowed into Mahodadhi i.e. sea 
near Puri in the form of a wooden log from which the present Triad of Jagannath is said to have been 
built. Prior to that, tradition says that Savara chief Viswavasu was worshipping Nilamadhava Visnu in 
the unknown blue hill of Orissa i.e. Nilachal. Ekalavya learnt archery observing the teaching 
technique of Guru Dronacharya from a distance and excelled Pandavas and Kauravas in archery. 
His devotion to Guru and his sacrifice for satisfaction of his Guru is unparalleled in mythology and 
history. Such is the noble Savara tradition in Mahabharata. In the Hathigumpha inscription of 
Kharavela dated to 1st century B.C. Savaras of Odisha were called Vidyadhardhivasas. They 
constitute an important segment of his turbulent army which victoriously marched over South and 
North India.

The state of Odisha (formerly Orissa) is wealthy in tribal art as the state has as many as 62 tribal 
groups including 13 primitive tribal group who in majorly subsist on agriculture. Like other tribes of 
India, the particular style, customs, and traditions of the Lanjia Sauras are etched in artwork created 
by using the tribe. Lanjia Saura painting is a style of wall mural painting associated with the Lanjia 
Saura tribe of Odisha. Those paintings also called ekons, preserve spiritual importance for the tribe, 
normally as a determination to their principal deity IDITAL. The Lanjia Sauras today are an indigent 
society, laid low with hunger. And their realistic artistries are a reminder to protect this tribe and their 
lives from losing the luster they deserve. The main characteristics of their painting are 


e It's beyond one’s grasp to outline the precise symbolic meaning of ekons, which encompass 
man or women, horse, elephant, sun, moon, etc. They're usually painted to appeasing to the 
Gods and Godessess and their ancestorial spirit.

association. These are, in fact, an abode of gems in their conventional understanding, know- 
how, and folklore. Those artworks are their literature as well as their philosophy. 

e The description becomes evident whilst the divines or the picture men, as they’re commonly 
called, decipher them. The minute details of the paintings additionally replicate the regular 
lifestyles of the Lanjia Sauras. Cults and myths have an awesome connection on the creative 
formations of the Lanjia Sauras. 

e ‘Idital’ painting art belongs to the 'Lanjia Saura' (or 'Lanjia Savara/ Sabara) tribe one of the 
PVTGs of Rayagada and Gajapati districts of Odisha. These paintings were originally in forms 
of exterior murals (wall painting) of the tribal homes.

The tree’s arms 
shelter the animals of the forest, small clay huts, and human beings who're portrayed carrying 
out regular chores like women with pots and infants, and men raising livestock or fowling. 


Lanjia Saura artwork used to glorify rock faces and partitions in the honor of the departed and avoid 
ailments. The Lanjia Sauras are a prehistoric race. So ancient that they’ve been cited in the Hindu 
epics Ramayana and Mahabharata. The present Lanjia Saura paintings have fantastically depicted 
timber and pictures of dancers carried out with amazing manoeuvre. Lanjia Saura art is not only an 
art form, but it is a reflection of the cultural practices, history and religious beliefs of the peoples of 
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the Lanjia Saura tribes. Lanjia Saura art has made the Saura tribe famous all over India. Today it has 
also evolved as a commercial art form. 


As per the details mentioned in the “Odisha District Gazetteers” of Rayagada and Gajapati Districts 
by Govt. of Odisha". The Lanjia Saoras are very artistic people. Being children of nature they derive 
inspirations and ideas from nature for their artistic creations. Their artistic talents and skills find 
expression in their colourful and enchanting wall paintings called "Edital". The icons so skillfully 
dreamt and drawn; have made the Saoras famous as natural painters and artists. 


The Saura is one of the oldest known major tribes of Odisha. They are found all over the State but 
are largely concentrated in the highlands of Gajapati district and Gunupur subdivision of Rayagada 
District forming a contiguous territory i.e., Saura country. The most important tradition among the 
Sauras is praying for the well-being of their ancestors. This is followed by other celebrations such as 
child-birth, harvest, marriage etc. During each occasion the painting called ekon, or now-a-days 
eponymously referred to as idital, is worshipped. Every occasion does not demand a new ekon and 
the existing one is regularly used; until and unless it is a significant family/societal event or time to 
give the house a new coat of paint, when specific set of prayers are done before an ekon is created. 
These days artists draw ekons but customarily it was only the Kudans, or the community of priests 
among the Sauras, who were qualified to do ekons. These men had the expertise to explain their 
meaning to village gatherings and the ekon thus was looked at as a valuable feature of a vocal 
tradition through which the Sauras connected with their customs. 


l) Method of Production: 


The objects in the Saura paintings are called ekons or icons and generally natural items such as 
trees, river, water, sun etc. are made. They have their meanings and symbolism. In ancient times, 
only the priests of the Saura tribes made the paintings and they also used to explain the meaning of 
the paintings to the other people of the community. The colours used by the Sauras for the paintings 
are geru (from red earth) and white (from rice paste). Saura art, as mentioned, uses the stick figure 
iconography and their motifs consist of people, trees, sun, moon, animals, village activities etc. 
Among some distinguishing characteristics of the paintings is that each painting being constructed 
within a specific geometrical framework. In a Saura painting the border is drawn first after which the 
interiors are filled, which is called the fish-net approach. These days market-driven customs and 
more awareness about other forms, have seen in Saura paintings. 


The Sauras believe that the icon painted in the form of exterior murals of the homes to please the 
gods and ancestors so that they may spare members of the concerned family from their invidious 
attention. Periodically an icon may be repainted or replaced by another depending on the 
circumstances and the apprehensions of a negative consequence by God or ancestor. These unique 
beautiful wall paintings expressing the unique artistic talents and skills of the Lanjia Saura artists; 
especially a shaman (shaman is a person regarded as having access to, and influence in the world 
of good and evil spirits) or done by the anyone who knows the art to appease the unseen, as part of 
the Saura rituals, ceremonies and festivals. The ceremonies and rites like child birth, marriage and 
death are observed by individual families, whereas those relating to various agricultural operations, 
and the biennial or triennial secondary mortuary rite called Guar (laying of stone slabs memory of the 
deceased) are observed by the village community. Every occasion does not demand a new ekon 
and the existing one is regularly used until and unless it is a significant family/societal event or time 
to give the house a new coat of paint, when specific set of prayers are done before an ekon is 
created. These days artists draw ekons but customarily it was only the Kudans, or the priests among 
the Lanjia Saura, who were designated to especially paint the ekons. These men used to 
conceptualize the objects and subjects of the art and explain their meaning to village gatherings. The 
ekon thus looked at as a valuable feature of vocal traditions through which the Lanjia Saura connect 
themselves with their customs. 
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Lanjia Saura art is made on red-brown clay walls of the houses in the villages from natural colours 
and dyes. Saura paintings or ekons are made using natural dyes or pigments and chromes derived 
from ground white stone, hued earth, and vermilion and mixtures of tamarind seed, flower and leaf 
extracts. The Lanjia Saura paintings are made using a brush made from tender bamboo twigs. The 
paintings are usually dedicated to the deities of Lanjia Sauras and are generally made during any 
good occasions like any festival, marriages, childbirths, harvests, etc. For clear background for the 
paintings, the Lanjia Sauras use geru (from red earth) or yellow ochre and white (from rice paste). 
Lanjia Saura art, as mentioned, uses the stick figure iconography and their motifs consist of people, 
trees, sun, moon, animals and birds, tribal objects, village activities etc. In a Lanjia Saura painting, 
the icons are generally grouped in the following categories and assigned them their thematic 
contents: 


a. — Icon for appeasing spirits — tutelary spirits, nature spirits, and other spirits; 

b. Icon for health, welfare — averting and curing illness, diseases, epidemics; 

c. Icon for fertility and harvest — to increase the fertility of the soil, to produce good crops, 
offering of first-grown fruits, vegetables and grains; 

d. Icon for child birth — for easy delivery; 

e. — Icon for the dead - mortuary ceremony; 

f. Icon for welfare of the village — representing shrines and deities. 


The other major characteristic element in a Lanjia Saura is their figures. In contrast, Lanjia Saura 
stick figures are more fluid and usually have one inverse triangle while the latter half may have a 
triangle of a different dimension, or an altogether different shape. Usually, it is the Lanjia Saura 
women who are represented with two triangles, while the men are shown with just the upper triangle 
while the lower half is projected on horseback, playing the drums etc. At times a little movement is 
shown in the triangles by giving the segments a curvature. Lanjia Saura paintings have travelled 
from walls to handmade paper and tussar silk in keeping with the demands of contemporary times, 
which is also seeing the widespread use of black ink in these drawings. The subject has also moved 
away from being solely religious to that of showing various social acts. Modern icons like buses, 
cars, television have also been incorporated in the Lanjia Saura paintings are treasures of folklore 
and a fantastic pictorial tradition that community's literature and beliefs. 

The paintings backdrop is prepared from red or yellow ochre earth which is then painted over using 
brushes. A cone is made with the help of butter paper in which artisan pours the paint, seals 
manually and cuts out the tip for the paint to flow easily. Once the paint is ready, lines are drawn in 
the dried frames with the help of pencil and other tools like scale, compass etc. after completing the 
drawing, artisan starts painting by applying gentle pressure on cone and moving the cone parallel to 
the drawn line. This process required a lot of focus with sharp edges following with a consistency 
while compressing the cone. After the lines are covered with the paint, artisan starts painting human 
figures in the form of geometrical shapes and abstract looking nature which involves plants, trees, 
animals and other living objects. After completing the painting, artisan takes a flat brush and paints 
the boarders with the help of black paint. 


Saura art in the modern world has gone through various changes. The art form which was 
traditionally done in the wall murals of the village houses in South Odisha are now done in other 
materials also. So, with the modernization of the art form, Saura art is also done in many modern 
items such as a vase, wall hangings, sarees, phone covers, note books etc. Even the colours used 
are not natural, but this modernization has grown the popularity of the Saura Art. It is today widely 
known in different parts of India and it has provided a commercial corner to the Saura art. Saura art 
has undergone many transformations in the 21st century. An art that began as murals on mud walls, 
is now everywhere, from sarees to notebook covers and other articles like T-shirts, greeting cards, 
stationery and items of clothing. It has also acquired a decorative value in recent times, with many 
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people buying Saura art for their homes. Saura artists have started experimenting with newer 
mediums too, like acrylics and pen & ink, on more materials like canvas and paper. 


Another interesting development in Saura art, and this is a trend seen in other Indian tribal art forms 
too, is the subtle entry of modern elements in the imagery and subjects depicted. It is indeed a 
wonderful thing to look at a primitive art form that remained unchanged for ages, and then notice a 
change in the painting, drawn in the style of the art, looking perfectly in place. The diversity, detail 
and unique style have given ekons an ‘in-vogue-appeal’ and increasing its popularity in recent years. 


An icon is painted to flatter and please the gods and ancestors to that they may spare members of 
the concerned family from their invidious attention. Periodically an icon may be repainted or replaced 
by another depending on the circumstances and the conduct of the god or ancestor. These unique 
beautiful wall paintings expressing the unique artistic talents and skills of the Lanjla Saora and are 
done by the artists always a shaman or anyone who knows the art lo appease the unseen, the Saora 
perform ceremonies festivals and rituals. The ceremonies and rites with child birth, marriage and 
death are observed by individual families, whereas Guar those relating to various agricultural 
operations, and the biennial or triennial secondary mortuary rite Guar (laying of stone slabs memory 
of the deceased) are observed by the village community Performing. Every occasion does not 
demand a new ekon and the existing one is regularly used; until and unless it is a significant 
family/societal event or time to give the house a new coat of paint, which is when specific set of 
prayers are done before an ekon is created,” he adds. These days artists draw ekons but customarily 
it was only the Kudangs, or the community of priests among the Lanjia Sauras, who were qualified to 
do ekons. These men had the expertise to explain their meaning to village gatherings and the ekon 
thus was looked at as a valuable feature of a vocal tradition through which the Lanjia Sauras 
connected with their customs. 


Process of Lanjia Saura paintings: 


Lanjia Saura art is traditionally made on red-brown clay walls of the houses in the villages from 
natural colours and dyes. The dyes are made from natural ingredients like rice, lime stones, flowers, 
leaf extracts. The Lanjia Saura paintings are made using a brush made from tender bamboo twigs. 
The paintings are usually dedicated to the deities of Lanjia Sauras and are generally made during 
occasions of celebration like festivals, marriages, childbirths, harvests, etc. The colours used by the 
Lanjia Sauras for the paintings are geru (from red earth) and white (from rice paste). Lanjia Saura 
art, as mentioned, uses the stick figure iconography and their motifs consist of people, trees, sun, 
moon, animals and birds, village activities etc. In a Lanjia Saura painting, the border is drawn first 
after which the interiors are filled, which is called the fish-net approach. 


The other major characteristic element in a Lanjia Saura painting is their figures. Lanjia Saura stick 
figures are more fluid and usually have one inverse triangle while the latter half may have a triangle 
of a different dimension, or an altogether different shape. Usually, it is the Lanjia Saura women who 
are represented with two triangles, while the men are shown with just the upper triangle while the 
lower half is projected on horseback, playing the drums etc. At times a little movement is shown in 
the triangles by giving the segments a curvature. 


The painter initially conceives the total layout of the painting. He visualizes the entire composition in 
accordance with the occasion and decides the format suitable to the wall space available. Unlike the 
Chitrakara who demarcates the painted area and the available space into bands and compartments, 
the Saura painter starts to draw from a point within his conceptualized wall space and builds up his 
vision gradually spreading out in all directions. The painter first tries to capture the spirit or the ghost 
identified and the entire painting is a kind of revelation and actualization of the ‘cause’ in a visual 
form. The painting arena is a theatre stage where different characters appear at the will of the 
painter. The starting point in a painting could be from the top or bottom or even from middle. 
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The paintings backdrop is prepared from red or yellow ochre earth which is then painted over using 
brushes. A cone is made with the help of butter paper in which artisan pours the paint, seals 
manually and cuts out the tip for the paint to flow easily. Once the paint is ready, lines are drawn in 
the dried frames with the help of pencil and other tools like scale, compass etc. after completing the 
drawing, artisan starts painting by applying gentle pressure on cone and moving the cone parallel to 
the drawn line. This process required a lot of focus with sharp edges following with a consistency 
while compressing the cone. After the lines are covered with the paint, artisan starts painting human 
figures in the form of geometrical shapes and abstract looking nature which involves plants, trees, 
animals and other living objects. After completing the painting, artisan takes a flat brush and paints 
the boarders with the help of black paint. 


In ancient times, only the priests of the Saura tribes made the paintings and they also used to 
explain the meaning of the paintings to the other people of the community. The colours used by the 
Sauras for the paintings are geru (from red earth) and white (from rice paste). Saura art, as 
mentioned, uses the stick figure iconography and their motifs consist of people, trees, sun, moon, 
animals, village activities etc. Among some distinguishing characteristics of the paintings is that each 
painting being constructed within a specific geometrical framework. In a Saura painting the border is 
drawn first after which the interiors are filled, which is called the fish-net approach. These days 
market-driven customs and more awareness about other forms, have seen in Saura paintings. 


Lanjia Saura paintings have travelled from walls to handmade paper and tussar silk in keeping with 
the demands of contemporary times, which is also seeing the widespread use of black ink in these 
drawings. The subject has also moved away from being solely religious to that of showing various 
social acts. Modern icons like buses, cars, television have also been incorporated in the Lanjia Saura 
paintings are treasures and a fantastic pictorial tradition that community's literature and beliefs. 


Like other tribes in India, the unique style, customs and traditions of the Sauras are etched in 
paintings created by the tribe. Saura painting is a style of wall mural panting. These paintings hold 
religious significance for the tribe, usually as a dedication to their main deity /dital. The Saura wall 
paintings are called italons or ekons (or ekons) and are dedicated to /dital (also edital) the main deity 
of the Sauras. 


The salient features of Saura art are given below: 

° It is difficult to define the perfect symbolic meaning of ekons, which consists of human being, 
horse, elephant, sun, moon, etc. They are generally painted to appease gods and their 
ancestors’. 

e These paintings are noted for their elegance, charm, iconography, aesthetic and ritualistic 
association. These are, in fact, a treasure house of their traditional wisdom, knowledge, and 
folklore. These paintings are their literature as well as their philosophy. The meaning becomes 
apparent only when the priests or the craftsmen interpret them. The minute details of the 
paintings also reflect the day-to-day lives of the Sauras’ cults and myths have a great bearing 
on the artistic creations of the Sauras. 

e The Saura is particularly famous for the rich variety of their paintings based on spiritual and 
ceremonial themes. Each painting contains various symbols and signs to convey special 
meaning. The pictograms are categorized into different sections as per their meaning and 
purpose. These paintings are aesthetic masterpieces and they are seeing increasing 
commercial interest these days. But the Lanjia Sauras continues the artistic diction in its 
original form. 

e The Saura art is based on geometrical patterns. Geometrical shapes like triangle and circle 
are very often used in wave-like structures. The characters are intertwined with a net-like 
approach. Each shape and figure reveal some meaning associated with their social, cultural 
and religious beliefs. 

e Saura paintings display the glory of nature through themes like trees, animals and tribal

people. The Tree of Life is a beautiful recurring motif of this art. The tree’s branches are home 
to the animals of the forest, small clay huts, and human beings, who are depicted engaging in 
daily activities like women with pots and kids, and men rearing cattle or hunting. 

e The purpose is both ritualistic as well as art for art's sake. Saura art was once painted on rock 
faces and walls to honour the dead and prevent disease. Today's Saura paintings have 
beautifully delineated trees and figures of dancers executed with incredible finesse. 

e Elwin (1951) who made an extensive study on Saura icons remarked. "The art forms and 
probably so also the process of production and even the underlying ideas, have been inherited 
by the Sauras as the continuity of tradition. 

e Leroi Gourhan (1968) remarked, “In the life of a society models of weapons changes very 
often, models of tools less often, and social institutions vary seldom, while religious institutions 
continue unchanged for millennia”, which may sound valid for Saura icons. 

e Andreas Lommel (1968) concluded, “It is impossible to draw a hard and first line between the 
vanished primitive cultures of the past and those which still survive in different geographical 
locations in the world, for those of the present are the heirs of the former. For a proper 
understanding of the primitive cultures and their art, it is necessary to understand the whole 
range of cultures, from the most primeval ones”. 


Uniqueness: 


The most important tradition among the Lanjia Sauras is the praying for their ancestors. This is 
followed by other celebrations as marriage child-birth, harvest etc. During each occasion the painting 
called ekon, or edital, is worshipped”. “The ekon is made on the walls—it's mandatorily done when a 
new house is constructed and traditionally the Lanjia Sauras choose a dark corner inside their home 
for it. Every occasion does not demand a new ekon and the existing one is regularly used; until and 
unless it is a significant family/societal event or time to give the house a new coat of paint, which is 
when specific set of prayers are done before an ekon is created,”. These days artists draw ekons but 
customarily it was only the Kudangs, or the community of priests among the Lanjia Sauras, who 
were qualified to do ekons. These men had the expertise to explain their meaning to village 
gatherings and the ekon thus was looked at as a valuable feature of a vocal tradition through which 
the Lanjia Sauras connected with their customs. 


The main uniqueness of this painting are: 

e Use of a particular soil which is red and yellow in colour and that are particularly available in 
the district of Raygada and Gajapati. The importance of this soil is that it brightens the areas 
where it is used. Before drawing of the icons by the priest in the wall the particular area was 
washed with this soil and looks like red back ground and on this particular square size area is 
used to draw different pictures by the priest of their ancestors. 

e The colour used for the draw of picture is natural colour, which are prepared by them from 
their households and collected from nature. Initially the white colour was being prepared from 
the powder of rice later on the white colour also being prepared from the sail by collecting from 
water. Now a day, the natural colour have been prepared by them from variety flora and fauna 
collected from their surrounding of the jungle. 

° This art or painting depicts the strong Social belief and it is dedicated totally to their ancestors 
which expresses that this community is very close to their ancestors and it is believed that any 
situation or problem which arises either to their community or to the family will be solved by 
their ancestors in the form of super power. Even for any diseases they believe on their super 
power which will help them to cure the same. So the painting reflects the thinking power of the 
community and also the belief system also. 

e Preparation of painting is a community practice widely practised by the community priests 
which teaches directly the benefit of promoting the traditional way of taking care of the 
community members by two ways one is through spiritual healing and another is medicinal 
healing. As a result the community members obey the traditional rituals as well as it helps to 
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them to take care of their health in the absence of any medicine which is not available where 
they live in such a remote places in which neither common people can reach their nor any 
availability of doctor to take care of them. All the colours used by community for painting are 
made from nature by naturally. 

It is not an art rather it is a process of taking care of family and also the community. It involves 
a lot of people and lot of rituals. Many taboos are followed during the depiction of the painting. 
It is the imaginary world of the priest and priestess which saved by the painter. The figures 
made in the painting like vehicles, utensils, animals etc depicted on the painting are connected 
to the priest. It shows that these are available in the imaginary world also. Figures are the 
relatives of them and it is believed that they are also using the same when they are in the 
underground. 

The Lanjia Saura’s whole culture is based on the super power. which are made by the priests 
and it expresses the outside world and reflects the same in the painting. Each line of figures 
narrates its significance not a single sentence is written there to express the same. The main 
uniqueness of the Lanjia Saura painting is that everything spoken out without telling anything 
about it in the sentence all are understood from that picture or painting made by them.

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General Information 


What is a Geographical Indication? 
e It is an indication, 
It is used to identify agricultural, natural, or manufactured goods originating in the said area, 
It originates from a definite territory in India, 
It should have a special quality or characteristics unique to the geographical indication. 


Examples of possible Geographical Indications in India: 
Some of the examples of Geographical Indications in India include Basmati Rice, Darjeeling Tea, 
Kancheepuram silk saree, Alphonso Mango, Nagpur Orange, Kolhapuri Chappal, Bikaneri Bhujia etc. 


What are the bebefits of registration of Geographical Indications? 
e It confers legal protection to Geographical Indications in India, 
It prevents unauthorized use of a registered Geographical Indication by others. 
It boosts exports of Indian Geographical indications by providing legal Protection. 
It promotes economic Prosperity of Producers. 
It enables seeking legal protection in other WTO member countries. 


Who can apply for the registration of a Geographical Indication? 

Any association of persons, producers, organization or authority established by or under the law can apply. 
The applicant must represent the interest of the producers. 

The application should be in writing in the prescribed form. 

The application should be addressed to the Registrar of Geographical Indications along with prescribed fee. 


Who is the Registered Proprietor of a Geographical Indication? 

Any association of persons, producers, organization or authority established by or under the law can be a 
registered proprietor. There name should be entered in the Register of Geographical Indications as 
registered proprietor for the Geographical Indication applied for. 


Who is an authorized user? 
A producer of goods can apply for registration as an authorized user, with respect to a registered 
Geographical Indication. He should apply in writing in the prescribed form alongwith prescribed fee. 


Who is a producer in relation to a Geographical Indication? 
A producer is a person dealing with three categories of goods 
e Agricultural Goods including the production, processing, trading or dealing. 
e Natural Goods including exploiting, trading or dealing. 
e Handicrafts or industrial goods including making, manufacturing, trading or dealing. 


Is registration of a Geographical Indication compulsory? 
While registration of Geographical indication is not compulsory, it offers better legal protection for action for 
infringement. 


What are the advantages of registering? 
e Registration affords better legal protection to facilitate an action for infringement. 
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e The registered proprietor and authorized users can initiate infringement actions. 
e The authorized users can exercise right to use the Geographical indication. 


Who can use the registered Geographical Indication? 
Only an authorized user has the exclusive rights to use the Geographical indication in relation to goods in 
respect of which it is registered. 


How long is the registration of Geographical Indication valid? Can it be renewed? 

The registration of a Geographical Indication is for a period of ten years. 

Yes, renewal is possible for further periods of 10 years each. 

If a registered Geographical Indications is not renewed, it is liable to be removed from the register. 


When a Registered Geographical Indication is said to be infringed? 

e When unauthorized use indicates or suggests that such goods originate in a geographical area 
other than the true place of origin of such goods in a manner which misleads the public as to their 
geographical origins. 

e When use of Geographical Indication results in unfair competition including passing off in respect 
of registered Geographical indication. 

e When the use of another Geographical Indication results in a false representation to the public that 
goods originate in a territory in respect of which a Geographical Indication relates. 


Who can initiate an infringement action? 
The registered proprietor or authorized users of a registered Geographical indication can initiate an 
infringement action. 


Can a registered Geographical Indication be assigned, transmitted etc? 

No, A Geographical Indication is a public property belonging to the producers of the concerned goods. It 
shall not be the subject matter of assignment, transmission, licensing, pledge, mortgage or such other 
agreement. However, when an authorized user dies, his right devolves on his successor in title. 


Can a registered Geographical Indication or authorized user be removed from the register? 

Yes, The Appellate Board or the Registrar of Geographical Indication has the power to remove the 
Geographical Indication or authorized user from the register. The aggrieved person can file an appeal 
within three months from the date of communication of the order. 


How a Geographical Indication differs from a trade mark? 

A trade mark is a sign which is used in the course of trade and it distinguishes good or services of one 
enterprise from those of other enterprises. Whereas a Geographical Indication is used to identify goods 
having special Characteristics originating from a definite geographical territory. 
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THE REGISTRATION PROCESS 


In December 1999, Parliament passed the Geographical Indications of Goods (Registration and Protection) 
Act 1999. This Act seeks to provide for the registration and protection of Geographical Indications relating 
to goods in India. This Act is administered by the Controller General of Patents, Designs and Trade Marks, 
who is the Registrar of Geographical Indications. The Geographical Indications Registry is located at 
Chennai. 


The Registrar of Geographical Indication is divided into two parts. Part ’A’ consists of particulars relating to 
registered Geographical indications and Part ‘B’ consists of particulars of the registered authorized users. 
The registration process is similar to both for registration of geographical indication and an authorized user 
which is illustrated below:
